The Alministration Report of the Town Improvement Committee, Coluchel, for the year 
1092 . E ., forwarded by the President. 

ORDER THEREON, No. G . 9279, DATED TRIVANDRUM , 19TH DECEMBER 1917 . 

Constitution : The Town Inyprovement Committee of Colachel was formed in Kamni 
1088. During the year under review , the Committee on erwent no change in its constitution . 
It consisted .as in the previous year , of two oticial and seven non -otlicial members, besides the 
President,all nominated by Government. The Sub- Registrar , Coluchel, continued to the ex 
oflicio President. 
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2. Jeetings. Thirty meetings were held during the year, against 28 in 1091. Two 
meetings were ndjourned for want of quorum . This should not have occurred . The average 
attendance of themembers rose from 5 :6 to 5 -9 . 

3 . Rubbish . The streetsweepings were collected by departmentalagency as in the previous 
year and sold in auction . The receipts under this hend fell froin Rs. 10 to Rs. 5 . The opening 
of a rubbish depot has been sanctioned and a site acquired for the purpose. The Dewan Peish 
kar, Southern Division , will report why the site has not yet been handed over to the Com 
mittee . 

1. HOHISA nevenginy . The Committee consider that, for some years to come, the system 
of private seuvenging cannot be worked on a self-supporting basis, and thut its introduction , in 
the first instance, into the congested parts of the town, will not be fensible, as heavy fees inay 
have to be demanded from the house- owners. They , therefore, suggest that the scheme may be 
deferred for some time. Government do not see why it should be impossible to work the scheme 
in the town of Colachel alone, where the conditions of sanitation are not ideal. A detailed 
report explaining the dificulties under which the Committee labour in the matter should be 
submitted to Government at an early date. 

5 . House- tar. The only tax levied in the town is the house -tax, The Committee s report 
does not give information regarding the number of houses in the town and the number assessed 
to taxation . This omission should be supplied at once. The demand , including thearrears of 
the previous year , was Rs. 338, of which a sum of Rs. 321 was collected , leaving a balance of 
Rs. 17 pending realisation when the year closed. 

6 . Licenses. Temporary occupation of streets, offensive and dangerous trades and the 
slaughter of animals were permitted in the town under licenses issned by the Committee and 
fees are levied in respect of these licenses . The total number of licenses issued was 175 , against 
152 in 1091, of which 8 were under Section 33, 131 under Section 53, and 36 under Section 55 of 
the Towns Conservancy and Improvement Regulation . The amount realised its license fees was 
Rs. 929, against Rs. 987 in the previous year. There is an appreciable decline in the fees re 
alised for licenses issued under Section 53 , though there is a rise ir the number of licenses issued . 
The President is requested to explain how this came about, especially in view of the fact that 
the revised license rules came into operation from the beginning of 1092. 

7. Prosecutions. Sixty - four prosecutions were sanctioned by the Committee during the 
year. The parties in two of these cases complied with the direction given by the Committee 
before they were charged before the Magistrate of the remaining 62 cases charged before the 
Magistrate, 17 ended in conviction , 2 were otherwise disposed of and 41 compounded by the 
Committee, leaving two cases pending disposal when the year closed , The Committee have not 
stated how the four cases reported to be pending at the close of 1091 were disposed of. This 
information should be now supplied . A sum of Rs. 33 was realised by way of fines, penalties 
and composition fees, against Rs. 15 . The Vaccinator under the Committee was invested with 
the powers of a Police Officer for the purposes of the Towns Conservancy and Improvement 
Regulation . 

8 . Public health . The Committee report that there was no case of cholera in the town 
during 1092. There was one case of small-pox ; but promptpreventive measures were taken and 
the disease did not spread. The report does not say how the one case of small-pox ended . The 
health of the town is reported to have been , on the whole, satisfactory : 8 arrivals from plague 
stricken areas were observed . 

3 . Vaccination . Vaccination was compulsory in the town and a full-time Vaccinator 
attended to the work. 576 vaccinations were performed during the year, against 629 in 1091. 
The minimum of ten per mille of population per mensem prescribed by Government has not 

The President will explain why themininum was not insisted on . 
of the 576 cases ,517 were primary vaccinations and 29 re- vaccinations. The report does not 
give information regarding the number and percentage of successful cases under each head . 
This information should be now supplied . 181 infants under one year were successfully vacci 
nated. 12 notices were issued to the parents and guardians of unprotected children under 
Clause 11 of Section 68 A of the Towns Conservancy and improvement Regu 
parties in 7 of these cases complied with the provisions of the notice, while those in the remain 
ing 5 cases had to be prosecuted under Clause 12. Of these cases, fon were compounded by 
the Committee, leavi ng one pending disposalat the close of the year. 

10 . Vital Statistics . Three hundred at d eight births and 136 deaths were registered dur 
ing the year, against 167 births and 63 deaths during the previous year. Or the births, 170 were 
males and 138 temules, and of the deaths, 64 were males and 72 females. No prosecution had 
to be started during 1092 for failure to furnish the Committee with information regarding vital 
statistics. 

11. Street lighting. Thirty - five street lights were maintained by the Committee in 1092. 
against 26 in 1091. By the close of the year this number further use to 40. The Cominittee 
spent Rs. 577 on account of street lighting, against Rs, 520 during the previous year . 

12. Joukets. There was only one public market in the town. The right of collecting 
the duts of the Committee from this market was sold in anction for Rs. 690, aguinst ks, 600 
in 1091. A quarter of this amount was realised and credited in the accounts of 1091. The 
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actual collections under market receipts during 1092 therefore amounted to Rs. 518. Govern 
ment observe that the receipts from this market, which amounted to Rs. 921 in 1090 , fell to 
ks. 660 in 1091 and Rs.518 in 1092. The fall requires explanation . The Committee have not 
stated whether there are any private markets in the town. . 

13. Cottle Pound . The receipts and expenditure under this head amounted to Rs. 917 
and Rs. 107 respectively. Details regarding the number and varities of the head of cattle 
impounded should also be furnished . 

14 . Pinance. The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 2,0 :16 . The receipts of the 
Committee by wayof license fees , house- tax, & c., amounted to Rs. 2,164, against Rs. 2. 269, in 
1091. Including the Government grant of Rs. 500 , the amount available for expenditure was 
Rs. 4 ,710. The Committee spent Rs. 2 , 978, against Rs. 2, 385 during the previous year. The 
closing balance of 1092 was Rs. 1.732.

ORDER THEREON, No . G . 9272, DATED , TRIVANDRUM , 18TH DECEMBER 1917. 

Constitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Tiruvalla was formed in Karkada 
yam 1086 . During the year under review , the Comunittee consisted of two official and seven 
non -official members, besides the President. The rate -payers of the town were given the privi 
lege of electing four of the non -officialmembers. From the beginning of the year, the local 
Tabsildar was appointed as the ex -officio President of the Committee, in lieu of the Medical 
Ollicer, who was retained as one of the olicialmembers. 

2. Meelings. Twenty -one meetings were held by the Committea during the year, against 
18 in 1091. The average attendance of the members rose from 5 5 in 1031 to 6 in 1092. 

3. Rubbish . The receipts under this head amounted to Rs. 4, against chs. 9 in 1091. 

4 . House-tax. This is the only tax levied by the Committee. Including the arrears of 
J091, the amount collected under this head was Rs. 690, against Rs. 050 in 1091. 

5 . Licenses. Forty -nine licenses were issued by the Committee during the year, against 
32 in 1091. . Of these , 14 were under Section 33, 26 under Section 53. S under Section 55 and 
one under Section 60 of the Towus Conservancy and Improvement Regulation . A sum of 
Rs. 174 was realised by way of license fees, against Rs. 114 in 1091. 

6 . Prosecutions. Thirty -nine prosecutions were started by the Committee, against 19 in 
1091. Of these, 3 cases ended in conviction and 2 in acquittal, 33 were compou : ded and the 
remaining one case was pending disposalat the close of the year. A sum of Rs. 16 was realised 
by way of fines, penalties and composition fees. 

7. Public health . The health of the town is reported to bave been satisfactory . 

S . Vaccinalion . The total number of vaccinations performed during the year was 667, 
against 625 in 1091. Of these , 473 were primary vaccinations and 194 re- Vaccinations. + 13 of 
the primary vaccinations and 106 of the re- vaccinations were successful. Only one infant was 
successfully vaccinated, against 6 in 1091. The Committee have not secured the minimum of 
Vaccination work prescribed by the Government, nor has the work of infantile vaccination been 
in the least satisfactory. The Committee will see that better results are shown during the 
current year. 

9 . Vital Statistics. Two hundred and eighty -three birtlis and 18S deaths were registered 
in the town during the year, against 259 births and 169 deaths in 1091. Of the births, 1.16 were 
males and 137 females , and of the deaths, 100 were males and 88 females. As in tho previous 
year. no information has been given by the Committee as to whether Buy cases of failure to 
sive information to the Registrar of Births and Deaths were noticed by them . This information 
should be given in future. 

10 . Markets. There were two markets in the town, of which one was a public market 
and the other a private market. A sum of Rs. 525 was realised by way of lees from the public 
market. 

11 . Catlle pound . The receipts and expenditure under this head amounted to Rs. 33 and 
Rs. 18 respectively , during the year , against Rs. 57 and Rs. 26 in 1091. 

12. Street lighting . Fifteen strert lights were maintained by the Committeo. The ex . 
penditure under this head amounted to Rs. 286. 
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13. Finance. The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 886 . The collections of 
the Committee in the shape of license fees, & c., amounted to Rs. 1 ,587, against Rs. 927 in the 
previous year. Including the Government grant of Rs. 500, the aunount available for expen 
diture was Rs. 2,923 . The Committee spent Rs. 1,526 , against Rs. 1, 258 in 1091. The closing 
balance of 1092 was thus Rs. 1, 397.

Vincent, Member, Mundakayam Planters Association , 
at the thirteenth Session of the Sree Mulam Popular Assembly , re the difficulties experienced 
by the Planters in importing opium preparations for the use of the planting Estates , and the 
Dewan s reply thereto . 

2. Letter No. 3521/394 of 92,dated 30th January 1917, from the Commissioner, Devi 
colam . . 

3 . Letter dated 26th April 1917, from the Honorary Secretary, Mundakayam Planters 
Association . 

4 . Letter No. 14148/A , 4386, dated 2nd July 1917 , from the Excise Commissioner. 

Atthe thirteenth Session of the Assembly , Mr. E . Vincent, Member. Mundakayam 
Planters Association , stated that considérable difficulty was being experienced in the impor 
tation of opium and its preparations for the use of the planters hospitals, as the importers had 
first to obtain an export permit from the Resident and then , on production of the same, an 
import permit from the Excise Department, before importing the stuff. The difficulty was 
that the period of the export permit often expired before the import permit could be obtained . 
The member suggested that local Magistrates might be empowered to issue the permits or that 
a stock of opiates might be kept in Government dispensaries for issne to the planters dispen 
saries on payment. 

In bis letter read above , the Commissioner, Devicolam , reported that he had received 
similar coinplaints from the planters and that the difficulty pointed out was real. 

On reference, the Excise Commissioner bas stated that the delay complained of could be 
ininimised by the issue of import permits with two months time limit, without insisting on the 
production of the export permits, and by the consignments being permitted to be removed from 
the chowleys on production of the export permits and after verification by the chowkey offi 
cers instead of by the Circle Oflicers as at present. 

ORDER THEREON , No . S . R . 3313 DATED , TRIVANDRUM , 22ND DECEMBER 1917. 

His Highness Government have given their best consideration to the representation of 
the planters . They accept the Excise Commissioner s suggestions in regard to the removal of 
the dificulties complained of and sanction the following procedure for the import of opium 
preparations. 

i. The import permit will be issued by the Excise Department on the application of 
persons licensed to deal in medicinal preparations containing opium , without insisting on the 
production of the Resident s export permit. 

ii. The period of currency of the import permit will run for two months from the date 
of issue. I 

iii. On production of the Resident s export permit by the consignee or his agent, the 
officer in charge of the chowkey concerned will verify and pass the consignment and forward 
the ve. ification certificate to the Excise Commissioner for tiansmission to Government. The 
Customs Officer shall not allow the removal of the consignment without the production , by the 
imperter or his agent, or the Resident s permit authorising its export from British India .

1 . Cumstitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Mavelikara was formed in 
Chingom 1089. The Cominittee underwent no change in its constitution during the year under 
review . It consisted , as in the previous year, of two official and seven non -oflicial members, 
besides the President, all nominated by the Government. The Medical Officer in charge of the 
District Hospital, Mavelikara , continued as the ex-officio President of the Committee . 

2 . Meetings. Sixteen meetings, including two specialmeetings, were held during the 
year , against 17 during 109 ) . Theaverageattendance of tbemembers rose from 5 .8 to 6 -5 . This 
improvement in attendance is noted with satisfaction . One meeting had to be adjourned for 
want of quorum . 

3. Rubbish. The street sweepings were removed by departmental agency and sold for 
Rs. 15, against Rs. 7 in 1091. 

4 . House-scavenging and house-tar. The Committee will consider the advisability of 
introducing private scavenging and house -tax in the town at a very early date. 

5 . Licenses. Temporary occupation of streets, offensive and dangerous trades and the 
slaughter of animals were permitted in the town under licenses issned by the Committee, and 
fees were levied in respect of them . The Committee have not statel the number of licenses 
issued under the several. Sections of the Towns Conservancy and Improvement Regulation . 
This information should be now supplied . 96 licenses in all were issued and a sum of Rs. 241 
was realised as license fees, against 109 licenses and Rs. 246 in 1091. 

6 . Prosecutions. Thirteen prosecutions were started by the Committee during 1092, 
against 16 in 1091. Of these , 7 ended in conviction and the remaining 6 were compounded 
by the Committee. A sum of Rs. 2 was realised by way of fines , penalties and composition fees, 
against Rs. 7 during the previous year. 

7. Public health . The Committee report that the health of the town was satisfactory , 

8 . Vaccination . Vaccination was made compulsory in tbe town from the beginning of 
1092 and a full- time Vaccinator attended to the work . 1,357 cases of vaccinations were per 
formed during 1092, against 676 in 1091. Of these , 1, 152 were primary vaccinations and 205 
re -vaccinations. 1 ,036 of the former and 66 of the latter were successful. Government consider 
that the snccess rate attained is low . 83 infants under one year were successfully vaccinated 
during 1092, against 24 in 1091. The Committee have not stated whether they were obliged to 
take action under Clauses 11 and 12 of Section 68 A of the Towns Conservancy and Improve 
ment Regulation . This information , together with the results of the action taken , if any, 
should be supplied at once. 

9 . Vital Statistics. 319 births and 179 cleaths were registered during 1092, against 234 
births and 153 deaths in 1091. of the births 165 were males and 151 females, and of the deaths 
86 were males and 93 females . 30 cases of failure to give information regarding vital statistics 
were brought to the notice of the Committee. In 16 of these cases, the parties were excused . 
Of the remaining 14 cases , 11 were compounded by the Committee, one ended in conviction and 
the rest were pending disposal when the year closed . 

10 . Markets. There were, as in 1091, two public markets in the town, one of which 
wag a vegetable market and the other a fish market. The receipts from these markets amount. 
ed to Rs. 1 ,132, against Rs. 1,053 during the previous year. The Committee have not stated 
whether there are any licensed private markets in the town . This information should be now 
furnished. 

11. Catlle pound. The receipts and expenditure under this head amounted to Rs . 19 
and Rs. 6 respectively . Information regarding the number and species of the head of cattle 
impounded should be furnished in future reports. 

12. Street lighting. Twenty four street lights were mairtained in the town during 
1092 , against 12 in 1091. The expenditure under this head was Rs. 100 . 

13 . Finance. The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 761. The collections 
in the shape of license fees, inarket dnes, & c ., amounted to Rs. 1, 152, against Rs. 1,697 in 1091. 
Including the Government grant of Rs. 500, the amount available for expenditure was Rs. 9,713, 
of which the Committee spent Rs, 1,705, against Rs. 1,501, during the previous year. The clo 
sing balance of 1092 was Rs. 1,008.

I. PRELIMINARY. 
The transactions of the year are shown in the statements hereto appended . 

2. There were 34 Anchal Offices doing Savings Bank work at the beginning of the year . 
The business was started in five more Anchal Offices during the year, viz ., Shertallai, Thodu. 
puzha, Alwaye, Nedumangad and Edapalli. There were thus 39 Anchal Ofliere doing Savings 
Bank work at the close of the year. 

3. Though the introduction of Savings Bank at Bhuthapandy and Eraniel was sanctioned 
by Government in 1091, the work has not yet been started in these Anchal Offices. 

4. According to the rules in force last year, interest on the security deposit of a Govern 
ment servant ceased from the date of release of his security , though the security itself was 
returnable under the rules only on the expiry of six months from the date of relief from his 

year under review , the rules were modified with a view to grant the 
officer the benefit of interest for the period of six months dnring which his deposit was retained 
under the rules. 

II. TREASURY SAVINGS BANK . 

A . ORDINARY ACCOUNTS . 
There were 699 accounts at the close of the year against 637 at its beginning, showing 
an increase of 62 accounts with an increase in net deposit of Rs. 47,123 - 26 . 0 during the year, 

B . PUBLIC ACCOUNTS . 
The number of Public Accounts rose from 26 in 1091 to 29 in 1092, butthe closing balance 
fell from Rs. 57,914- 23 -12 to Rs. 46 ,623 -12 - 15. 

C . SECURITY ACCOUNTS. 
There was a fall in the number of accounts from 8,514 to 7 ,859. The balance at the 
close of the year , however, was Rs. 14 ,72,383-18- 4 against Rs. 14,56, 453- 3 - 7 at the close of 1091.. 

III. ANCHAL SAVINGS BANK . 

. A . ORDINARY ACCOUNTS . 
The number of ordinary accounts in Anchal Offices rose from 5 ,851 to 7 .699, and the 
closing balance from Rs. 3,07,006 -9. 8 to Rs. 4,13,810 -27 -0. There was thusan increase of 1,848 
accounts , and of Rs. 1,06, 804 - 17 - 8 in the closing balance of the year. 

B . PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 
Eigbt fresh accounts were opened during the year making up a total of 15 at its close. 


C . SECURITY ACCOUNTS. 
Though there was an increase of 149 accounts, the balance at the end of the year shows 
only an increase of Rs. 7.327- 3 - 12 . 

GENERAL. 


The great increase in the number of ordinary accounts in the Anchal Oflices , when com 
pared with that in the Treasuries, shows, as stated in the previous year s report, that the public 
prefer the Anchal Offices to the Sirkar Treasuries for the investment of their savings. The 
increase in the Public Accounts is due to the opening of new accounts for the deposit of the 
Funds collected for His Highness the Maha Raja s Shashtyabdapurthi Celebrations.

The Administration Report of the Town Improvement Committee, Neyyattinkara , for the 
year 1092 m . E ., forwarded by the President. 

ORDER THEREON No. G . 9269 DATED , TRIVANDRUM , 18TH DECEMBER 1917. 

Constitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Neyyattinkara was formed in 
Mithunam 1088. During the year under review , the Committee underwent no change in its 
constitution . As in 1091, it consisted of 2 official and 7 non -oflicial members, besides the 
President. During the year, the rate -payers of the town were given the privilege of electing 
four of the non -official members of the Committee. 

2. Meetings. Fifteen ordinary and 4 specialmeetings were held by the Committee dur 
ing the year , against 16 and 2 respectively in 1091. The average attendance of the members rose 
from 5 to 5 1. The attendance of themembers still leaves room for improvement. 

3. Rubbish . A sum of Rs. 24 was realised by the sale of street sweepings, against 
Rs. 14 in 1091. 

4 . House scavenging. The Committee have not stated whether the need for the intro 
duction of private scavenging is felt in any portion of the town. A special report should be 
submitted on the subject. 

5 . House-tax. This is the only tax levied in the town . Including demand notice fees, 
3 sum of Rs. 646 was realised under this head, against Rs. 671 in the previous year. The bal 
ance pending collection at the close of the year was Rs. 127, against Rs. 109 in 109 ). This 
balance is heavy and the Committee should take early steps to recover it from the defaulters 
concerned . 

6 . Licenses. 86 licenses were issued by the Committee during the year, against 77 in 
1091. The amount realised under this head was Rs. 143, against Rs. 113 in the previous year . 
The Committee have not given details regarding the number of licenses issued under the several 
heads. 

7 . Prosecutions. 29 prosecutions were started by the Committee during the year, 
against 69 in 1091. Of these, 7 ended in conviction and 4 in acquittal, while the remaining 18 
cases were compounded. A sum of Rs. 29 was realised by way of fines , penalties and composi 
tion fees , against Rs. 50 in 1091. 

8 . Public health . The health of the town is reported to have been satisfactory . 

9 . Vaccination . A full-time Vaccinator was appointed from Makaram 1092. The total 
number of vaccinations performed during the year was 560, against 475 in 1091. Of these , 396 
were primary vaccinations and 16 + re- vaccinations. 356 of the primary vaccinations and 54 of 
the re -vaccinations are reported to have been successful. 25 infants were successfully vaccina 
ted during the year. The President will explain why the Committee were not able to secure 
the minimum of vaccination work prescribed by the Government. 

10 . Vital Statistics. The Vaccinator under the Committee was also the ex-officio Regis 
trar of Births and Deaths. 278 births and 143 deaths were registered during the year, against 
259 and 109 respectively in 1091. Of the births, 131 were males and 147 females , and of the 
deaths 74 were males and 69 females. No information is given as to whether any case of failure 
to give information to the Registrar of Births and Deaths was noticed . This omission should be 
now supplied. 

11. Markets. The receipts from the markets amounted to Rs. 290, against Rs. 283 in 
1091. As in the previous year, there were four private markets in the town worked under 
licenses issued by the Committee. 

12. Cattle pounds. There were two cattle pounds in the town during the year. The 
receipts and expenditure under this head amounted to Rs. 37 and Rs. 24 respectively , against 
Rs. 56 and Rs. 58 in 1091. 

13 . Street lighting. As in the previous year, the Committee have not given any infor 
mation under this head. This information should be supplied at once and the omission should 
not recur in the reports of the Committee for future years. 

14. Finance. The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 1,171. The Collections 
of the Committee in the shape of license fees, house -tax , & c., amounted to Rs. 1,193 , against 
Rs. 1,215 in 1091. Including the Government grant of Rs. 500 , the amount available for ex 
penditure was Rs. 2 ,861. The Committee s expenditure amounted to Rs. 1 ,612, against Rs. 1 ,387 
in 1991. The closing balance of 1092 was thus Rs. 1,252.

The Report on the Administration of Criminal Justice for the year 1092 , forwarded 
with letter No. 2332 /C . S ., dated the 1st December 1917, from the High Court. 
ORDER THEREON No . J . 10 ,790 DATET), TRIVANDRUM , 20TH DECEMBER 1917 . 

Tribunuls . - The Additional Division First Class Magistrate s Court, opened 
as a tentative measure in 1089, was continued at Perumbavur during the year 1092 
and was made permanent with effect from the 16th Mithunom 1092 . The Third 
Class Magistrate s Court, opened at Changanacherri in 1090 by investing the local 
Deputy Tahsildar with magisterial powers, ceased to exercise criminal jurisdiction 
during the tbird quarter of the year under review . An Additional Sessions Judge s 
Court was established at Nagercoil in Thulam 1092 , as a temporary measure, and it 
continued to work till the close of the year. The number of Courts that exercised 
criminal jurisdiction was 74, or one more than in the previous year . 

2. State of crime generally . The number of offences reported fell from 21,850 
to 21,475 , of which 13,794, were offences under the Penal Code and 7 ,681 under 
Special and Local Laws, against 14,412 and 7 ,438, respectively , in 1091. The de 
crease in the number of cases under the Penal Code occurred mainly under theft 
and criminal force and assault, there being a slight fall also under mischief by 
killing or maiming of animals, house-breaking , dacoity , and offences against life, public 
justice and public tranquillity . There was an increase of 221 in the number of 
offences relating to hurt. The increase under Special and Local Laws was chiefly in 
regard to prosecutions under the Hackney Carriage Regulation, the Towns Conser 
vancy and Improvement Regulation , and the Breach of Contracts and Abkari Regu 
lations. There was a decrease of 471, 102 and 86 cases in prosecutions under the 
Police , the Forest and the Tobacco Regulations, respectively . The number of cases 
rejected in limine rose from 656 to 678. The percentage of conviction in respect of 
persons rose from 36 to 38 . 

The number of female offenders charged rose from 2,088 to 2 ,207 , and the 
number convicted also rose from 389 to 436 . 

The number of juveniles accused fell from 274 to 185 . The number of juve 
niles brought to trial and the number convicted also fell from 99 and 42 to 65 and 
22, respectively, the ratio of conviction being 34 per cent. As usual, theft was the 
principal crimeofwhich the juveniles were convicted . 11 of the juveniles convicted 
were sent to the Reformatory, against 12 in the previous year. It is gratifying to 
note that the ratio of juveniles committed to the Reforinatory to the number convict 
ed , showed an increase, being 50 per cent, against 28 per cent in 1091. The report 
does not show the punishments awarded to the remaining convicted juveniles. This 
should be done in future reports . The Governinent would be glad to know that the 
power to release on probation of good conduct, conferred by Section 433 A of the 
Criminal Procedure Code, is adequately availed of by the Magistracy in the case of 
youthful offenders . 

The number of public servants prosecuted rose from 225 to 296 , while the 
number convicted fell from 11 to 7 . The percentage of conviction was 2, against 5 
in the previous year. Out of the 296 prosecutions during the year, only 16 were initi 


private individuals, on complaints preferred by them . Of the former 16 cases , only 
one ended in conviction . The small percentageof conviction appears to indicate, in the 
case of prosecutions launched by heads of Departments, the need for greater care in 
initiating proceedings , and, in the case of private prosecutions, the desirability of the 
Courts exercising more freely the power to award compensation to accused persons. 

MAGISTRATES COURTS . 
3 . Original work : - The file of the Magistracy fell from 21,850 to 21,475 - 415 
preliminary enquiries and 21 ,060 trials. Inclusive of arrears and cases transferred , 
the total number of cases for disposalwas 22,501, of which 21,811 cases were dispos 
ed of during the year, leaving a balance of 690 . The number of cases pending for 
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more than three months showed a satisfactory fall from 51 to 45. The average 
number of cases disposed of by a Magistrate was 346 , against 361 in the year preced 
ing. The average duration of pendency rose from 38 to 42 days in preliminary en 
quiries, while that in trials remained the same as in 1091, vit ., 26 days . The num 
ber of witnesses examined by the Magistracy fell from 41, 971 to 41,479. There 
was an improvement in the number of witnesses detained beyond the first day and 
that detained beyond three days, the figures being 2, 502 and 125 against 2 ,647 and 
208, respectively in 1091. Each Magistrate examined , on an average, 658 witness 
es, against 677 in the previous year. The number of persons involved in the cases 
disposed of by the Magistracy in preliminary enquiries and in trials fell from 1 ,975 
and 44 ,797 to 1, 928 and 42,332 , respectively . The number of persons committed 
to the Sessions fell from 364 to 293. The number of persons convicted rose from 
10 ,607 to 10 ,672, the percentage being 25 , against 23 in 1091 . As in the previous 
year , 80 per cent of the persons convicted were sentenced to fines only . Solitary 
confinement was awarded to 10 persons, agninst 9 in 1091. 

4 . Appellate work : - The number of Magistrates with appellate jurisdiction 
remained the same as in 1091, viz., 12 . The number of appeals preferred fell from 
1, 565 to 1,401 . The total number for disposal was 1,462, of which 1,388 were dis 
posed of, leaving a balance of 74 at the close of the year. The average duration of 
an appeal rose from 33 to 37 days . Of the appeals pending, all but seven were less 
than a month old . 

The percentages of confirmation , reversal , modification and cases otherwise 
disposed of, were 44, 41, 14 and 1 respectively , against 52, 33, 11 and 4, in the pre 
vious year . 

5 . Revisional work :- The number of applications received for revision during 
the year fell from 78 to 62. The total number for disposal, inclusive of arrears , was 
63 . ofwhich all but two were disposed of. 

6 . Miscellaneous work : - 30 persons were bound over to keep the peace and 7 
for good behaviour. 16 proceedings in cases of local nuisance, and 65 in those of 
disputed possession of immovable property ,were passed . " 

7 . Fines. The fines imposed during the year amounted to Rs. 61,894 against 
Rs. 59 ,368 in 1091. The total amount for recovery was Rs. 70 ,076, of which a sum 
of Rs. 53,203 was recovered , Rs. 2 ,633 remitted on appeal or revision, and Rs. 7, 134 
struck oft as irrecoverable , leaving at the end of 1092 , a balance of Rs. 7 ,106 , against 
Rs. 8 ,182 at the end of the previous year . The heaviest arrears were in the Quilon 
and Kottayam Districts, those in the latter dating back to 1084. The High Court 
say that the District Magistrate, Kottayam , has reported that the fines relating to 
1084 have become recoverable in the current year. The arrears in the Quilon Dis 
trict belong to the year under review . 

SESSIONS Courts. 
8 . Original work : - The numher of cases committed to the Sessions Courts 
during the year was 148. Inclusive of arrears and the cases ordered to be re- tried , 
the number for disposal was 156, which were all disposed of. The number of per 
sons, involved in these cases was 393, of whom 197 , or 50 per cent, were convic. 
ted. 

The average duration rose from nine to sixteen days. The number of wit 
nesses examined fell from 2 ,377 to 2,190 . The number of witnesses detained 
beyond three days rose from 74 to 101, while the number detained beyond 
the first day fell from 509 to 449. One person was sentenced to death , 
19 to rigorous imprisonment for life, 112 to various terms of rigorous im 
prisonment, and one to simple imprisonment. The number of persons sentenced to 
imprisonment and fine was 55 and that of persons sentenced to fine alone was 8 . 
One person was sentenced to imprisonmentand whipping . 

9. Appellate work : - The number of appeals preferred to the Sessions Courts 
fell from 492 to 481. The number for disposal inclusive of the arrears and the 
appeals remanded or transferred , rose from 520 to 528 . Of these , 502 were disposed 
of, leaving a balance of 2€ . The average duration of an appeal rose from 20 to 22 
days. 
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The percentages of confirmation , reversal and modification , were 42, 51 and 7 , 
respectively, against 45 , 47 and 8 in the previous year. 

10 . Revisional work :- - The number of applications presented to the Sessions 
Courts for revision was 34, and inclusive of the 3 pending at the beginning of the 
year , the number for disposal was 37, of which all but one were disposed of. The 
number of calendars , proceedings and appeal statements disposed of, rose from 
12,097 to 12,799. 

11. Fines : The fines imposed in Sessions trials aggregated to Rs. 9,272, 
against Rs. 5 ,813 in 1091. The amount to be recovered , inclusive of the previous 
year s balance, wos Rs. 31,308, of which a sum of Rs. 3 ,659 was realised , Rs. 3 ,116 
remitted on appeal or revision and Rs. 100 struck off as irrecoverable. The balance 
left unrecovered at the close of the year was Rs. 24, 133, ngainst Rs. 23 ,036 on the 
last day of 1091, the major portion of the arrears being in the Trivandrum Sessions 
Court, dating from the year 1083 . The High Court say that repeated warrants 
issued for the recovery of most of these items are said to have been returned unexe . 
cuted as there was to property to be proceeded against, but that they are borne in 
the accounts pending the expiry of the terms of substantive imprisonment. 
The high proportion of irrecoverable fines seems to imply that adequate consideration 
is not paid to the means of the accused on whom sentences of fines are passed . 

HIGH COURT . 
12 . Referred cases :- The number of referred cases received during the year 
was 11, affecting 19 persons. Inclusive of one case, affecting one person , pending at 
the commencement of the year, the total number of cases for disposal was 12, affecting 
20 persons. Of these, 2 cases affecting 7 persons were pending at the close of the 
year . The sentence of death was confirmed in the case of one person and was altered 
into one of rigorous imprisonment for life in the case of another . The sentence of 
rigorous imprisonment for life was confirmed in the case of eight persons. The 
conviction in the case of 2 persons was set aside and the prisoners acquitted. The 
conviction in the case of one person was confirmed but the sentence was reduced . 

13 . Appeals ; - 163 appeals were preferred to the High Court , against 210 in 
1091. The number for disposal, inclusive of arrears, was 216, of which 173 appeals 
involving 173 persons were disposed of, the balance left at the close of the year being 
.43. In the total number of appeals for disposal were included , 39 appeals affecting 
39 persons, preferred by the Government against acquittals. The acquittal was set 
aside and conviction entered against 30 persons in 10 cases and interference was 
wholly declined in 28 cases affecting 28 persons. One appeal affecting one person 
was pending at the close of the year . 

14. Revision cases : - The disposals under the head of Revision fell from 
642 to 479. The decisions of the Lower Courts were quashed in 129 cases , 
modified in 25 cases, irregularities of law or procedure pointed out in , and inter 
ference was wholly declined in the remaining 319 cases. The number of calendarsand 
proceedings from appeal statements, etc., revised , was 5 , 153. 74 applications for 
transfer of cases and 111 miscellaneous petitions were also disposed of. 

15. Inspection : - Four CriminalCourts were inspected during the year by Mr. 
Justice Viraraghava Iyengar, seven by Mr. Justice Chatfield and one by Mr. Justice 
Cheriyan . All the subordinate Magistrates Courts were inspected during the year 
by the District Magistrates,

The Report on the Administration of the Excise Department for 1092, submitted by 
the Excise Commissioner with his letter No. 3217/m . 461, dated the 20th November 1917. 
ORDER THEREON, No. S . R . 3345, DATED, TRIVANDRUM, 22ND DECEMBER 1917 . 

Personnel: -- Mr. N . Raman Pillay continued to be in charge of the Department 
except during three months of the year when he was absent on privilege leave . 
During his absence the Senior Assistant Excise Commissioner Mr. A . Hoogewerf 
acted as Excise Commissioner. 

I. EXCISE . 


A . ABKARI. 
2. Systems in force in regard to country liquor : - The contract distillery 
supply system in regard to arrack was in force throughout the whole State, with 
the exception of the Devicolam taluk where the right of manufacture and vend 
remained with the same contractor . In regard to toddy, the independent shop system 
with its accompaniment of tree-tax was in force in the Revenue Divisions of Pad 
manabhapuram , Trivandrum and Quilon and in the taluks of Changanacherry , 
Kottayam , Ettumanoor and Meenachil in the Kottayam Division and in the taluk of 
Peermade in the Devicolam Division . 

( 2 ) The taluks of Shertallay, Vaikom , Muvattupuzha, Thodupuzha, Kun 
nathunad, Alengad and Parur underwent no change in respect of the system apper 
taining to the toddy revenue. Under this system , the manufacture of toddy is not 
charged for separately from the vend, but the privilege of manufacture and vend is 
sold by taluks, the number and localities of the shops in each taluk being previously 
fixed ." In the Devicolam taluk, there is no sale of toddy. 

3 . Arrack supply contracts :- The previous contracts having expired 
with the year 1091, fresh contracts were entered into for a further period of two 
years commencing from 1092. Mr. T . Guruswamy Nadar was given the contract 
for supplying arrack during 1092 and 1093 to the three Divisions of Pad 
manabhapuram , Trivandrum and Quilon and the town of Alleppey, his supply 
rates being Re. 1, annas 6 and pies 10 per proof gallon of jaggery arrack 
and Rs. 2, annas 2 and pies 3 per proof gallon of cocoanut toddy arrack . 
Mr. Somasundaram Pillai took up the supply of jaggery arrack for all the taluks in 
the Kottayam Division and the Peermade taluk in the Devicolam Division , his supply 
rate being Re. 1 , annas 8 and pies 37 per proof gallon . The places of manufacture 
of arrack and the number of warehouses continued the sameas in 1091. There was 
no complaint against the contractors in regard to the quality of the arrack issued . 

4 . Consumption of arrack and the number of arrack shops in the excise area , 
The total number of arrack shops in the excise area was 719 against 737 in the 
previous year. 1 ,05 ,793 proof gallons of spirits consisting of 1,02,229 proof gallons 
of jaggery arrack and 3 ,564 proof gallons of cocoanut toddy arrack were consumed 
during the year, against 97 ,041 proof gallons in 1091, showing an increase of 9 per 
cent. The increase is attributed by the Excise Commissioner partly to the large fall 
in the import of foreign liquor during the year and partly to a generally more pros . 
perous season . The licit consumption per head of population was 1.5 dramsagainst 
1 .4 drams in 1091. Detailed information regarding the consumption of arrack , & c ., 
in the excise area is furnished in Statement A appended . 

5 . Rentals of the arrack vend in the excise area and the ercise duty .-- The total 
arrack vend rentals and the excise duty amounted to Rs. 3 ,16 ,805 and Rs. 3,43,307 
. against Rs. 3 ,43,765 and Rs. 3,14 ,412 respectively in 1091 . The decrense in the 
former is said to be due to the decrease in the rentals fetched in the auction sales, and 
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the increase in the latter is explained by the rise in consumption already noted . The 
total collection under vend and Anty amounted to Rs. 6 ,59,600 against Rs. 6 ,35 ,462 
in 1091, showing an increase of Rs. 24 , 138 . The rate of still-head duty on jaggery 
arrack remained the saine its in 1091, while that on coconut toddy arrack was 
raised by annas 10 , thus making it Bh . Rs. 5 . 

6 . Number of toddy shops in the excise area. The total number of toddy shops 
opened in the excise area was 1,550 or 6 less than the sanctioned number. Inde 
pendent shops working under the tree-tax rules numbered 889 or one less than in 
the previous year . In the taluk vend areas, there were 661 shops against 659 in 
1091. Statement B gives detailed particulars in regard to toddy shops in the ex .. 
cise area . 

7 . Tree-ta . . The rates of tree -tax remained the same as in 1091, viz ., Rs. 2, 
annas 4 per annum for each palmyra tree, Rs. 4 for each cocoanut tree and Rs. 6 
for each sago -palm . Licenses were issued during the year for tapping 18 ,616 
cocoanut trees, 12,041 palmyra trees and 7,875 sago palmsagainst 46,670 , 12, 126 
and 7 ,360 respectively in 1091. The manufacture of toddy from palmyra was con 
fined to the five taluks of the Padmanabhapuram Division , the taluk of Neyyattinkara 
in the Trivandrum Division and the taluk of Shencotta in the Quilon Division . The 
drawing of toddy from the sago palm was resorted to in the taluks of Quilon , Kottara 
kara , Pathanapuram , Kunnathur , Karunagapally ; Mavelikara , Changannur and 
Thiruvella in the Quilon Division , in the taluks of Changanacherry, Kottayam , 
Ettumaroor and Meenachil in the Kottayam Division and in the Peermade taluk in 
" the Devicolam Division . As regards the consumption of toddy in the excise area , 
the Excise Commissioner had been asked to furnish at least an approximite estimate 
of the quantity consumed . This has not been supplied , because the Excise Com 
missioner explains, " the figures received from the officers in charge of Circles are 
so unreliable and conflicting that they cannot be accepted even for approximate 
calculation . There being no instrument to check the adulteration of toddy with 
sweet toddy or water, the shop -keeper can , with impunity, cook up his own accounts " . 
The collection under tree-tax amounted to Rs. 1,36 ,741 against Rs. 1,30 ,484 
in 1091 . 

8. Sweet today. The sweet toddy rules were in force throughout the State 
except in the taluks of the Padmanabhapuram Division and the taluks of Ney 
yattinkara and Shencotta . The number of licenses issued during the year was so 
as in the previous one. 459 cocoanut trees, 2 palmyra trees and 170 sago palms 
were tapped for sweet toddy against 476 , 22 and 149 respectively in 1091 . 

9. The toddy vend rentals in the occise area . - The rentals for the vend of 
toddy in the excise aren amounted to Rs. 8,81,210 against Rs. 8 ,32,910 in 1091. 
The total collection from all sources in the excise area under the head of toddy, in 
cluding tree- tax, amounted to Rs. 10 ,17,613 against Rs. 9,25,043 in 1091, showing 
an increase of Rs. 92 ,570. 

10. The farming area . - The rental for the taluk of Devicolam in regard to 
arrack was the sameas in 1091, n ., Rs. 24 ,000 and the whole amount was collected 
during the year . Particulars regarding the number of shops & c., in this area are 
furnished in Statement Cappended . 

11 . Foreign liquor. - The total quantity of foreign liquor imported into the 
State was 19 ,755 gallons against 25 ,604 gallons in 1091, showing a decrease of 5 , 849 
gallons. 134 gallons were imported by sea through the port of Alleppey, 10 , 178 
gallons by backwater via Arukutty, 4,069 gallons by land mainly through the chow 
keys of Aramboly , Kumili, Bodi and Karinkulam andl 5 ,374 gallons by mail. The 
duty realised on the import by sea amounted to Bh . Rs. 420 -8 -4 against 
Bh . Rs. 3 ,327 -11- 8 in 1091. As usual, the duty on foreigu liquor is credited 
under " Customs " . During the year 180 permits for importing 1,505 gallons of 
foreign liquor consisting of spirits , wines and ale , beer and porter were issued 
to persons other than licensed vendors, for private consumption , against 360 permits 
and 1,375 gallons respectively in 1091. 43 licenses for wholesale vend and 23 for 
retail vend and 9 for the vend of medicated wines were issued during the year . 
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The total number of licenses issued was,thus 72 against 74 in 1091. The totai col 
lections under the head of Foreign liquor license fees amounted to Rs. 13 ,761 
against Rs. 14 ,857 in the previous year . The decrease of Rs. 1,096 is explained by 
the Excise Commissioner as due to the fact that a portion of the fees due for 1092 
was paid in 1091. 

12. Demand , Collection and balance.- The subjoined statement shows the 
abkari revenue demand of the year , arrenrs as well as current, the amount collected 
and written off and the balance at the end of the year.

B . - OPIUM AND GANJA. 
13 . System . The excise system of collecting the revenue under opium and 
ganja was continued during the year. The supply to the vend contractors was made 
by the Department, the opium and ganja required being purchased from the Madras 
Stores and issued from the Central Stores at Trivandrum . The articles were sold to 
the vend contractors at rates slightly higher than the prime cost. The rates had to 
vary from time to time according to the prices fixed by the Madras Government. 
The biennial contract relating to the sale of opium and gunja er.tered into in the 
previous year continued to operate during the year under report. 

14. Sales. - The quantity of opium and ganja issued to the vend contractors 
was 5, 032 seers and 4 ,893 seers against 4, 908 seers and 4 ,555 seers respectively in 
1091. The rates at which the articles were issued to the vend contractors remained 
the same as in 1091, vie., Bh . Rs. 42- 8 -0 per seer of opium and Bh . Rs. 18 -12 - 0 
per seer of ganja . The number of shops was the sameas in 1091, viz ., 241, which 
gave one shop for 31:57 sq. miles and 14,928 persons. The average retail price per 
tola of opium was Chs. 25 and cash 15 against Chs. 25 and cash 1 and that of ganja 
Chs. 12 against Chs. 11 and cash 14 in 1091. 

15. Consumption . The average consumption per head of population was 117 
tola of opium and 114 toln of ganja against . 111 and 106 tola respectively in 1091. 

16 . Refund of duty paid on ganja . - The Government of India having sanc 
tioned under certain conditions the refund to the Darkar, at the end of each Indian 
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Financial year, of three -fourths of the duty levied on the ganja purchased in that 
year from the Government store honise in the Madras Presidency , il sum of Bh . 
Rs. 31,312, annos 8 was received from the British Government on account of rebate of 
duty levied on ganja purchased by the Darbar, during the year ending 31st March 
1917 . 

17 . Rentals -- The rentals for the year amounted to Rs. 69,5410 Against 
Rs. 69,527 in 1091. 

18. Collections. The total revenue under this head amounted to Rs. 1,27,775 
against Rs. 1,36 ,787 in 1091, showing a decrease of Rs. 9 ,012. This is mainly due 
to the decline in the net guin and the miscellaneous items, the collections under which 
fell by Rs. 12,269. 

19. Incidence of taxation on abkari, opium and yanja . - The total receipts under 
abkari , opium and ganja amounted to Rs. 18 ,69,246 against Rs. 17 ,41, 892 in 1091. 
The incidence per head of population, of the gross revenue was Clas, 15 and cash 5 
against Chs. 14 and cash 3 in the previous year. . 

C . Tobacco 
20 . System . The tolacco required for consumption in the State is imported 
by merchants on their own account by land , sea or rail and bonded in the Sirkar 
Warehouses, where it is allowed to remain in the joint custody of theGovernment and 
themerchants. The merchams remove the tobacco from the warehouses after pay 
ing the import duty . The varieties that are being imported are, Tinnevelly , Jaffna 
and Coimbatore. The system of the sale of tobacco under licenses was in force in 
the taluks of Thovala and Agasteeswaram in the Padmanabhapuram Division , in the 
taluks of Shencotta and Ambalapuzha in the Quilon Division and in all the taluks of 
the Kottayam and Devicolam Divisions. 


bankshalls, in the Arukutty and Aramboly chowkeys, in the Railway chowkeys at 
Shencotta , Quilon and Alwaye, in all the chowkeys of the Shencotta taluk and in 
seven chowkeys on the High Range. Duty on manufactured tobacco is levied in all 
the customs houses of the State and credited to the customs revenue . 

22. Bankshalls .- - Six bankshalls were maintained for warehousing tobacco at 
the following places, viz., Kottar, Trivandrum , Quilon , Alleppey , Muvattupuzha and 
Alwaye. There was no bonding or issue of tobacco in the Trivandrum lankshall . 

23 . Sales.-- The total sales of tobacco rose from 14,6 -16 candies in 1091 to 
15,136 candies in 1092, showing an increase of 490 candies. 2 ,595 candies were also 


24. Collections. — The total collections amounted to Rs. 16 ,49,552 against 
Rs. 15 ,12,709 in 1091. 

25 . Consumption . The average consumption of tobacco per head of popula 
tion was 4 .7 lbs. against 4 .2 in the previous year.

There was an increase of Rs. 2,64,496 in the collections under this head when 
compared with the previous year. The expenditure also rose from Rs. 2,98, 532 to 
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Rs. 3 ,18, 285. The net revenue was Rs. 32,00, 812 against Rs. 29,55,719 in 1091, or 
an increase of Rs. 2 ,45 ,093. 
27. Rules. --No changes were made in the Tobacco Rules during the year. 

II . SALT. 
28. System . The supply of salt required for consumption in the State is 
obtainel partly from the Sirkar factories (alloms) in Sonth Travancore and partly 
by import from Bombay and Tinnevelly . The manufacture of salt in the factories 
is done by licensees. In the case of the old factories , the licensees are paid the 
price of the stilt manufactured by them at 7 Chs. per maund on the Rivivarom 
share of the salt, which is 40 per cent of the total quantity manufactured . 
The remaining 60 per cent of the salt is taken by the Government as their 
Melvarom without any payment. During the year, the Kudivarom rate was 
raised to 111 chackrams per maund, the enhanced rate being applicable to all salt 
manufactured from and after the Thye pani. In the new factories, the licensees are 
paid at rates varying from annas 2, pies 6 to annas 3 , pies 6 per maund on all the salt 
manufactured by them . Per contru, the licensees themselves construct and maintain 
the necessary works in the new factories , whereas the Government do that in the old 
factories. As in the previous year, the Munambon Port Salt Depot alone continued 
to be under the supply and sale system , under which the contractor imported the 
requisite quantity of salt from Bombay and sold it directly to the public, on payment 
of the duty and the go-down charges due to the Government. In the High Range, 
the consumers were permitted to import the salt required by them direct from the 
adjoining British territory on payment of the prescribed duty at the chowkeys. 

During the year, no Tuticorin salt was imported on behalf of Governinent. 
The special contractor imported through the Quilon chowkey and removed , on paly 
ment of duty , 99, 292 maunds of Tuticorin salt. Direct sale by Government was 
confined to the balance of the previous year s stock .

Including 9,814 maunds of salt imported on payment of duty at the chowkeys 
in the High Range , the total quantity of salt of all kinds consumed in the year was 
10 ,43,548 mounds against 10 ,09,268 maunds in 1091. The consumption increased 
by 34 ,280 maunds, being mostly in hoine salt . The average , consumption per head 
of population was 24 3 ils against 24 2 in 1091. 

30 . Manufacture. - The area actually worked as pans was 301 acres against 302 
in 1091. The total out-turn was 5 ,93 ,543 maunds and the average yield per acre 
1,975 maunds against 4 ,76 ,903 maunds and 1 ,579 maunds respectively in 1091. - 
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The Excise Commissioner says that during the last decade, considerable ad . 
vance was made in salt culture in South Travancore, the acreage of the salt factories, 
having almost doubled . In 1083, it was 612.48 acres and in 1092, 105433 acres. 
The total out-turn in all the factories has more than doubled . 

31. Factories, Port Depots and Bankshalls. There were 5 depots and 3 bank 
shalls at the end of 1091. The temporary staff sanctioned for the Railway Salt 
Depot, Quilon, was disbanded with effect from 1st Chingom 1092. In the factories, 
the sale rose by 61,308 maunds since 1091 while the sale from banksballs and depots 
fell by 85,365 maunds . The supply and sale system was in force only in Munambom , 
where the sale has shown an increase of 5 , 227 maunds. 

32. Selling price of salt. - The sale price of the different kinds of salt in the 
several Government institutions continued to be the same as in the previous year . 

33. Fish curing yard. The experimental fish curing yard at Muttom was made 


curers during the year against 15 in 1091. The number of operations carried on in 
the year was 1,036 against 196 in the previous year . The total weight of large fish 
cured in the year was 4,370 muunds against 1,192 maunds in 1091. The weight of 
the small fish cured was 1,871 muunds against 176 maunds in 1091. 1,752 maunds 
of salt were issued for curing purposes as against 361 maunds in 1091. . 

34. Receipts and expenditure. The receipts amounted to Rs. 15 , 79,553 against 
Rs. 13, 90 ,251 in 1091, the increase being Rs. 1,89, 302 due to the enhancement of 
duty which took full effect during the year and to the increased sales. The expendi 
ture was Rs . 1,52, 779 against Rs. 1,01,080 in 1091. The net revenue was thus 
Rs. 14 ,26 ,774 against Rs. 12 ,89,171 in 1091. 

III. CUSTOMS. 
35 . System . - Under the Interportal Trade Convention entered into with the 
British Government in 1065, Travancore does not levy any duty on the goods im 
ported by it which are the produce or manufacture of British India or of the Cochin 
State nor on other goods which have already paid the import duty in Cochin or in 
British India . But Travancore levies duty on the articles imported by sea direct from 
Europe or from other foreign countries . The average amount of customs collected 
at the time of the Interportal Convention was Bh . Rs. 53, 218 and the British Gov . 
ernment has guaranteed this amount up to Bh . Rs. 40, 000 that is to say , when the 
Travancore sen customs collections on the imports from foreign countries excluding 
goods imported by sea for the Darbar s own use ) or less than Bh. Rs. 13,218, the 
British Government pays to Travancore Bh . Rs. 40 ,000 ; but if, in any year, the col." 
lections exceed Rs: 13,218 , the British Government deduct the excess amount from 
the sum of Rs. 40, 000 and pays the balance only to Travancore. For purposes of 
calculating the amount of compensation , the official year ending the 31st March is 
taken into account, the compensation being credited in the accounts of the Malayalam 
year in which it is actually received by the Darbar. Tobacco , salt, opium and spirits 
are excluded from the convention . The values and rates of duty adopted by Tra 
vancore in regard to imports from foreign countries have to follow the British Indian 
tariff . 

In regard to exports, the duty that the Darbar can levy cannot exceed 5 per 


should not exceed 10 per cent. The Darbar generally follows the British Indian tariff 
valuation, but it recognises no restriction , such as that the export duty can be levied 
only on the articles that are so dutiable in British India . In all, export duty is now 
levied on 16 articles of which the most important are copra , coir, cocoanut oil and 
cocoanuts, tea, pepper , dry ginger , jaggery , salt-fish , arecanut and tamarind, the 
first four being the produce of the cocoanut tree. The revenue is collected at the 
land and sen customs houses. The most important of these are at Alleppey, Quilon, 
Aramboly , Arukutty , Velluthully and also on the Railway lines . There are also 
preventive stations where the articles that are passed are scrutinised to see if they 
are covered by certificates, otherwise called Rardanas. In case of evasion , the articles 
seized are taken to the customs houses. 
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36. Customs houres. The number of chowkeys ( customs houses ) during the 
year was 59 against 58 in the previous year, a new Railway chowkey having been 
opened at Karukutty on the Cochin -Shorannur Line.

Of the total duty levied, that on exports amounted to 95 .0 per cent and that 
on imports to 5 -0 per cent. As usual, the bulk of the import duty was realised from 
the several preparations of tobacco viz., English tobacco, snufe, cigars, beedies, 
cigarettes, and gudak . The total import duty from these articles amounted to 
Rs. 69 ,985 against Rs. 62,386 in the previous year. The compensation due to the 
Darbar from the British Government under the Interportal Trade Convention, for 
the official year ending with the 31st March 1917, amounting to Rs. 40,714 was 
received in the year and credited in the accounts. Deducting the cost of collection 
vis., Rs. 58 ,140, the net customs revenue was Rs. 14 ,61,182 against Rs. 13 ,00 ,602 
showing an increase of Rs. 1,60,580 the increase being mainly in the duty on tea . 

38 . Regulations and Rules . - ( a ) The Government of India exempted tea 
sent from Travancore by land to foreign countries from export duty leviable in 
British India , provided such duty had been already paid in Travancore and a 
certificate to that effect is produced at the British Indian port of export. This 
arrangement came into force from the 10th November 1916 , corresponding to the 
25th Thulam 1092. 

(6) Export duty on jute was cancelled as regards exports by land into British 
India . 

(c ) Ten exported for consumption in British India was exempted from daty 
on production of a declaration to that effect by the consignor, with effect from the 
10th Kumbhon : 1092 . 

( d ) The tentative period of five years fixed for the abolition of the export 
duty on timber, fire-wood and charcoal having expired , its continuance was sanc 
tioned for another year from 1st Kumbhom 1092 in the case of timber and from 1st 
Meenom 1092 in the case of fire -wood and charcoal. 

(e) Production of declarations by consignors and consignees in respect of tea 
exported for consumption in British India up to a limit of 5 lbs. was dispensed with . 

IV . TRADE. 
39. Value. - The total volume of the external trade was Bh. Rs. 7,47,53,462 
against Bh . Rs. 7, 27,78 ,754 in 1091. The value of the exports was Rs. 4 ,73,49 ,457 
or 63.3 per cent and that of the imports Rs. 2 ,74, 04,005 or 36 .7 per cent of the 
total value of the trade, the percentages in 1091 being 59.4 and 40-6 respectively. 

40 . Routes . - 9 per cent of the external trade was by sca , 52 per cent by 
backwater , 39 per cent by land, as against 9, 53, and 38 respectively in 1091.

V . GENERAL 
43. Breach of law . - 1, 801 cases affecting 2,121 persons were reported during 
the year against 1,819 cases and 2 , 185 persons in 1091. 1,586 cases were charged 
before the Magistracy , 238 were either referred for orders or struck off the register 
and 60 were pending investigation at the end of the year . 1,598 cases were on the 
whole tried by the Magistracy during 1092. Of these, 1, 508 cases ended in convict 
ion , so in acquittal and 10 were pending trial at the end of the year. The percentage 
of convictions and acquittals were 94-96 and 5 :04 respectively, against 94: 14 and 
5.86 in 1091. 

44. Detective work under the Tobacco Law . The Excise Commissioner reports 
that offences under the Tobacco Law largely occur in the Alwaye, Arukutty and 
Piravom Circles, in the Shencottah taluk of the Quilon Circle , in the frontier villages 
of the Nagercoil Circle and in the Devicolam Circle . Organised smuggling on a large 
scale has ceased to exist now in the northern taluks on the Cochin frontier with the 
creation of an additional preventive staff in 1085. The quantity of smuggled tobacco 
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seized gradually decreased from that date and the revenue rose steadily from 
Rs. 12,85 ,000 in 1085 to Rs. 16 ,49,000 in 1092. As the present- day smuggling 
activities are restricted to comparatively small quantities of tobacco, it is impossible 
to expect that the proportion between the number of cases detected and the quantity 
of contratand tobacco seized will also continue as formerly . As long as the tobacco 
monopoly and its accompaniment of tobacco smuggling exist, fluctuations in the 
quantity of tobacco seized will also continue. The large increase in the consumption 
of duty - paid tobacco is the surest indication of the substantial decline in the contra 
band trade. The Excise Commissioner has drawn prominent attention to the 
inadequacy of the punishments awarded by the Magistrates in Excise cases. Govern 
ment regret to note that the Magistrates do not recognise the importance of deter 
rant punishments in the interests of departmental revenue. The effect of nominal 
punishments encourages offenders in infringing the law and also renders futile the 
endeavour of the department to put down illicit practices . 

45 . Punishments. The punishments imposed on the officers of the Department 
were 432 fines, 9 degradations, 143 suspensions, 17 dismissals and 16 forfeitures of 
appointments against 560 , 28 , 168, 13 and 16 respectively in 1091. There were 
also 9 resignations during the year and 2 transfers to other departments against 16 
and 5 respectively in 1091. 

46 . Departmentul appeals.- 26 appeals were preferred during the year all of 
which were disposed of. The decisions of the subordinate officers were confirmed 
in 17 cases modified in 7 cases and set aside in 2 cases . 

47. Tour. -- The number of days on which the Excise Commissioner was on 
tour , was 114 against ! 18 in 1091 .

Proceedings of the Government of His Highness the Mala Raja of Travancore. 

Read : 

The Report on the Administration of the Police Department for the year 1092 m . L . 
forwarded by the Commissioner of Police, with his letter R . O . C . No. 864 /Genl.. of 17 , 
dated the 24th November 1917. 

ORDER THELEON No. J . 10787 DATEN , TRIVANDRUM , 20TH DECEMBER 1917 . 

Mr. Cunningham continued to be in charge of the Department throughout 
the year . 

2. The Circles in the Padmanabhapuram and Trivandrum Districts were ten 
tatively abolished from the 1st Chingom 1092 , and the two Districts , which had been 
temporarily amalgamated in 1091, were , in consequence of the abolition of the Circle 
system , separated and placed under the charge of two District officers. With a 
view to the more effective control of motor buses and motor bus traffic, an Inspector 
of Motor Buses was newly appointed during the year. 

3 . The sanctioned strength of the Force was 1, 908, against 1,886 in 1091. 
The actual strength at the close of the year stood at 1,872. 

4 . During the year under review , 14 Policemen died and 38 were dismissed . 
Of the latter , one was the Reserve and Stores Inspector Mr. Brenchley and the other 
a Sub - Iuspector, whose services were dispensed with for serious irregularities . 
94 Policemen were prosecuted , of whom only one was convicted . 11 were pend 
ing trial at the close of the year. The remaining 82 persons were discharged . 
There was an increase of 12 in the number of Policemen prosecuted as compared 
with 1091. The percentage of conviction was only 1. 2 against 8 during the 
year previous. The number prosecuted by private parties wus S4, of whom only 
one was convicted . Of the men discharged , 2 Sub - Inspectors of Police alone were 
granted compensation by the Courts. Government are surprised that the Courts 
have not as yet assumeil an attitude that should effectively « iscourage vexatious 
prosecutions of Policemen . When complaints in such cases are presented the 
complainants should be examined in an elaborate and searching manner, so that 
every complaint prima facie frivolous may be thrown out at the very out-sct, 
under Section 181 of the Code of Criminal Procedure. Government also feel that 
the Courts may more largely avail themselves of the power to award compensation . 
Vexatious trials, besides harassing the officers concerned , interfere with the work 
of the Department and waste the time of the Courts . Government trust that the 
Magistracy would earnestly endeavour to minimise annoyance of the kind as far as 
practicable. Mr. Cunningham considers that an amendment of the law is necessary 
to afford the requisite protection to l olicemen . The necessary provision has already 
been incorporated in the Police Regulation Amendment Bill now before the Legislat 
ive Council. The total number of departmentalpunishments was 8 . 7 , against 790 
in 1091. Punishment by fine and suspension was resorted to by the District 
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Superintendents of Police so frequently in 1091 that Mr. Cunningham had to interfere, 
sured as the result, there was a considerable reduction in the number of such 
punishments in 1092 , which however is set off by an increase in the number of 
halack marks, the latter , in Mr. Cunningham s opinion , being more suitable for trivial 
misdemeanours. Government agree in this view . 

5 . 2 ,721 cognizable cases were taken up by the Police direct during 
the year . 221 cases were perding at the beginning of the year and 541 cases 
were referred to the Police by the Magistracy . Thus the total number of 
cognisable cases for disposal was 3, 483, out of which 1,027 were referred as false, 277 
transferred to the undetected list, 1,940 were charged , and 35 left un -investigated 
under Section 139 of the Criminal Procedure Code, leaving a balance of 204 cases at 


ciable decrease in the number of undetected cases in 1092, being only 277, as against 
411 in 1091 and 502 in 1090 . Of the 541 cases referred to the Police by the Magis 
tracy , 397 were returned as false, and 353 of these latter were struck off by the 
Magistracy . The Commissioner considers that the fact of the large percentage of 
such cases being found false indicates lack of sufficient care on the part of the Magie . 
trates in endorsing cases to the Police for investigation , and that many false cases so 
endorsed might have been dismissed by the Magistrates on the examination of the 
crianplainants. Of the 2,942 cases (including the 221 cases pending at the end of 
1091) reported direct to the Police, 630 cases were referred as false by the Police and 
358 were ordered to be struck off . The number of non -cognizable cases dealt with 
was 222 against 146 in 1091. 

6 . The percentage of conviction in respect of persons was 59 and that of pro 
perty recovered was 51 against 53 and 48, respectively, in the year previous. 

7. The pendency of a case charged by the Police before the Magistracy averaged 
32 days against 36 in 1091. The average pendency of a referred charge sheet and 
that of an undetected report were 34 and 37 days, respectively , against 40 and 39 
days in 1091. It is reported that the Magistrates of the Chengannur Circle took on 
an average 63 days to dispose of each case charged . The Commissioner is requested 
to submit a separate report on the subject, giving particulars of the cases and the 
Courts concerned . 

· S . The average duration of investigation in cases charged and in those referred 
was 16 and 14 days, respectively , against 14 and 19 days, in 1091. The average 
duration of the detention of prisoners in cases charged and in those referred was 3 and 
2 days, respectively .

He also explains the increase under robbery as due to 
the fact that a large number of such cases were, in the past being registered under 
the theft Section combined with one or other of the hurt Sections, which practice 
has been discouraged by him . 

10 . Three cases of false coining were reported, against 2 in the year previous. 
All the cascs ended in conviction , one case being under trial at the close of the year, so 
far as one of the accused is concerned . Of the three cases , the first, Crime No . 1 of 1092 
of the Aramboly Station , was charged before the 2nd Class Magistrate, Thovala , but 
was subsequently translerred to the file of the Sul-Magistrate, Tinnevelly . In that 
case, the accused who was found to have counterfeited British Indian Rupees of 
1906 and 1916 , was convicted and sentenced to 5 years rigorous imprisonment by

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the Tinnevelly Sessions Court. The second case was Crime No. 22 of 1092 of the 
Quilon Town Station , in which four persons were charged with the offence of 
counterfeiting false coins. One of them was discharged by the Committig 
Magistrate for want of sufficient evidence, and two others were convicted by 
the Sessions Court and sentenced severally to three years and ciyhteen months 
rigorous imprisonment, in addition to fine. The charge against the fourth accused 
who was evading arrest, was pending trial when the year closed . In the third case , 
Crime No. 20 of 92 of the Changanacherry Station , 5 persons were charged with the 
offence of counterfeiting British Rupees and circulating thien as genuine. All of 
them were committed to the Sessions. Two of the accu -od were convicted and 
sentenced to undergo three years rigorous imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
Rs. 300 each . The remaining three accused were acquitted . 

11. 709 cases of violent and unnatural deaths were reported during the years 
against 717 cases in 1091. Of these 709 cases, there were 571 cases of nocidental 
death and 124 cases of suicide. Of the latter , 98 were males and 28 females. "The 
number of deaths from murder was 46 against 42 in 1091 . The number of acciden 
tal fires was 31, against 59 in 1091 , and the value of property destroyed thereby was 
Rs. 10,381. No life was lost. 

12. 1,24,825 processes were executed by the Police during the year, against 
1 ,22,339 in 1091. 

13 . The Prosecuting Inspectors conducted 248 original cases, and 230 appeals. 
139 of the former and 144 of the latter ended in conviction . 43 original cases and 3 
appeals were pending at the close of the year . 

14 . There were 6 cases of escape of prisoners during the year , 3 from personal 
Police custody and 3 from lock -ups . All the prisoners concerned were re -captured . 
The prisoner who escaped from Devicolam in 1090 was also re -captured during 
1092. 

15. Rewards to the extent of Rs. 5694 were given to the members of the 
Police Force for meritorious work, against Rs. 417 in 1091. A reward of Rs. 5 was 
also granted to a peon of the Excise Department for arresting an accused person. 

16 . The Commissioner was on circuit for 152 days. All the Statious and Out 
posts were inspected by the District Superintendents and the Coinmissioner. The 
District Superintendents were on circuit for 151 days on an average, against 169 days 
in 1091. It is noted that the circuitwork of Mr. R . Vaidyalinyom Pillai while in 
Trivandrum and of Mr. R . K . Krishna Pillai. was inadequate . The inspection work 
of the Circle Inspectors generally was satisfactory . The Inspector of Motor Buses 
was in camp for 109 days and his frequent and surprise inspection of buses helped a 
great deal, it is said , in preventing accidents. All the passenger buses and garages 
were inspected frequently during the year . Government are glad to note that the 
Commissioner personally examined and tested all bus drivers in the State and remov 
ed from pessenger service such of them as were found unfit for the work . 

17. The number of finger impressions taken and classified fell from 1, 236 in 
1091 to 988 in 1092 103 slips were sent to other bureats, and in respect of ten of 
them , the previous convictions of the individuals concerned were traced . 

18 . The Police drew up 2146 mahazars against 2,404 in 1091. 

19 . The Commissioner has reported that the attendance of the District super 
intendents of Police at the Sessions wasunsatisfactory . The District Superintendent, 
Trivandrum , did not attend a single Sessions during the year, and the Commissioner 
has brought to notice the neglect shown in this respect by Messrs. R . Vnidyalingom 
Pillaiand R . K . Krishna Pillai. Government hope that these two officers will devote 
adequate attention to the inatter during the current year.

There was an increase of Rs. 46 under " wet lands " and of Rs. 2,950 under 
" garden and dry lands " , while there was a decrease of Rs. 6 ,415 under " Mis 
cellaneous" . The increase under " wet lands " and " garden and dry lands " was 
the net result of an increase of revenue on account of extension of cultivation and 
Karampathippu ( enhancement of the assessment on alienated jenmom Jands) and a 
decrease consequent on the acquisition of assessed lands for railway and other public 
purposes and the transfer of the thanathuchitra lands and trees in the possession of 
other departments and the revenue accruing therefrom to the respective departments, 
as stated in paragraph 2 of the Review for 1091. The decrease under " Miscel 
laneous " was mainly due to the change of system , introduced during the year, in 
regard to the crediting in the accounts of the thararilor sale price of Government 
landsbrought under registry . When the amounts of thar trila is large, it is allowed 
to be paid in instalments as a measure of relief to the registry.hollers. But the 
whole amount tsel to be included in the demand of the year in which registry was 
sanctioned , though it was due only in subsequent years. As this arrangement was 
found to complicate the accounts , it was done away with , and Government ordered 
that only those portions of the tharavila that were actually due l or collection in 
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Rs. 86 .415 under " Miscellaneons, " asyn of Rs. 76 ,086 represents the thararla 
recoverable in instalments in future years . The real fall was Rs. 10,329 only , 
cine solely to less revenue realised by the sale of Government lands during the 
year. 

There was a fall under seasonal remissions during the year while the non 
seasonal remissions, showed an increase. In the result, the net slemand fell by 
Rs. 83,394 . 

3 . Demand , Collection and Balance. - The subjoined statement shows the 
demand of the year , arrears and current, theamounts collected and written off and the 
balance at the close of the year :

The collections on account of the current demand amounted to nearly 99 per 
cent in 1092 ns in the previous year . All the Divisions contributed to this result. 
The collection of arreurs was not so satisfactory , being only 53 per cent. The lowest 
percentage was in the Devicolam Division , namely 25 . This is attributed by the 
Assistant Commissioner in charge to the unfavourable condition of trade and conse 
quent scarcity ofmoney caused by the European War. This is not a fentare peculiar 
to the Devicolam Division . The Commissioner is requested to direct his Tahsildars 
to take sustained and vigorous action towards the clearance of the old arrears. 

The total balance at the close of 1092 fell by Rs. 1,20 , 489. This was the 
result of the change of system with regard to tharavila brought into force during the 
year, asmentioned in the preceding paragraph . Out of the pending balance, a sum 
of Rs. 9 ,073 could not be realised , as the proceedings had been suspended under in 
junction from civil courts, & c. Another sum of Rs. 1, 952 had been recommended 
to Government to be written off ; but as there was no time to communicate their 
orders before the close of 1092 , the amount had to be shown as outstanding in the 
accounts. A sum of Rs. 10 , 550 represents the arrears on certain thanathuchitta lands 
in the Devicolam Division . No adequate progress appears to have been made in the 
disposal of these lands, though the personal attention of the Commissioner was in 
vited to the matter in paragraph 3 of the Review for 1091. Government trust that 
the disposal of the lands will be expedited and the arrears recovered before the close

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Compared with the previous year, the volume of coercive action taken during 
1092, under Regulation I of 1068 , shows an increase under all the heads. This is 
said to be due to the prevailing scarcity of money . The total value of movable 
and immovable properties sold during the year was however less than 4 per cent of 
the total collection for the year.

The applications for cardamom lands were exclusively in the Devicolam 
Division. As compared with the previous year, there was a decline in the disposal 
of these applications, the percentage of disposal being 52.90 against 57.52 in 1091. 
No explanation has been offered for this fall in the ontturn. Of the 643 applications 
remaining undisposed of at the close of 1092, 113 were pending survey by the Taluk 
Surveyors, 163 were in the Survey Office for plotting and the rest were in various 
stages of enquiry . The Commissioner is requested to see that the disposal of these 
applications is vigorously pushed on . The number of applications pending in the 
Survey Office for the preparation of plotted records fell from 406 to 163 in the year 
under review . The Survey Superintendent should arrange for the records being 
returned expeditiously . The disposal of puduval cases was better , the percentage of 
disposal being 73:63 against 72.31 in the year previous. Taking the Divisions 
individually , the largest percentage was in the Trivandrum Division (86 ). The 
Kottayaın , Quilon , Padmanabhapuram and Devicolam Divisions come next in order , 
with percentages of 86. 90 , 62.60, 56 - 22 and 28 , respectively . The disposal in the 
two last named Divisions can by no means be considered adequate, especially in view 
of the circumstance that they had the fewestnumber of cases for disposal. Govern 
ment invite the serious attention of the Padmanabhapuram . Peishkar and the Com 
missioner, Devicolam , to the matter and insist on the cases pending in their respective 
Divisions being disposed of before the close of the current year. Out of the 7 ,812 
cases pending disposal at the close of the year, as many as 5 ,174 cases were in the 
Quilon Division . Now that special establishments have been sanctioned for most 
of the taluks where the puduvalwork is very heavy, Government trust that the Peish 
kur will be able to show substantial progress during the current year. There was 
an appreciable fall in the disposal of Karampathippu cases . Out of 556 cases 
for disposal during the year only 363 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 193 
cases at the close of the year. Of these, 133 belong to the Kottayam Division 
which had the largest number of cases for disposal and 47 to the Quilon Division . 

The disposal of these cases should be expedited as they are a source of revenue to 
Government. The percentage of disposal of escheat cases rose from 40 .00 to 62.79 
during the year under review . The disposal of cases under the Land Conservancy 
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Regulation showed a marked iinprovement, the percentage of disposal having risen 
from 69 21 in 1091 to $ 8 .00 during the year under review . This was evidently the 
result of the new Land Conservancy Regulation which came into force carly in the 
yenr and imder which all the Talisildars were empowered to deal with encroach 
ment cises and the Division Peishkar s were invested with appellate jurisdiction 
over then . The largest number of encroachment cases detected and brought to 
file was in the Kottayam Division , namely 2278 . The percentage of lisposal 
was also very good being 8G :32. The number of cases in the Quilon Division 
was 1,269, of which 77.38 per cent was clixposcil of. The number of encroach ? 
ment cases for disposal in the Padmanabhapuram , Trivandrum and Devicolam Divi 
sions was very small, being + 7-4, 297 and 90 respectively . This points to laxity in 
the detection of encronchinents on Government lands and the enforcemeut of the 
provisions of the Regulation in these Divisions. The matter should receive the 
earnest attention of the Peishkars and the Commissioner , Devicolam , and omission 
on the part of subordinate officials to detect cases of unauthorised encroachment or 
to deal with them promptly iwder the Regulation should be duly noticed . Out of 
766 cases under the Land Acquisition Regulation for lixposal during the year , 699 
cases were disposed of, the percentage of disposal being 91.25 as against 89 .83 in 
1091. The amount of compensation pending disbursement at the close of the year in 
all the Divisions together , except Devicolam , was 96 ,550 . There was no compensation 
to be paid in the latter Division . Prompt steps should be taken by the other Peishkars 
for the payment of the compensation peading disbursement in their respective Divi. 
sions. The percentage of disposal of transfer of registry cases was 80 .23 as against 
78 .04 in 1091. Out of the 12,021 cases pending disposal at the close of the year, 
4 ,765 were in the Quilon Division, 4,035 in the Kottayam Division and 1,822 in the 
Padmanabhapuram Division . The Peishkars concerned are requested to see that 

these cases are disposed of without delay . In the Review for 1091, Government had 
. observed that the work of the Tahsillars in connection with the disposal of transfer 

of registry cases should receive careful scrutiny at the lands of the Peisukars and the 
Commissioner, Devicolam . Whether any such scrutiny was exercised and, if so , 
with what result, has not been specifically stated in their Reports for the year under 
review . They should see that quality is not sacrificed to quantity and that any 
tendency on the part of the Tahsildars to strike transfer of registry cases of the file 
on flimsy grounds is effectively checked . 

6 . Appeals. The number of revenue appeals for disposal by the Division 
Peishkars and the Commissioner, Devicolam , rose from 281 in 1091 to 631 during 
the year under review . The increase was mostly under the Land Conservancy . Re 
gulation on account of the Appellate powers conferred on the Peishkar s during the 
year . Of the total number of cases for disposal, 139 cases were disposed of leaving 
a balance of 192 at the close of the year. The number of appeals for ( isposal by the 
Dewan during the year was 257 , of which 208 were disposed of. The decisions of 
the Peishkars were confirmed in 181 anses, modified in 18, and reversed in 9 cases. 
The remaining 49 cases were not ripe for disposal before the close of the year. 

7. Applications for Agricultural loans. Inclucling the previous year s balance, 
there were 14 applications for loans under the Agricultural Loans Regulation , IV of 
1066, as amended by Regulation Ill of 1085 , for disposal during the yur. Of 
these, 9 were disposed of during the year. Of the remaining 5 applications, oue was 
pending in the Trivandrum Division and 4 in the Quilon Division. The Peishkars 
concerned will see to the prompt disposal of these pending applications. 

8 . Tours of Peishkars and Tahsildars . The average number of days spent in 
camp by the Dewan Peishakars and the Commissioner, Devicolam , during the year 
Was 193 gainst 186 in 1091. They inspecteil all the Taluk Offices within their 
jurisdiction and also most of the Pakuthi Citeberries and other institutionis under 
them . They also examine the Registers and Accounts maintained in the Taluk and 
Village Ofices, as per the Land Revenue Manual, and arranged for the rectification 
of the lefects noticed by t em . In G . O . No. 1901/ L , R ., (lated the 23rd February 
1916 , Governmetit hul bail clown certain points which should receive the attention of 
the Peishaurs and the Cuinmissioner , Devicolam , duriny their inspection tours. In 
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paragraph 8 of the Review for 1091, Goverument pointed out the necessity for 
carefully adhering to the instructions contained in the G . O . and asked for full 
details of their circuit and inspection work being furnished in their annual reports. 
Bui no details have been given in the reports under review , except the usual state 
ments showing number of days spent in camp and of the institutions visited during 
the year. The Senior Dewan Peishkar , Trivandrum , says that, during his tours, 


and take such action as may be found necessary and possible in pursuance of the 
G . 0 . The other Peishkars or the Commissioner , Devicolam , do not even refer 
to the G . O .; nor is there anything in their monthly circuit diaries to show that the 
points mentioned in it are kept in view . This is very much to be regretted . Govern . 
ment insist on their orders being carried out. The average number of days the 
Tahsildars moved in campwas 47 per quarter, against 46 in the year previous. 

9. Boundary settlement.-- Disputes having risen as regards the boundaries of 
the Peruvanthanom and Kallupara pakuthiesas surveyed by the Survey Department, 
Mr N . Rajaraina Row , Division Assistant, Quilon , was appointed Dewan Peishkar 

or Special Settlement Officer to enquire intc and adjudicate upon the disputes under 
the Boundary Regulation . He entered upon his work on 1st Vrischigom of the year . 
The dispute regarding the Peruvanthanom Boundary was decided in favour of Gov 
ernment, towards the close of the year. The enquiry in connection with the Kallu 
para Boundary was nearing completion when the year closed . 

10 . Miscellaneous. During the year, satisfactory progress was made in all the 
Divisions in introducing the registers and accounts prescribed by the Land Revenue 
Manual. Among the important measures connected with the land revenue adminis 
tration adopted during the year may be mentioned the following : 

( 1 ) The rules regarding the grant of cardamom lands were so modified as 
to enable the ryots to pay the tharavila on such lands in 9 instalments instead 
of 6. 


(2 ) Arrangement was made for the tax on cardamoin lands being recovered 
in 4 instalments in the year as in the case of other lands in the State. 

( 3 ) With a view to develop traffic on the western outlet rond , about 3, 500 
acres of land on either side of it were ordered to be dis-afforested and thrown open 
for cultivation. 

(4 ) Similarly , about 3,000 acres of marshy and low -lying lands unfit for 
the growth of timber were disafforested from reserves and made available for paddy 
cultivation . 

(5 ) A scheme was introduced affording greater facilities to the depressed 
classes in obtaining Government lands for occupation and cultivation subject to certain 
concessional rates. 

(6 ) The Rules regarding the grant of lands for coffee or tea cultivation 
were further amended and the grantees were required to take care of the Royal trees 
on the kinds, until they are removed or otherwise disposed of by the Government. 

11. Maintenance of land records. 

Stall. The temporary staff of Assistant Surveyors in the Padmanabhapuram 
and Quilon Divisions was continued during 1092. The work in these Divisions and 
in the Kottayam Division was supervised by the Sub - Assistants attached to them , as 
in the previous year. 

Progress. In the Padmanabhapuram Division , the special staff sanctioned for 
the survey of village sites was continued throughout the year . The number of hold 
ings and blocks traverse surveyed during the year was 3,336 and 33 against 853 and 
15 , respectively, in the previous year. The area involved was 373 and 150 acres 
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respectively . The Government would like to know the total extent of village sites 
surveyed till now and the average cost per square mile. In the other Divisions, the 
work was confinel as in 1091 to the inspection of porambokes and detection of en 
croachments as well as the demarcation , survey and plotting of current sub - divisions, 
under the revised Land Records Maintenance Rules. The number of encroachments 
detected in the Parlmanabhapuram , Quilon and Kottayam Divisions in the course of 
lands records maintenance work was 250 , 2,476 and 7, 276 respectively during the 
year . A comparison of these figures with those relating to the encroachment cases 
for disposalmentioned in paragraph 5 above leads to the inference that there is con 
siderable dilatoriness in taking such cases on the file . This should , under no circum 
stances, be tolerated . No information has been furnished as to the number of en 
croachunents detected in the Trivandrum Division . The omission should be supplied 
in future reports. The preparation of the records preliminary to regular mainten 
ance was continuerl and made fair progress in the Devicolam , kottayam and Quilon 
Divisions. No statistics have been given in regard to the outuu under this head in 
the other Divisions. The subjoinedl statement shows the progress made in the de 
marcation survey and plotting of sub - livisions.

The Central Survey School was shifted from 
Nedumangad to Trivandrum from the 12th Vrischigam 1092, after the close of the 
re-survey operations in that taluk. 173 candidates were trained during the year of 
wbom 102 passed in the Final I xamination. 

13. Training in Survey of Revenue Officers. Almost all the permanent Tah 
sildars have been trained in chain and theodolite survey with the exception of Ar. 
Govinda Menon , Tabsildar of Peermade . Mr. Sankunni Pillai, Tahsildar of Ambala 
puzha has also to undergo training in theodolite survey , while sample records have 
to be furnished by Mess s, K . Sriniv:18:1 1/ , C, K , Krishnit Pilla tul C. N . Sree 
renganatha Sastri. The submission of sample records by these latter and the train 
ing of Messrs . Sankuni Pilliund Govinda Menon should be arranged for without 
delay.

Proceedings of the Government of His Highness the Maha Raja of Travancore. 
Read : 

The Administration Report of the Town Improvement Committer, Kottayam , for the 
year 1092 M . E ., forwarded by the President. 

ORDER THEREON No . G . 9991 DATED, TRIVANDRUM, 19TH DECEMBER 1917. 

Constitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Kottayam was formed in Chingom 
1070 . At thy beginning of the year under review , the Committee consisted of 3 official and 6 
non- official members , besides the President. During the year , the number of non -oflicialmem 
bers on the Comunittee was increased from 6 to 9 , two of the three new seats being filled up by 
Government nomination and the remaining one by election . The rate -payers of the town had 
thus the privilege of electing seven ort of the nine non -official members. The Dewan Peishkar 
and the Division Assistant, Kottayam , continued as the er-officio President and Vice-President, 
respectively , of the Committee. 

2. Meetings. As in the previous year, 21 meetings were held during 1092 also . The 
average attendance of the members rose from 5 to 5 -6 . Four meetings had to be adjourned for 


3 . Rubbish . The street sweepings were collected by departmental agency and sold for 
Rs. 6 . The President will state why the roceipts under this head were littlo more than no 
minal. 

4 . Hous -scanenging. In the Annual report of the Committee for 1091, it was stated that 
the system of private scavenging would be soon introduced in the town and the Government 
sanctioned the necessary funds in the budget of the Committee for 1092. The Committen now 
state that the scheme will be brought into operation from the second half of 1093. For the last 
three years the step has been in contemplation and it is hoped that there will be no further 
delay in the introduction of this nisefnl scheme. . 

5 . The Committee observed in their report for 1091 as follows: - " In continuation of the 
procredings of last year in regard to the revision of house- tax , lists of honses in Wards Nos. 1 , 
2. 4 and 5 were sent to the Sub -Committee for their checking. They have returned checked 
only the lists of Wards Nos. 1 and 2 . The tax as per revised lists in the above words will be 
collected froin 1092 M . E ." In their report for 1092 it is stated : - " The revised lists of honse . 
tax for Wards Nos. 1, 2 and 3 were passed after scrutiny by the members and the tax was col. 
lected 19 per the revised lists during the second lalf of 1092. As regards the remaining 
wards, the revised lists of assessment have been sent to the members for their serutiny." It 
abould have been possible for the Comunittee to scrutinise the reviseil lists relating to Wards 4 
and 5 niso and to levy the revised tax on those wards along with that on Wards 1 to 3 . The 
piecemeal introduction of a tax is nbjectionable on principle . The President will submit a 
specialreport explaining why the introdnctiou ofthe revised assessment in these two wards bas been 
Jelayed so long and see that the revised rates are introduced in thein also us early as practicuble . 
The demand under house -tux including the arreal s of the previous year was Rs. 1 ,008 , of which 
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balance of Rs. 139 pending collection at the close of 1092. 

6 . Licenses. 89 liceuses piler Section 53 of the Towns Conservancy and Improwanent 
Regulation for offensive and langerous tralles, and 5 under Section 33 for the temporary nech 
pation of streets in the town were issued during 1092. The amount of license fees realise was 
Rs. 1.877, against Rs. 2,011 in 1091. The Committee have not stated whether they have issued 
any license under Section 55. This information should be supplied . 

7 . Prusecutime. 32 prosecutions were institnted by the Committee against 19 in 1091. 
Of these, 10 ended in conviction and three in acquitial, while the remaining 19 caves were com 
promised by the Committee. 

8 . Public health . The town was free from epidlemies during the year and public health is 
reported to buve been satisfactory. 65 arrivals from plagne-infected areas were kept unier ob 
servation by the local anthority under the Committee . 

9 . Vaccination . Vaccination was compulsory in the town and a full- time Vaccinator 
attended to the work . 2 ,016 persons were vaccinatel during the year, against 2 ,322 in 109 ) . 
Of these, 1, 289 were primary vaccinations and 727 re- vaccinations. 1, 281 of the former and 
187 of the latter are reported to have been successful. 2.11 infunts unler one year Wera success 
fully vaccinated against 256 during the previous year. It is not state waether the Comaittee 
had to take action under Clauses 11 and 12 of Section 68 A of the Towns Conservancy and Im 
provement Regulation in respect of compulsory vaccination . This omission should be su plied. 
The Sanitary Inspector nnder the Committee attended to the work of verification . The nminber 
of cases vaccinated in his presence and the number of cases verified by him should be stated . 

10. Vital Statistics. 572 births and 277 deaths were registered in the town during 1092 
against 579 births and 244 deaths in 1091. Of the birthy, 319 were males and 25 : females and 
of the deaths, 132 were males and 113 females. 14 cares of failure to furnish the Committee 

formation regarding vital statisties were noticed . The parties in twelve of the cases 
were exensed , and in the remaining two cases prosecuted, by the Committee. 

11. Jarkets. There were two public markets in the town , one a vezetable and the other a 
fish market. Toe right to collect the dues from these inarkets wasaccioned by the Committee. 
Theamount realise I during the year was Rs. 1.054.against Rs. 1,79 ) . The fall in the receipts is re 
ported to be due to a portion of the dues for the tirst half year of 1092having been realised in ad . 
vance and credited in the accounts of 1091. There was no licensed private market in the 
town. 

12. Catlle round. The receipts and expenditure under this head amongtecl to Rs. 52 and 
Rs. 32, against Rs. 55 and Rs. 13 respectively in 1091. Information regarding the number and 
species of the head of cattle impounded should be supplieil in future reports . 

13 . Street lighting .. Information regarding the number of street lights maintained in 
the town and the annual expenditure incurred under this head should be supplied at once .. 

14. Encroachments. Three cases of encroachinent on poramboles in the town were re. 
ported during the year, two of which were sent to the Tahsildar, Kottayam , for necessary action , 
while in the reinaining one, the Committee themselves took steps to remove the encroach . 
ment. 

15 . Finance. The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 7,728 . The recripts of 
the Committee by way of house -tax , license fees, & c ., amounted to Rs. 3 ,923 , against Rs. 4,634 
in 1091. Including the Government grant of Rs. 2 ,000, the amount available for expenditure 
wag Rs. 13 ,651. The expenditure of the Committee was Rs. 4,000 , against Rs. 3 , 761during the 
Previous year. The closing balance of 1092 was Rs. 9 ,615.

The Administration Report of the Anchal Department for 1092, submitted by the Anchal 
Superintendent, with his letter No. 2856, dated 21st November 1917. 

ORDER THEREON No. S. R . 3341 DATED , TRIVANDRUM , 22x7 DECEMBER 1917 . 
Stall: Mr. Padmanabha Row was the Superintendent throughout the year. 

2 . Anchal Officer and leter bres . There were 212 Anchal Orlices and Ret letter boxes at 
the end of the year against 214 and 295 respectively in 1991. With a view to extend the 
benefit of the Anchal Service to localities where it is not feasible to open regular departmental 
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offices, Government resolved to opon non -departinental offices, and place them in charge of per 
sons to wbom a small remuneration is allowed in view of the work they undertake to do. Three 
such offices were opened in 1092. 

3 . Covers posted. The total number of covers, both private and oflicial, posted during the 
year was 1 ,09,83, 469 against ,08,74 957 in the previous year , showing an increase of 1 ,08,512 
covers. The private covers numbered 82,58,088 and the official and privileged covers 27,25,381. 

4 . Delivery of articles . 1. 09,62,276 articles were delivered during the year against 
1,08 ,70 ,281 in 1091, giving an average of 23 .029 articles to each delivery peon , against 22,412 in 
the previous year . 

5 . Length of the Mail line. The total length of the Mail line at the end of the year was 
1, 259 miles against 1, 266 miles in 1091, the line from Arianad to Kattakada, 7 miles in length , 
being closed during the year. This includes 122 miles covered by motor service. 

6 . Value payable system . 69, 186 valne payable articles were received during the year 
against 59,517 in 1091, showing an increase of 9,639 articles. The number of articles delivered 
during the year was 66 ,472 or 441 less than in the year preceding . 

7 . Hundies issued and paid . The number of offices transacting hundi business was 212 
against 214 in 1091. 2, 14,619 inland hundies, inclusive of Revenne hundies and Government 
Revenue Remittance houdies , to the value of Rs. 30, 16 ,897 were issued during the year . There 
were 6 ,529 foreign hundies for Rs. 1.05,082. The total number of hundies inland and foreign 
iesned during tbe year, thus amounted to 2,51, 148 for Rs. 31,21,979, against 2,30 ,223 for 
Rs. 27,89 ,113 in 1091, showing an increase of 20,925 hundies valued at Rs. 3, 32,566 . The num . 
ber of hundies paid during the year was 2 , 19, 243 for Rs. 30 ,54,663. 2 ,782 hundies were refuged 
and 906 unclaimed which were duly returned to the senders. 13 hundies were usclaimed both 
by the payees and the remitiers. 4 , 432 Revenge hundies for Rs. 26, 787 were issued during the 
year againsi 1, 109 hundies for Rs. 24,911, in 1091. 

8. Receipts and expenditure. The receipts from the Anchal service amounted to 
Rs. 1, 95 ,7 18 against Rs. 1,92, 105 in the previous year. The cost of working the department was 
Rs. 1 ,78,837 against Rs. 1, 72 ,194 in the year preceding. 

9 . Transit service. The receipts from the working of the transit service amounted to 
Rs. 2 ,200 and the expenditure to Rs. 2 ,852, against Rs. 2 .419 and Rs. 2 ,616 respectively in 1091. 

10 . Dead Letter office. The number of covers received in the Dead Letter Office during 
the year was 28 ,708. Ofthese , 114 letters had neither name nor address against 109 in 1091. 
The value of stamps & c., found in the covers opened and returned to the senders amounted to 
Rs. 157- 1 - 9 against Re: 1 -13 -6 in the previous year . 

11. Prosecution . During the year, there were two cases under the Anchal Regulation and 
6 under the Penal Code. Six cases were pending at the close of 1091. Of the 11 cases for 
disposal, 6 were disposed of, 3 ending in conviction and 3 in acquittal. 

12. Inspection . The number of lays on which the Superintendent was on circuit and the 
number of offices inspected , were 151 and 209 respectively against 142 and 207 in 1091. 

13. General. ( 1 ) During the year under review , the Savings Bank system was introduced 
in 5 more Anchal Offices , the totalnumber doing Savings Bank work being 39 against 34 in the 
previons year. 2 .861 new accounts were opened . There were 13 ,366 deposits and 13,003 with . 
drawals against 10 ,269 and 9,477 respectively in 1091. 

( 2 ) Under the system of reciprocal issue and payment of hundies between Travancore 
and Cochin , hundies for Rs. 1,45 ,538 wure sont to and paid in Cochin , while Cochin hundies for 
Rs. 39,79 were received and paid in Travanc re. 

( 3 ) Government sanctioned the introduction of a late letter fee i. e . an extra fee of half 
a chuckrain on every private article presented for despatch by the day s Anchal after the closing 
of the mail, but within ten minutes of the actual despatch thereof . This rule was enforced 
during the year in two ollicethau Chief AnchalOfice and the Coulai Auchul Oifice. 

(1) The prepayment of postage on carls was made compulsory. 

(5 ) The charges on par els couveyed by the transit bonts were hitherto uniform for all 
distances. These rates were revised and new rates prescribed with reference to distance and 
weight of parcels . Government insti u ions were required to use thu tiansit boats in preference 
to private beas for the conveyance of Government parcels . 

(0 Dead Letter Office Rules 9 and 10 regarding Service Bearing articles were cancelled 
and Rules I and 2 were, in consequence , modific d .

2. The picthiour of the Haripad Devaswom have been revise l on the principles enunciated 
in G . 0 . No. D . 4905, dated the 25th October 1912 . red above . The pathivu for the 
nilyanidanum is fixei in kind and that for the masaviseshom , the allaiseshom and the utsavam 
is fixed in cush . In fixing the amount in cash , dite consideration has been given to the actual 
expenditure incurred during the last six years and to the currentprices of provisions in the 
locality 

: 
3 . Though the pathions for the mattiseshum , the ultiviseshom and the utsatron are fixed 
in cash , no reduction should be made in the articles required for the alatheypadithuren in all 
these cases. If, on account of fluctuation in prices, the cash allotment for the autheypadi. 
thutrum be found inadequate, diversion may be made from the provision for purtheyjadi 
tharom for any ceremony, the rednction being in de first under arangukurs, then under pro 
cessionsand lastly under sulya . The totalallotment formastviseshon ,atlaniseshome and wilsa 
rom together should , however, on no account be exceeded . If, in the actual working of the re 
vised pathivus, slight variations in the quantity of the articlesallowed for thu akatheypaditha 
rom for any ceremony are also found to be absolutely neessary , the Peishkar may, without 
exceeding the total amount for the ceremonies, allow such variations and report the fact to 
Government. 

4 . Provision is made in the revisad pa hivu for 366 (lays instead of 385 days in the year . 
The standard weights and measures have been adopted throughont. The revised pathipals are 
annexed as Appendix A . Appendix B is a statement giving particulars for the distribution of 
the nivelyom cooked rio and other articles a ter use in the temple . Appendix C shows the 
scale of provisions etc ., for the vazhivadus conducted by private per ons 

5. Nityanidanom . - The provision for nityanidanom as per existing pathinu is Rs. 
(4 , 766- 4 . 14) four thonsind soven hundred and sixty six , cbaekiamy four and cash fourteen . 
The revised pathivu is fixed at Rs. (7 ,853- 10 -12) seven thousand eight hundred and fifty three 
chackrunas ten and cush twelve. In the existing pathiou of the temple , Inan lun .is have beea 
assigned for the suprly of malar, molasses, cocoanuts , flowersand garlands, ghee , ropes for 
flags and also for washing Udayada . As provision bas been made in the revised pathou of 
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this temple for the above articles in cash , the lands assigned for the supply of the articles 
will be enfranchised and registered in the names of the occupants as Devaswom pattom on full 
assessment, the same being credited to Devaswom Land Revenue. The Puthiyil Moothathus 
were receiving an allowance of three edangalies of cooked rice and (8 ) eight and a half fananis 
per dirn for the supply of Inel for the nityanidanom . As provision has already been inade 
for fuel in the revised pathivu , the allowance paid to theMothathus will be stopped from the 
date the revised pathivu takes effect. 

6 . Masaviseshom and Altaviscshom . The present pathive for the masaviseshom is 
Rs. (115- 3 - 9 ) one hundred and ofteen , chackrams three and cash nine, while the revised pathivu 
is fixed at Rs. ( 232-19 -9 ) two hundred and thirty two, chackrams ninetein and cash nine. I or 
the attaviseshom , the present pathivu is Rs. ( 470 -2 - 4 ) four hundred and seventy, chackrams two 
and cash four and the revised puthivu is sanctioned for Rs. (570-23- 7 ) five hundred and seventy . 
chackrams twenty three and cash seven . The scale for provisions other than rice for the 
Kurthiga Sadya in connection with the attaviscshom is fixed at Rs. ( 2 : 14 - 0 ) two and chack 
rams fourteen per para of rice inclusive of cooking charges, while that for other sadyas is fixed 


7 . Utsavom .- The total expenditure for the utsarom as per present pathion is 
Rs. ( 3 ,506 - 16 - 14 ) three thousand five hundred and six , chuckrams sixteen and cash fourteen , 
while the revised pathivu is fixed at Rs. (5 ,388- 23 - 2) five thousand three hundred and cighty 
eight, chuckrams twenty three and cash two. Seven hundred paras of rice are allowed for the 
sadyas and rates of Rs. (2 ) three, Rs. ( 2 ) two and Re. (1 -14 - 0 ) one and chuckrams fourteen 
respectively are allowed for other provisions for Muthazham sadya , thuisham sadyu, and 
Kanji, inclusive of cooking charges. 

8. Miscellaneous. - Inclusive of the pay of the contingent staff, a sum of Rs. 2,836 - 11- 14 ) 
two thousand eight hundred and thirty six , chuckrams eleven and cash fourteen is sanctioned as 
the revised pathime under this head , against Rs. (2 , 121 - 26 - 1) two thousand one hundred and 
twenty one, chuckrams twenty six and cast one under the existing pathivu .

The Srikariam should deposit a security of Rs. (300) three hundrell. He should also 
attend to the duties connected with the management of Eastoa raseu (18, the Oottn and other 
inutters connected with the temple . The Muthalpidi should deposit a security of Rs. ( 1 ,000 ) 
one thousand. He should have the custody of Thiruvallurunoms, Bahurunimatroms and 
Pathiparivartansbelonging to the temple . The Puthiyil Moothathus should be relieved of the 
custody of these articles. 

The Peishkar proposes that a security of Rs. (500 ) five hundred should be deposited by 
the Melsanthi of the temple . But the Governinent bave, in their order No. D . 4031, dated the 
Ilth December 1916 , to the Dewan Peislikar, Quilon . ( copy appended ) ruled generally that, in 
the case of Santbikars recruited from Akkaradesis and Illaradesis, the money portion of their 
first year s pay need alone bo reserved with the Government as security . This order will be 
enforced in the case of the Nelsanthi of this temple . The non -persionablo staff has also been 
revised as per statement given in the Appendix . ! 

The appointment of Keezhunthies in the Harijad Devaswom is now made by the Mel ! 
xanthi. The Keezhsanthies will be appointed in future by Government : bnt the Melsanthi will 
have the right of nomination . There will be no separate Santhi for the Gosula Krislinaswami 
Krasheedu temple . The Keerbsanthies of the Haripud Devaswom will attend to the service in 
thut temple also . There will be so sweepers for the locul Oottu and the non pensionable staff 
ofibe lesswemusat present revised will attend to the reveral clyties entrusted to them in 
Appendix A . 
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. . 10. As a result of the revision , the total expenditure of the Devaswom has risen from 
Rs. (11,193 -27- 10 ) eleven thousand one hundred and ninety three, chackrams twenty seven 


four and wash twelve . This increase is, however, only apparent, as the average actual 
expenditure for the last six years was Rs. (22,836 -8 - 2 ) twenty two thousand eight hundred and 
thirty six, chackrams eight and cash two.

I have the honor to inform you that Government sanction the following rules with 
reference to the securities to be taken from Santhikars in temples where Akkaraderies or Ikkara 
desies are exclusively employed as Santhies or where they are alternatively employed as such : 

( 1 ) In temples where as in Thiruvettar for instance , the Santhies get a decent pay, the 
money portion of the first year s pay will, instead of being paid to them , be credited month 
after month towards their security . The paddy portion of their pay will be regularly paid to 
them . After the first year ,both the money and the paddy portions will be issued regularly . 
Thus, the money portion of their first year s pay will be reserved with Government as 
security . 

( 2 ). In temples where the pay of Santbies is small, the security nay either be dispensed 
with or fixed at Rs. (50 ) fifty or Rs. 100 ) one hundred according to circumstances . In cases 
where this security of Rs. 50 or Rs. 100 is necessary, the Santhies may be required to deposit 
the amountat the commencement of their Santhi.

ORDER THEREON No . G . 9282 DATED , TRIVANDRUM , 19TH DECEMBER 1917. 

Constitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Kayankulam was formed in 
Mithunam 1086. At the beginning of the year under review , the Committee consisted of two 
officialand seven non -official members, besides the President. During the year, the number of 
non -officialmembers of the Committee was increased from seven to ten , two of the new seats 
being filled by Government nomination and the third by election . The rate pavers of the town 
bad thus the privilege of electing eightout of the ten non -official members. The Town First 
Class Magistrate, Kayurkulam , continued as the President of the Committee, except for a period 
of abont two months, when the local Sub Registrar, who is an arofirin member of the Commit. 
tee , was in charge of the President s duties. 

2. Netings. 18 meetings, including 5 special meetings, were hell during the year. 
sigainst 26 in 1091. The fall in the number of meetings requires explanation . The average 
attendance of the members rose from 4 . 9 to 33 . "Taking into account the increase in the nom 
Der of members from 9 to 12 during the year , the attendance of the members cannot be consi 

ered satisfactory. Three meetings had to be adjourned for wantof quorum . The Government 
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wonld impress on the members , both official and non - official, the need for taking adequate 
interest in the work of the Coinmittee. 

3 . Rubb s) . The street sweepings were , as usual, sold in auction . The revenue realised 
under this houd was Rs. 31, against Rs. 39 in 1091 and Rs. 16 in 1090 . This steady decline in 
the receipts calls for explanation . 

4 . " Touse scarcing . The Committee report that the introduction of private scavenging 


taken by the Count ittee in this matter in 1092, in pursuance of the directions contained in 
para 4 of the Government order reviewing the Coinmittee s report for 1091. 

5. House -tar. The number of houses in the town and the number assessed to the tax or 
not given . The total demand , including the arrears of the previous year, was Rs. 759, of which 
a sum of Rs. 705 was collected and Re. I written off the accounts as irrecoverable, leaving a 
balance of Rs. 53 peniling realisation at the close of the year As the period of three years 
covered by the original assessment was expiring with the close of 1092, the preliminary steps 
for a reassessmentwere taken in the last quarter of the year. 

6 . Licenses. Offensive and dangerous trades, the slaughter of animals and sale of meat 
and the temporary occupation of streets Wora permitted under licenses issued by the Committee. 
Of the licen -es isstied, 115 were under Section 53 of the Towns Conservancy and Improvement 
Regulation , 3 under Section 55, and 55 nnder Section 33. The total number of licenses issued 
during the year was 1 73, and the fees realised Rs. 824, against 1419 licenses and Rs. 681 in 10 ) . 
The Committee will report whether it is not necessary to maintain a public slaughter -house in 
the town . 

7. Prosecutions. 100 prosecutions were sanctioned by the Committee during 1092 In 
clucline the 6 cases reported pending at the close of 1091, there were 106 cases for disposal, of 
which 15 endel in conviction and Ilin icinittal. 53 casos ware compoundsd by the Commit. 
tee; the parties in 8 were exonsed ; and the remaining 19 cases were paniling with the Committee 
when the year closed . The receipts by way of finas, penaltiesand composition fees, amounted 
to Rs. 20 , against Rs. 62 during the previous year. . 

8 . Public Traith . No case of cholera or small-pox was reported in the town during the 
year. The health of the town was satisfactory, 

9 . Vaccinatron . Vaccination continual to be compulsory in the town and a full time 
Vaccinator attended to the work . The number of vaccination owes performel during the year 
was 1088, against 651 in 1091. Of these , 915 were primary vaccinationsand 143 re-vaccinations. 
943 of the former und 140 of the latter are reported to have been successful. 190 infants under 
one year were successfully vaccinated , against 67 during the previons year. The Committee 
have not stated whether they had to take any action under Clans 11 and 12 of Section 68 A of 
the Towos Conservancy and Inprovement Regulation, in the matter of cornpulsory vaccination . 

10. Vital Statistics . 214 births and 169 deaths were registered during the year, against 
178 births and 102 deaths in 1091." of the births, 118 were miles apil 96 females , and of the 
deaths, 81 were males and 88 females. 13 cases of failure to furnish the Com nittee with infor 
mation regard ng vital statistics were noticel Of these , 5 ended in onviction , 4 were com 

pounded by the Committee , the parties in 2 were excused and the remaining 2 cases were 
* pending disposal at the close of the year . 

11. Strel lighting . 30 street lights were maintained by the Committee during 1092. 
The services of the full-time lamp lighter were dispensed with and the work was entrusted to 
four sweepers, with an allowance of Re. I to each . 

12. Markent . There were two pnblic mukats in the town, one a vegetable and the other 
a fish market. The e murkets wera hold on sites rented by the C omittee. The collection of 
the clues from thesemarkets w :18 made by the Conmittee s subordinates direct. The receipts 
from the markets amounted to Rs. 2 ,396 , gainst Rs. 1 ,673 in 1091. Governmint agree with the 
Committee in considering that the renting of sites for public markets should only be a tempor 
ary arrangementand that the earliest oportunity should be taken to permanently acquire the 
land nerary for the purpose . It is not stated whether there was any licensed private market 
in the town . 

13 . Cattle pounds. The receipts and expenditure under this hea lamounted to Rs. 59 and 
and Rs. 51 respectively , against Rs. 52 and Rs. 29 in 1091. 

14 Finance. The opening balance of the Town Fanl was Rs. 1, 185 . The receipts by 
way of market dnes, license fees, & c.,amounted to Rs. 1,131, against Rs. 3 , 202 in 1091. Including 
the Government crant of Rs. 500, che amount available for expan lituro was Rs. 5 ,816 , of which 
the Cominittbe spent Rs. 3 ,622, against Rs 3,635 during the previous year . The closing balance 
of 1092 was Rs. 2 ,164.

INTRODUCTION. 


( 1) The appointment of the Deputy Director of Public Instruction in charge 
of Elen .entary Schools for Boys (including Vernacular Training and Technical 
Schools ) took effect from the first day of the year. This arrangement has made it 
possible to bring the Vernacular Boys Section of the Department into line with the 
several other Sections and institutions , and to introduce greater uniformity and more 
of systematic organisation in that branch . 

( 2) The rapid increase in the number of Elementary Schools for Boys during 
the last two or three years necessitated the further strengthening of the Inspectoral 
staff . Two officers were added to the cadre of Assistant Inspectors, their strength 
being thus raised to twenty . 

(3 ) Vernacular Education was taken directly under the aire of the State in the 
year 1042 M . E ., and the Golden Jubilee of that event was celebrated thrcughout 
the State on the 15th Chinyom 1092 . It is reported that as many as 22 Libraries 
and 15 Reading Rooms were opened in 15 taluks of the State (including some 
educationally backward areas) as memorials of the event. 

(4 ) The desire for higher education in the Vernacular was being widely expres 
sed for some time past, and means had also to be devised for getting an adequate 
supply of well qualified teachers for the higher classes of Elementary Schools. The 
Committee appointed in 1908 for the revision of the curricula of studies in schools 
was in favour of the idea , and it was one of the recommendations of the Vernacular 
Education Committee appointed in 1913 . The two higher classes cis., VIII and IX , 
were accordingly sanctioned to be opened in the four Departmental Higher Grade 

Elementary Schools for Boys, at Trivandrum , Quilon , Tiruvella and Muvattupuzha. 
* That as many as 535 students resorted to class VIII begun at the commencement of 
the current school-year denotes the genuineness of the desire for higher education in 
the Vernacular. Provision is made in these two classes not only for an advanced 
and critical study of the Vernacular language and literature, but also for the study 
of Elemntary Science as a compulsory subject. Subjects like English , History and 
Sanskrit are included as optional subjects to enable pupils who have presented those 
subjects for the Elementary School Leaving Certificate Examination to gain a more 
advanced knowledge in them . 

(5 ) Though , in recent years, the increase in the number of schools has practi 
caliy brought Elementary Education to the door of every chill, it was found that, 
especially in rural areas, there exists a class of people who , from their poverty and 
conditions of life, are unable to take advantage of these facilities . For their special 
benefit, the opening of Rural Schools was sanctioned during the year. They are 
part-time institutions, where not only general instruction but also vorational educat 
tion suited to local conditions is proposed to be given , and the curricula followed in 
thein differ, for obvious reasons, from those of ordinary schools . 15 Rural Schools 
were started with single classes . 

( 6 ) It was resolved to introduce the lower forms of Manual Training into 
the Elementary Schools , as of immense educative value in training the band and the 
eye and in developing powers of independent observation in the chill. For this 
purpose, a scheme was sanctioned under which 10 selecteil imler- raduate teachers 
from Secondary Schools were placed under the Organiser in Manual Training attached 
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to the Trainiug Collere, to undergo a special course of instruction in the subject for 
one year. As soon as these teachers have completed their training, the scheme will 
be put into full operation . 

( 7 ) The question of dealing with the large number of unrecognised insti . 
tutions in the State was an old and delicate one. More than a thousand of them 
have survived even though the recognised schools, both Departmentaland Private, had 
multiplied considerably. Manifestly therefore , these pial schools were supplying a 
real need , and it was thought that, by encouragement, partial recognition, and some 
pecuniary aid , attempts should be made to bring them gradually into the fold of 
recognised institutions working in conformity with the provisions of the Education 
Code Effect was given to the G . O . regarding partial recognition and bonus to 
such school, only in the Southern Range, and 170 Elementary Schools for Boys were 
thus made quasi-recognised institutions. 

( 8 ) With a view to provide adequate facilities for the education of young 
girls in localities where there are no Girls Schools, sanction was given to the main 
tenance of mixed schools for the co -education of boys and girls in classes I and II 
and to the teaching of subjects such as needle -work and music in Boys Schools, 
attended by a sufficiently large number of girls . This arrangement regularised a 
practice which was already in vogue in several places and obviated the need for 
opening two separate schools, one for boys and another for girls, where there were 
not adequate numbers to attend both. In 1092, asmany as 70,289 girls were attend . 
ing Elementary Schools for Boys, which shows that the concession is being appreci-- 
ated by the people . 

( 9 ) Under the scheme for the award of scholarships for industrial and techrical 
studies, the following six scholarships were given during the year to the candidates, 
for training in the subjects and tenable in the institutions, noted below :

( 10 ) A scheme for reorganising the Sanskrit College, Trivandrum , and placing 
it under a gradunte Principal with Luropean training in linguistic studies was sanc 
tioned The syllabus was thoronghly revised with a view to ir troduce modern and 
critical methods of the study of Sanskrit, to give the pupils a more liberal knowledge 
of general subjects including Elementary Science, and to extend the study of Mala 
valam right up to the end of the course . The changes, however , ame into force 
only from the beginning of the current year 1093 . 

(11) With a view to the further sprail and diffusion of Secondary Education, 
Forn i was opened in the Shertalai Departmental Lower Grade Secondary School 
from the beginning of the school year 1917 - 18.

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(13) With the object of aiding the development of Public Libraries and Reading 
Rooms as well as to ensure the progress of these quasi- educational organisations on 
sound lines and to safeguard them from uubealthy influences and tendencies, sanction 
was accorded to the recognition and award of grants to deserving institutions as 
also their periodicnl inspection by officers of the Elucntion Department. 

( 14 ) The policy of throwing open the public schools to all classes of His 
Highness subjects was steadily persisted in . The Sanskrit College was ordered to 


of schools already open to them , as many as 292 Elementary Schools for Boys admit 
ted Pulaya or Pariah pupils for the first time during the year. Endeavours were 
also being made to increase the number of children attending schools from among the 
educationally backward classes. 

(15 ) The Text Book Committee was reorganised , and formed into two separate 
and independent Committees, one for advising on the selection of English books and 
the other of Vernacular books for use in the recognised schools of the State. The 
revised rules relating to the constitution and working of the new Committees were 
passed since the close of the year under review . 

( 16 ) In order to induce the Mohamedan community to send their children in 
larger numbers to the ordinary public schools, Arabic Munsbis were, during the year , 
sanctioned to be appointed in 3 Departn.ental Higher Grade Secondary Schools . 
Arabic Munshis are also reported to have been newly appointed in 36 Elementary 
Schools of both grades . 

( 17 ) The following changes were made in the Education Code : 

( a ) the period of three months in Rule 134 of the Code in regard to the 
submission of application for opening new schools was raised to six months . 

(6 ) the half-fee concession under Rule 126 C was extended to Jewish , Kuruva 
and Vaia pupils attending all Departmental institutions . 

(c ) to enable Secondary School Leaving Certificate holders to better their 
certificates or to bring up additional optional subjects, a supplementary course of a 
further year s study in Form VIwas introduced , and Rule 127 N was modified accord 
ingly . This does not affect the question of adınission of certificate holders to the 
Junior Intermediate Class. , 

(18) The scheme for the introduction of Technical Examinations in the State 
was under preparation . 

( 19) "Readers V and VI of the Macmillan Series of Malayalam Readers for 
Elementary Schools were published, and the sale of the whole set of Readers was 
transferred from the Government Book Depot at Kottayam (which was abolished ), 
and entrusted to an agent. 

( 20 ) The proposal to form an association of the Managers of Private Recognised 
Secondary Schools in the State was approved by the Government. 


Service Pakuthy Committees have been established throughout the State, and that 
educational conferences ofMohamedans, Ezhavas and l amilians were held , which were 
representative in character and also well-attended . 

(22) The following miscellaneons matters of educational interest also deserve 
mention : 

(a ) University lectures on Indian Economics " by Dr. Gilbert Slater, Uni 
versity Professor of Indian Economics, and on Economic theory and practice in 
Ancient India " by Mr. K . V . Rengaswami lyengar, m . A ., Professor of History 
and Economics, were delivered in the Arts College . 

(6 ) The title of " Rno Bahadur " was c nferred by the Government of India 
on Mr. K . V . Rengaswami Iyengar . A , Professor of History and Economics in 
His Highness the Maha Raja s College, Trivandrum . 

(c ) Revised instructions were issued by the University of Madras regarding 
the selection of completed Secondary School Leaving Certificate holders eligible for 
admission to the College, and the certificates for the local examination were prepared 
and classified in accordance therewith . 

( a ) The concession was granted by the University to candidates for the 
Intermediate Examination appearing for te whole examination to count a . partial 
success wy passing one of the two parts ol tire examination . 
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GENERAL STATISTICS. 
2 . The total number of recognised institutions in the State rose from 2 ,436 to 
2,508, and their strength from 3 ,19,238 to 3,48, 986 . The number of unrecognised 
schools increased from 1,415 to 1,528 and their strength from 45,078 to 55,022 
Including these latter schools , the total number of educational institutions in the 
State at the end of 1092 was 4 , 090 with an aggregate strength of 4 ,01,008, which 
gives an Average of one school for every 1. 8 sq . miles of dren and for every 838 
inhabitants . If the recognised schools alone are taken into account, there was one 
(recognised ) institution for every 3 :05 sq . miles of area and for 1, 367 inhabitants . 
The increase in the number of recognised institutions was only 72 , while that in the 
previous year was 400. The great disparity between the increase in the two years 
was due to the fact that the schools opened in 1091 were financed almost entirely out 
of the funds sanctioned for 1092 . The rise in the number of pupils under instruc. 
tion was 29, 748, as compared with 54 ,315 in the previous year . The increase in 
strength is significant when it is seen how proportionately small was the increase in 
the number of institutions. The Departmental Schools rose in number from 1,043 
to 1.075 , and their strength from 1,95 ,533 to 2 ,15 ,726 , or an increase of 32 schools 
and 20,198 pupils. The number of Private Aided Schools and their strength rose 
from 1 , 103 and 1, 00 ,827 to 1,264 and 1,19,280 respectively , The Private Unnided 
Schools fell in number and strength from 290 and 22 ,878 to 169 and 13 ,980 res 
pectively . Several of the unaided schools were apparentiy brought on the aided list 
during the yenr. Although the increase in the number of Departmental Schools was 
only 32, their strength rose by 20 ,193 , while the Private Schools with an increase of 
40 in number showed only an increase of 9, 555 pupils. This is significant in so far 
as parents have better confidence in Departmental rather than Private Schools. The 
number of pupils in all the schools together increased by 9 3 per cent against 20 5 
per cent in the previous year. The percentages of pupils in Departmental and Pri 
vate Schools were 61.8 and 38 2 respectively . The annual rate of grant per institu 
tion was Rs. 223 ngainst Rs. 214 in 1091, the number of aided institutions being 
1, 103 und 1, 264 respectively at the beginning and at the close of 1092. 

3 . A detailed statement, showing particulars as to the number of institutions of 
the several grades and of the pupils in then , is given in Appendix 1. The following 
table shows the comparative distribution in 1091 and 1092 of the scholars in different 
stages of instruction :

The figures for the Sanskrit College are, unlike in the previous year, included 
under Collegiate Education . There was an increase of pupils in all the grades, the 
Colleges contributing 54 , the Secondary Schools 2, 060, the Elementary Schools 
27,631 and the Special Schools 13 . "The corresponding figures for 1091 were 125 , 
1, 806, 52 ,500, and a decrease of 116 respectively . 

4 . Of the total population of the State, viz, 34,28,975 according to the census 
of 1911 , 10 -14 per cent were receiving instruction in recognised schools against 9 .31 
per cent in 1091. If the figures for unrecognised schools are also taken into account, 
the percentage was 11:7 . In the Reports of the previous years, the number of 
children of school-going age was taken to be roughly 15 per cent of the total population 
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The Director appears to have this year abandoned that basis of calculation , 
apparently on the ground that some of the taluks had in the last year been reported 
to have more than cent per cent of the population at school-going agre ( calculated at 
the above rate) under instruction . The 15 per cent basis should be adhered to by 
the Director in his future Reports for purposes of ensy comparison . Calculated on 
the 15 per cent busin, there are in the State 5 ,14 ,346 children of school-going nge . 
Of these 3 ,48 , 986 or 67 :61 per cent were attending Recognised Schools in 1092 
against 62.07 per cent in 1091. If the strength in unrecognised schools is also taken 
into consideration , the percentage was 78 : 30 in 1092 , the corresponding percentage 
for 1091 . being 71: 11 . The following table gives the talukwar statementof the 
percentage of children under instruction to population nt school-going age calculated 
at the above rate, both in respect of. Recognised and Unrecognised Schools for the 
years 1091 and 1092.

It should be the primary aim of the Department to bring up the 
Neyyattinkura . other taluks to the same level, and strenuous endeavours should 
Trivandrum . be made during the coming years also with that objective . 
Devicolam had only 3 .38 of its children of school- going age in schools ; and Shen 
cottah, Thodupuzha, Kunnathunad and Muvattupuzha were the only other 
taluks with less than half its children of school-going age under instruction in a 
Recognised or Unrecognised School in 1092. The extension of the facilities for pri 
mary education in Devicolam is reported to be engaging the attention of the Depart 
ment. All the taluks except Devicolam and Meenachil showed an increase in the 
number of pupils under instruction in Recognised Schools. 


The statement furnished by the Director showing the number under instruction 
in the several taluks of the State in 1091 and 1092 is embodied in Apper.dix II. The 
calculations are therein made on the 25% basis. At that rate, the number of pupils 
attending schools (both Recognisel and Unrecognised ) was 46 .99 in 1092 against 
42:55 in 1091. The percentage for recognised schools alone was 40:57 in 1092 
against 37 11 in 1091. 57 .2 % of the boys of school-going age were under instruc 
tion in Recognised Schools and the corresponding percentage for girls was 23.8 . 


In this connection , the Director refers to the interesting information furnished 
by the Deputy Director regarding the stage of literacy reached in Travancore. The 
Deputy Director has correctly defined literacy to mean the instruction given in 
the first four classes of an Elementary School. The average age of pupils attend 
ing these classes ranges from 6 to 11 ( both inclusive). The Deputy Director has found , 
on calculation, that the number of children between the ages of 6 and 11 is approxi 
mately 16 % of the total population . The talukwar figures furnished by the Deputy 
Director regarding literacy of boys taking 16 per cent as the basis shows that the 
taluk of Mavelikara alone has al percentage of above 100. This is, as rernarked by 
the Director, due to the incorrectness of the census figures which are 6 years old and 
also to the inexactness of the statistics furnished by the Unrecognised Schools . 


5. The detailed statistics as to the distribution of scholars according to their 
caste or religion , furnished by the Director show the largest increase under Ezhavas, 
Nairs, Roman Catholic Christians, Syrian Christians, Pulayas , Paryas, Shanars and 
Mahomedans in order. The number under Protestant Christians, Thandans and 
Elavanians show a great fall . Malayala Brahinins, Marakkans, Salians, Marars, 
Kallans, Potters, Barbers, Shepherds and Malayars have also decreased in numbers. 
The following table compares the figures for 1091 and 1092 in regard to the most

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6 . The distribution of scholars according to the occupation of their parents or 
guardians is given in Appendix III. There was a general increase under all the 
headls except Teachers , Domnestic servants, Priests and Astrologers. The nuinber un 
classified fell from 1,730 to 1,419. 

7 . The percentage of pupils protected from small-pox rose from 99.29 in 1091 
to 99 -52 in 1092 in Departmental Schools, while the number rose from 92.43 to 
97.01. in Private Schools . 

S . Ninty-two applications for teachers licenses were pending in the Director s 
Office at the close of 1091. 104 applications were received during 1092. All the 496 
applications were dealt with during the year. 430 licenses were issued and 63 either 
rejected or otherwise disposed of. Only three applications were pending final dis 
posal at the end of the year. 

1, 115 applications for licenses were received in the Deputy Director s Office. 
795 licenses were issued , 38 otherwise disposed of and 282 applications were pending 
disposal at the close of the year. They should be disposed of without delay . 

9 . The details regarding the gross expenditure on Education , the receipts from 
the Departmental Institutions and the net expenditure for Education for the years 1091 
and 1092 are given in Appendices IV , V , and Vi. The gross expenditure rose from 
Rs. 20 ,03 ,352 to Rs. 20 ,65,254 or by Rs. 61,902. --an increase of 3 . 1 % over that of 
the previous year. The receipts mounted to Rs. 4 ,86 , 721 against Rs. 4,34,113 in 
1091. The net expenditure on Education was thus Rs. 15 ,78 ,533 against 
Rs. 15 ,69 ,239 in 1091 i. c., a net increase of Rs. 9 , 294 against the net increase of 
Rs. 1,02,620 in 1091. The distribution of expenditure for 1092, as compared with 
that for 1091, is summarised in the following table :

11. The net expenditure on Collegiate Education slightly increased from 
Rs. 1 ,56,422 to Rs. 1, 56 ,864 or by Rs. 442. The net expenditure on the Depart. 
mental Colleges was Rs. 1 ,53,735 and the grants to Private Colleges amounted to 
Rs. 3 , 129. The net expenditure on the Secondary Schools was Rs. 94,655 against 
Rs. 1,24, 175 in 1091. The net expenditure on the Departmental Secondary Schools. 
fell from Rs. 1,01,019 to Rs. 69,830 and the grants to Private Secondary Schools 
rose from Rs. 23,156 to Rs. 24, 825. The net expenditure on Elementary Schools 
rose from Rs. 10,20 , 869 to Rs. 10 ,69,257 or by Rs. 48 ,388. The net outlay on the 
Departmental Elementary Schools was Rs. 8 ,10,265 and Rs. 2 ,58,992 was spent upon 
grants to Private Elementary Schools . The net expenditure on the Departmental 
Special Schools ,was Rs. 53.532 against Rs. 54,670 in 1091, and Rs. 7 , 364 was spent 
upon grants to Private Special Schools against Rs. 5 , 966 in 1091. The gross outlay 
on all classes of schools together rose from Rs. 17,28 . 807 to Rs. 17,59,153 . The 
receipts from the Departmental Schools and Colleges also rose from Rs. 3,66 ,705 to 
Rs. 4 ,07 ,481. . The expenditure on Controlling Agencies and Miscellaneous was 
Rs. 1,52,579 and Rs. 1, 23 ,522 respectively. The receipts under “ Miscellaneous " . 
amounted to Rs. 79,240. The gross expenditure on Education was thus lis . 20 ,63,254, 
the receipts amounted to Rs. 4 ,86 ,721, and the total net expenditure was thus 
Rs. 15,78,533. The percentages of expenditure on each of the sub - heads to the 
total expenditure on Education for 1092 and 1091 respectively were as below :

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12. Besides the expenditure on Education proper, Government have incurred 
expenditure on such quasi- erlucational matters as school buildings and their inain 
tenance under the P . W . D ., the Public Lecture Committee, and the Department for 
the publication of ancient Sanskrit Manuscripts. 


CONTROLLING AGENCIES . 


13 . Dirertion . - Dr. A . W . Bishop having retired from service, Mr. L . C . 
Hodgson M . A ., was confirmed as Director of Public Instruction with effect from the 
5th March 1917 . Government have heard with much regret of the recent death of 
Dr. Bishop. Mr. Holgson spent 88 days during the year on tourand visitedi altogether 
2 Colleges , 30 Secondary Schools , 106 Elementary Schools and 7 Special Schools. 
He visited Madras thrice during the year for work in connection with the Madras 


hot weather, he was permitted to do his work in the High Ranges. The Deputy 
Director of Public Instruction was on tour for 106 days and visited 22 Higher 
Grade Elementary Schools, 23 Lower Grade Elementary Schools and 6 Special 
Schools. He travelled in all 1,416 miles. 

14 . Inspection . The details of the inspection work done by the several In 
specting Officers are given in Appendix VII. The Inspecting Officers, especially of 
the Elementary School branch , had , in addition to their duties of inspection and 
office work , to devote their attention to the opening ofmore schools, the provision of 
better accommodation for existing schools, to inducing the people to send their chil. 
dren to the schools, & c . The latter kind of work did not fall on the Inspecting 
Officers of the Secondary School branch . Out of 2 ,075 Elementary Schools for 
Boys, only 1 ,495 schools had the benefit of a regular annual inspection by the In 
specting Officers, and 118 schools were not visited at all by them . This state of 
affairs is attributed to the increase in the number of schools and the various quasi 
departmental duties imposed on the Inspecting Officers. The Director will make a 
separate report to Government on the measures he proposes to adopt, to remedy 
this defect. 


COLLEGIATE EDUCATION . 


15 . General - The number of collegiate institutions affiliated to the University 
of Madras continued to be 5 as before. The strength of the Colleges increased from 
863 to 927, excluding 2 post- graduate students in His Highness the Maha Raja s 
College, Trivandrum . 

16 . His Highness the Mala Raja s College, Trivandrum . - Mr. J . Stephen 
son B. sc ., Ag. Principal was confirmed as Principal from the 12th Mithunam 1092 . 
Mr. K . Paramu Pillai M . A ., Ag . Professor of English , was made sub-prolem from the 
samedate . Mr. S . K . Yegnanarayana Iyer m . A ., Tutor in English , resigned his 
appointment and Mr. A . Sivaramasubramonin Iyer B . A ., (Honors) was appointed in 
leis place, on probation . Owing to the increase in the number of students in the 
College, the appointment of an additional temporary tutor in English was also 
sanctioned . Mr. N . Krishnaswami Iyer B . A ., continued to act as Professor of Che. 
mistry vice Mr. C . S . Gibson M . A ., M . S . c . who remained on war duty in En . 
cland. The strength of the College rose from 437 to 168, the increase being due 
mainly to the large number of admissions made to the Junior B . A ., class 
at the beginning of the current academic year. There were, as in the previous 
year, 8 women students in the College. Of these, one was the 2nd year Honors 
class , one in the 1st year Honors class, 3 in the Senior B . A . class and one 
in the Junior Intermediate Class. There were only 13 students in the English 
llonors class against 25 in the History Honors classes . The results of the 
University examinations were generally better than in the previous year. One 
student passed the 1 . A . examination in each of the Physics and Chemistry 
Branches, out of 2 and 3 sent up respectively for the examination . Though the 
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esults are better in these branches than in the previous year, the percentage of 
passes is much below the Presidency average. The results in Branch 1 of the B . A ., 
Degree Examination and in the English and History Branches of the B . A., (Honors) 
Degree Examination were excellent, the number of passes being cent per cent. One 
of the candidates in each of Branches I and V passed in the first class and took the 
first place in the Presidency . The Kerala Varma Medal and the Rama Row Gold 
Medals were secured by the College. Miss Teresa Joseph who passed the B . A ., 
(Honors ) Examination in History in the second class obtained the first place in the 
Presidency and won the Norton Prize. The compartmental system was introduced 
by the University in the Intermediate Examination and the number of candidates 
who passed both the parts together was 47. 4 % . There were also many who passed 
in one branch alone. The results were altogether better than in the previous year . 
The number of volumes added to the library during the year was 662. The number 
at the end of the year thus increased to 14 ,354 volumes. The number of issues 
during the year was 12, 959 . Rao Bahadur K . V . Rengaswami Iyengar M . A ., 
Professor of History and Economics, delivered a course of University Lectures on 
" Economic Theory and Practice ni Ancient India " in Trivandrum and Madras. Dr . 
Gilbert Slater , University Professor of Indian Economics, lectured in the College on 
Indian Economics for a fortnight . 


17 . His Highness the Maha Raja s College for Girls.-- The strength at the 
end of the year was 48 against 38 in the previous year, 26 being in the Junior 
and 22 in the Senior Intermediate Classes . 14 appeared for the Intermediate Exami. 
nation and two passed fully , one being placed in the 1st class, and two more in 
part II. Miss Daisy Muthunayagom , who took a first class, was bracketted with a 
student of Queen Mary s College, Madras, for the Krupbai Sathianadhan Memorial 
Medalawarded by the University for English . Miss Roseneyer having been appoin 
ted on special duty in the Palace, Miss De Netto was appointed to act as First Assis 
tant in the College. 

18. Private Colloges. The strength of the two Private Colleges víz, the 
C . M . S . College, Kottayam , and the Scott Christian College, Nagercoil, was 194 and 
193 respectively at the end of the year, against 160 and 202 respectively in the pre 
vious year. Of the 39 students who appeared for the Intermediate Examination 
from the former , 27 passed of whom 2 were placed in the 1st class ; and of the 64 
sent up from the latter, 18 passed . . 

19. Training College, Trivandrum . - Dr. S. G . Barker , Vice - Principal of the 
College was deputed on special duty in connection with the Industrial Survey of the 
State, and Mr. K . Venkitaswara Iyer B . A . L . T., Headmaster, Model School, was 
appointed to act as Vice- Principal. Out of the 26 graduates who completed their 
course in 1916 - 17 and appeared for the L . T . Degree Examination , 22 passed . A 
fresh batch of 26 graduates of whom 18 were from Departmental Secondary Schools , 
3 from Private Recognised Schools in the State , and the remaining 5 from Cochin , were 
admitted during the year. The strength in the under - graduate section rose from 48 to 
50 . 10 special students were admitted to undergo a course of instruction in Manual 
Training, with a view to the introduction of the subject in Elementary Schools . 
Instruction in the higher forms of Manual Training was , as in the previous year , given 
to the gradunte and under -graduate students of the College and to the pupils of 
Forms IV and V in the Model School. Instruction in the lower forms of Manual 
Training was imparted to the pupils in the Elementary classes of the Model School 
and this work was extended to the three Preparatory classes of the school. 

20. The Sanskrit College. The strength of the College decreased from 237 in 
1091 to 294 in 1092. It is stated that the fall was due to admissions to class I of 
the Kavya Section being restricted to those who had passed class IV in an Elemen 
tary School. It is hoped that the recent alteration of the rule and the vesting of a 
discretionary power in the Principal in regard to admissions, combined with the 
widening of the scope of the institution , would tend to improve its strength and 
increase its usefulness. 8 candidates appeared for each of the Upadhyaya and 
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Mahopadhyaya Tests, and 4 and 7 respectively passed . Of the 17 candidates, who 
appeared for the Sastri Test, 13 were successful. 

SECONDARY EDUCATION . 
21. The number of recognised Secondary Schools in the State increased 
from 79 in 1091 to 86 in 1092. Of the 7 new Secondary Schools started 
during the year, one was . Departmental and the remaining six Private. The 
total strength in the Secondary Schools rose from 20 ,646 to 22,706 or by 2,060 , 
rise of very nearly 10 % , the increase in Boys Schools accounting for 1,753 and that 
in Girls Schools for 307. The increase in the strength of the Private schools was 
1 ,225 and that of the Departmental Schools 835 , against 1 ,171 and 635, respectively, 
in the previous year . The number of Higher Grade Secondary Schools increased by 
two, one Departmental and the other Private, by the opening of Form IV in the 
Departmental Lower Grade Secondary School, Shertala , and the St. Joseph s Lower 
Grade Secondary School for Girls, Changanacherry. Higher Forms were opened in 
the St. Mary s Higher Grade Secondary School, Alwaye, and the Kanjiramkulam 
Higher Grade Secondary School. Thus, at the close of the year, there were 72 
Recognised Secondary Schools for Boys, 28 of the Higher Grade and 44 of the Lower 
eracde, and 14 Recognised Secondary Schools for Girls, 6 of the Higher Grade and 8 
of the Lower Grade. 

22. The following table compares the distribution of pupils in the several 
stages of instruction in Secondary Schools during 1091 and 1099 :

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The increase in the strength of the Preparatory class is very small- smaller 
than in any other class , while it ought to have been greater. The Director has given 
no explanation for this sinall increase . In all other forms, the increase was fairly 
good. 1,137 pupils were presented for the Secondary School Leaving Certificate 
Examination against 1,092 in the previous year. 1,129 sat for it and as many certi 
ficates were issued . 458 certificate holders were declared eligible for admission to the 
Colleges. Of these, 86 were admitted in His Highness the Maha Raja s College, Tri 
vandrum , 79 in the C . M . S . College, Kottayam and 62 in the Scott Christian College , 
Nagercoil. Admission to the Girls College was left to the cliscretion of the Lady 
Principal and 21 certificate bolders of 1917 were admitted in the College . 

The Director has, in his report, supplied interesting information regarding 
the working of the Model School attached to the Training College, and of the Sec 
ondary School Department of the Girls College. 

23 . The net expenditure on Departmental Secondary Schools was Rs. 69, 830 
against Rs. 1,01,019 in 1091: Rs. 24,825 were spent on grants to Private Second 
ary Schools against Rs. 23, 156 in 1091. The total net expenditure on Secondary 
Education was thus Rs. 94 ,655 against Rs. 1,24 , 175 in 1091. The net average cost 
to Government per pupil in a DepartmentalSecondary School in 1092 was Rs. 6 -14 -5 
against Rs. 10- 6 -0 in 1091 and that in a Private Secondary School decreasad from 
Rs. 2 - 4 - 4 in 1091 to Rs. 2 - 2 - 0 in 1092 . 

ELEMENTARY EDUCATION . 
24. The appointment of the Deputy Director of Public Instruction to be in 
charge of Elementary Education , which as mentioned in the introduction , came into 
force in the year under reiew , had the effect of bringing the Elementary Schools (for 
Boys)branch of the Department into line with the several other sections and in 
stitutions, each having one responsible officer at its head . This arrangement had the 
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salutary effect of bringing about a greater unity of purpose throughout the work of 
the different Ranges. 

25. The number of Elementary Schools rose from 2,317 in 1091 to 2,373 in 
1092, and their strength from 2 ,96,104 to 3,23,725. The percentage of increase in 
the number of schools was 9. 3 , as compared with 21.6 in the previous year. The 
Departmental Schools increased in number from 987 to 1,018 and in strength from 
1, 84 ,454 to 2 ,03, 825 i. c. an increase of 31 schools (an increase of 33 schools for boys 
and a decrease of 2 schools for girls ) and 19,371 pupils. The number of Aided Pri. 
vate Schools rose from 1 ,056 to 1, 211 and their strength from 92,211 to 1,10,593. 
The number of Unaided Private Schools fell from 274 to 144 and their strength from 
19,439 to 9 ,307 . The total strength in Private Schools increased from 1 ,11,650 in 
1091 to 1 ,19,900 in 1092. During the year, there was thus an increase of 25 in the 
number of Private Schools and 8 ,250 in their strength . 

26 . The system of opening Relief Schools was continued during the year. 
The average strength of a Departmental Higher Grade Elementary School for Boys 
however, was 365 against 360 in 1091 and of an Aided Higher Grade Elementary 
School for Boys was 196 against 214 in 1091. The average strength in each of 
the Departmental and Aided Higher Grade Elementary Schools for Girls fell 
from 318 and 304 to 309 and 267 respectively . There was, as in the previous 
year, only one Unaided Higher Grade Elementary School for Boys, but its 
strength rose from 104 to 117. There was also an Unaided Higher Grade Element 
ary School for Girls with a strength of 165, newly opened during the year . The 
average strength in each of the Departmental, Aided and Unaided Lower Grade 
Elementary Schools for Boys was 157, 84 and 117 against 155 , 81 and 69 respectively 
in 1091. The corresponding figures for Lower Grade Elementary Schools for 
Girls were 111 , 99 and 94 against 105 , 93 and 91 respectively in 1091. 

27. There was one Elementary School ( recognised or unrecognised) for every 
1.94 sq . miles. Excluding the Devicolam Division which consists mostly of mountains 
and forests , there was one school for every 1.6 sq. miles . It is gratifying to note 
that the Technical classes opened in certain Higher Grade Elementary Schools as 
an experimentalmeasure last year, are working satisfactorily . 

28 . The following table shows the number of pupils attending the several 
classes of Elementary Schools in 1091 and 1092 :

From the above table, it is seen that the increase is greatest in classes III and 
IV . This is due to the large increase in classes I and II in the previous year. 
Class VIII was opened in four schools in 1092 and the strength in those classes was 
535. This high figure is significant, as it shows that the people were keen to avail 
themselves of the opportunities afforded to them for getting higher education in the 
Vernacular . The 15 Kural Schools started during the year with single classes ac 
counted for 479 out of the total increase of 3 ,637 pupils in class I in 1092. 4 ,871 
candidates were registered for the Elementary School Leaving Certificate Examination 
and 4 ,770 certificates issued in 1092 against 3 ,952 and 3914 respectively in 1091. 
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29 . The net expenditure on Elementary Education was Rs. 10 ,69,257 against 
Rs. 10 ,20 ,869 in 1091 . The net expenditure on the Departmental Schools rose from 
Rs. 8 ,07,764 to Rs. 8 , 10 ,265 and that on Private Schools from Rs. 2,13 , 105 to 
Rs. 2, 58,992. The number of pupils attending the Departmental Schools being 
2 ,03,825 , and that attending the Private Aided Schools being 1, 10 ,593, the net cost 
to Government per pupil in a Departmental School was Rs. 3 -26 -15 and that in 
a Private Aided School Rs. 2 -9 - 9 against Rs. 4 -10 - 9 and Rs. 2- 8 - 11 respectively 
in 1091. 

30 . The Assistant Inspectors of Elementary Schools for Boys did good work 
during the year in securing the co -operation of the people towards the renewal and 
extension of school buildings, with the result that the strength in several of the larg . 
est schools was brought to the normal conditions. It is gratifying to note that the 
people also made over to the Department, sites, buildings & c ., to the value of Rs. 65,000 
for the use of the schools . It is due to the earnestness with which the Inspectors 
of Elementary Schools worked that so much enthusiasm has been created among the 
people with such substantially good results . Government appreciate the strenuous 
Inbours of these officers in the matter of advancing Elementary Education . 

31. The total number of teachers in Recognised Elementary Schools was 
8 , 106 of whom , 4 , 730 were in Departmental Schools. The percentage of trained 
teachers and those cxempted from training was nearly 30. Thus almost 70 % of the 
teachers were untrained ." This evil, however , to someextent was remedied by the 
organisation of the regular Teachers Meetings which served as training ground for 
untrained teachers. These organisation , together with the increase in the number 
of Vernacular Higher men on the staff of the schools, helped to improve the quality 
of instruction imparted in the schools. The teaching of English in Elementary 
Schools, however, was not satisfactory. The standard of English attained in class VII 
was hardly that of Form I in English Schools. Attempts should be made to secure 
better results in future, 

32. The number of schools which received partial recognition and aid under the 
schemementioned in the introduction was 170 . The scheme, however, was in ope 
ration only in the Southern Range. 

33. With a view to give general instruction to the children of agricultural and 
other working classes in rural areas, a system of rural schools was sanctioned and 15 
schools of the kind opened in various parts of the State. The total number of pupils 
attending the schoɔls at the end of the year was 479 . 

34. Eluentional service pakuthy committees were formed throughout the State 
with the object of providing local facilities for the spread of Elementary Education 
and influential persons became members of the Committees. They are reported to be 
doing good work . 

SPECIAL EDUCATION . 
35. Training Schools. The number of training schools both departmentaland 
private , remained the same as in the previous year . The total strength in the De. 
partmental Training Schools increased from 158 in 1091 to 164 in 1092, The 
Private Training School attached to the Cambridge Nicholson Higher Grade Ele 
mentary School, Kottayam , had 15 tenchers under training against 22 in 1091. In the 
Higher Grade Training School for women attached to His Highness the Maha Raja s 
College and Higher Grade Secondary School for Girls, Trivandruin , 6 teachers were 
under training in the Higher Grade and 2 + in the Lower Grade as in 1091. The 
strength of the two private Lower Grade Training Schools for women viz., those 
attached to the Buchanan Institute Higher Grade Elementary School, Pallom , and 
the Nagercoil L . M . S . Higher Grade Secondary School, was 10 and 12 respectively 
against 21 and 9 respectively in 1091. 

36. Technical Education . The number of recognised Technical Schools in 
creased from 17 to 26 and their strength from 967 to 1,029 . The strength in the 
Departmental Weaving Institute, Nagercoil, remained the same as in the previous 
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year viz., 26, of whom 20 were apprentices and 6 adult weavers. Of the previous 
batch , 6 adult weavers and 3 apprentices completed their course during the year. 
The value ofmanufactured articles amounted to Rs. 1 , 125 and the sale proceeds to 
Rs. 1,082 against Rs. 859, and Rs. 838 respectively in the previous years. The 
increase in sales testifies to improvenient in the quality of the articles manufactured . 
It is noted that silk cloths of fine quality were attempted for the first time in the 
institution , with success. The joint report of Messrs. V . Arunachalam Iyer B . E ., 
Executive Engineer and S . Subramonia Sastri m .in., Inspector of Elementary Schools 
Southern Range, regarding the further development of the institution is under con . 
sideration. The strength in the Quilon Carpentry School fell from 57 to 49 . "The 
reconstitution of the institution with a view to enlarge its scope of usefulness is also 
under consideration . 

37. The School of Arts, Trivandrum . The strength of the Drawing classes 
consisted during the year of only 5 girls. The strength of the classes has been 
rapidly going down since 1089 when the class consisted of 81 pupils. During the 
two successive years, the number fell to 55 and 25 respectively . The Super 
intendent ascribes this decline in strength to the circumstance that attendance 
at the school is not compulsory for Travancore candidates appearing for the 
Madras Government Technical Examinations. Government await the special 
report on the institution promised by the Director. 53 candidates appeared for the 
Madras Government Technical Examinations in the Elementary and the Intermediate 
Grades together and 35 passed . The corresponding figures for the previous year 
were 137 and 64 respectively . The stock in hand at the close of the year amounted 
in value to Rs. 8 , 971 against Rs. 9,299 in the previous year. The expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 18,919 against Rs. 18 ,965 in 1091 and the receipts to Rs. 4 ,084 
against Rs. 4 ,679 in the previous year. The net expenditure rose from Rs. 14 , 287 
to Rs. 14 ,835 . This institution requires careful attention , in view to improvement. 

38 . The number of Private Aided Industrial Schools rose from 8,to 21, while 
the unaided schools fell from 9 to 3 . Of the former, 11 were purely Technical 
Schools while the remaining 10 gave general instruction also . All the unaided 
schools except one were purely Technical institutions. 9 schools were for teaching 
weaving , 2 for Drawing , 2 for Carpentry (one including smithy ), 2 for industries 
connected with coir, 1 for mat-weaving, 1 for basket-making, 6 for embroidery, lace 
making, plain sewing & c. The subject of Technical and Industrial Education is being 
enquired into by a Special Officer appointed for conducting an industrial survey and 
will be dealt with on receipt of his report. 

39. The special school for Malayala Brahmins, Kunnathur. The strength of 
the school decreased from 70 to 50. This decrease in strength is ascribed partly to 
the opening of another Special School at Kumaranallore and partly to the unsatis 
factory inanagement of the lodging and boarding. The Director will subunit a special 
report on the present condition of this school and the prospects of its improvement. 

40. The Reformatory , Trivandrum . The number of inmates rose from 38 to 39. 
11 new admissions were made during the year, 11 were released and 1 died . The 
general health of the inmates was farily satisfactory. 3 pupils appeared for the 
Llementary School Leaving Certificate Examination , but secured only unqualified 
certificates. The printing section showed an outturn of work valued at Rs. 199 
against Rs. 211 in 1091. The deficit is attributed to the difliculty of securing out 
side orders. The Superintendent, Government Press, will report whether small jobs 
could not be given to this institution. 7 appeared for the Madras Government 
Technical Examination in Drawing and only 1 passed . A tailoring class was opened 
towards the close of the year. There were 3 meetings of the Committee of Visit 


EDUCATION OF SPECIAL CLASSES .

In classes I to III the strength increased by 5, 914 , in class IV by 1.607, and 
in classes V to VIIl ly 1 ,690 . The number of girls atteuding Elementary Schools 
for Boys was 54 ,006 or 55. 4 per cent of the total against 52 . 9 % in the previous 
year . 72 girls were presented for the Secondary School Leaving Certificate Exami 
nation and 720 for the Elementary School Leaving Certificate Examination, against 
64 and 588 respectively in 1091. 

HOSTELS. 
47 . His Highness the Malia Raja s Caste Hindu Hostel, Trivandrum . 
Mr. D . J. Sloss , A ., Professor of English in His Highness the Maha Raja s College, 
Trivandrum , continued to be the Warden throughout the year. The number of 
students resident in the Hostel was 53, two more than in the previous year. The 
boarding charges per student remained the same as in the previous year viz, Bh. Rs. 12 
per mensem . . 

48 . Other Hostels and Boarding Houses. In the L . M . S . Hostel, Trivandrum , 
there were 56 residents at the end of the year, against 49 in 1091. The C . M . S . 

College Hostel, Kottayam , had 43 students resident, at the end of 1092 ugainst 41 
• in the previous year. The number of students in the Hindu Home attached to the 

College was 15 against 22 in 1091. There was no separate Hostel for Christians . 
attached to the Scott Christian College, Nagercoil, but 16 students were occupying 
some of the rooms in the High School. The Casta Hindu Hostel attached to the 
Nagercoil College had 20 students in residence at the end of the year. There were 
two Departmental Boarding Houses , one attached to the Special Lower Grade 
Secondary Schoul, Mavelikara , and the other to the Special School for Malayala 
Brahmins, Kunnathur, the number of students resident in them being 30 and 26 
respectively. There were also Boarding Houses attached to the following Secondary 
Schoois .

49 . Orphanages . The number of Orphanages receiving grants remained in 
the same as in the previous year viz., 8. The total expenditure on " grants " to 
them amounted to Rs. 2, 160. 

50. Text Books. There was only one meeting of the Text Book Committee. 
They examined all the 536 books which they had received . Towards the close of 
the year, the Committee was reorganised and spilt up into two Committees, one for 
the consideration of English Text Books and the other for Vernacular Text Books. 
Readers V and VI of the Macmillan s Malayalam Series were published during 
the year and the transfer of the sale of the whole series from the Government Book 
Depot to a private agency was effected . 

51. Physical culture. The Tennis, Foot-ball and Badminton clubs in His 
Highness the Maha Raja s College, Trivandrum , were working satisfactorily during 
the year . Twenty four students were also regularly attending the gymnasium . The 
teachers under training in the Training College are reported to take a little or no 
interest in gymnastics and drill . This is regrettable. The provision for physical 
culture in the Secondary Schools was, on the whole, satisfactory. Most of the 
Higher Grade Elemantary Schools had Drill Instructors on their staff and the faci 
lities thus afforded were well utilised by those institutions. Out of a total strength 
of 2,77,595 pupils in Recognised Elementary Schools for Boys in the State , only 
14,192 were not taking any physical exercise, and that owing to ill-health or physical 
unfitness. The health of the pupils was generally satisfactory.

ORDER THEREON , No. G . 9263 DATED , TRIVANDRUM , 18TH DECEMBER 1917. 

Constitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Kuzhithurai was formed in Chingom 
1089. During the year under review , the Committee underwent no change in its constitution

As in 1091, it consisted of two officialand seven non -official members besides the President, 
all nominated by the Government. The local Sub -Registrar continued as the er ufficio 
President of the Committee. 

2 . Joctings. Twelve ordinary meetings and one special meeting were held during the 
year, against 12 ordinary and % special meetings in 1091. The average attendance of the 
members rose from 4 .2 to 5 . 2. The attendance of the members still leaves room for improve 
ment. 

3 . Rubbish. The amount realised by the sale of street sweepings was Rs. 13, against 
Rs. 5 in 1091. 

4 . Hinese scavenging . The Coinmittee have not been able to introduce the system of 
private scavenging in the town for want of a suitable night-soil depot. The selection of a 
Poramb ke site in the ontskirts of the town for the purpose, is under the consideration of 
Government. 

5 . Honese -luxe. The only tax levied in the town is the house tax . This tax was introduced 
with effect from Kumbhom 1991. The amount realised under this head during the year was 
R4. 319, against Rs. 170 in 1091. There was no balance pending collection when the year closed . 
The amount realised by way of demand notice fees was Rs. 17 . 

6 . Licenses. Offensive and dangerous trades , the slaughter of animals , the sale of meat 
and the temporary occupation of public streets in the town were permitted under licenses issued 
by the Committee. The total number of licenses issued during the year was 132 , against 137 in 
1091. Of these , 76 were under Sectiou 33, 51 under Section 53, and 5 under Section 55 of the 
Towns Conservancy and Improvement Regulation . The amnunt realised under this head was 
Rs. 346 , against Rs. 349 in 1091. 

7. Prosecutions, Nine prosecntions were started by the Committee during the year, 
against 4 in 1091 . Of these, 5 ended in conviction and 2 in acquittal, the remaining 2 cases 
being compounded by the Committee. The amount realised by way of fines, penalties and 
composition fees was Rs. 17 , against Rs. 67 in 1091. 

8 . Public herilth . The health of the town is reported to have been satisfactory . There 
were no epidemics. One arrival from a plagae-infected area was kept under observation by the 
· localauthority under the Committee. 

9 . Vaccination . A full- time Vaccinator attended to the work of vaccination . The total 
number of vaccinations performed during the year was 255, against 130 in 1091. Of these, 207 
were primary vaccinations and 18 re -vaccinations. The Committee have not given information 
regarding the rates of success obtained . This information should be now supplied . The 
Coinmittee have not secure l the minimum of vaccination work prescribed b 
This calls for explanation . Nine infants under one year were successfully vaccinated during 
the year, against 3 in 1091. The Committee will state whether the town is not now ripe for the 
introduction of compulsory vaccination . 

10 . Vital Statistics. The clerk under the Committee was also the ex-officio Registrar of 
Births ard Deaths. 61 births and Cl deaths were registered during the year, against 70 and 65 
respectively in 1091. Of the births, 34 were males and 27 females, and of the deaths, 26 were 
males and 35 females. 3 cases of failure to give the requisite information to the Registrar of 
Births and Deaths were noticed by the Committee and all the three cases were compounded . 

11. Markets. There were two public markets in the town, viz ., the Toduvetti Public 
Market and the Martandam Cattle Market. The receipts from these two markets amounted to 
Rs. 4 ,555, against Rs. 3,019 in 1091. 

12 . Street lighting. 22 new lights were put up during the year , raising the total number 
of lights maintained by the Committee from 16 to 38. The expenditure under this head was 


13. Cattle pound . The opening of a cattle pound within the town limits is under the 
consideration of the Committee . The Committee should see to the opening of a pound during 
the current year. Government note that 4 cents of land have already been ordered to be hand 
ed over to them for the purpose. 

14 . Finance . The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 6 ,085. The collections of 
the Committee by way of license fees, market dnes, etc., amounted to Rs. 5 ,092, against 
Rs. 3 ,643 in 1091. Including the Governmentgrant of Rs. 500 , the amountavailable for expendi 
ture was Rs. 11,677. The Comunittee s expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 3 ,658 
against Rs. 1, 198 in 1091. The closing balance of 1092 was Rs. 8 .019. 

15 . General. Two new public wells were sunk in the town, one in the Toduvetti Cattle 
Market anl the other by the side of the 24th mile stone on the Main Southern Road. The well 
near the Thiruvattar Junction Road was repaired and fitted up with a pamp at a cost of Rs. 156 
Another well inside the Toduvetti Public Market was also cleaned and inaprosed . In their 
order reviewing the Administration Report of the Town Improvement Committee, Kuzhithurai. 
for 1091 M . B ., the Government bad called upon the Committee to suggest some important 
iDeasures of public utility to which the Town Fund might be advantageously applied. The 
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suggestions of the Committee in the matter were received , and they were under the consideration 
of the Government when the year closed .

ORDER THEREOX No . G . 9285 DATED , TRIVANDRUM , 18TH DECEMBER 1917 . 

Constitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Alleppey was formed in Medom 
1069. At the beginning of the year noder review , the Committee consisted of 3 oflicial and 6 
non officialmembers, besides the President. During the year, the number of non -official mem 

bers on the Committee was increased from 6 to 9 , two of the three new seats being filled up by 
. Government nomination and the remaining one by election . The rate - payers of the town had 

thus the privilege of electing seven out of the nine non -official members. Mr. K . A . Krishna 
Aiyangar B . A ., B . L ., and Mr. L . A . Subrahmanya Aiyar, B . A ., B . I... High Court Vakils , prac 
tising in the local District Court, continued as the President and the Vice - President of the 
Committee, respectively. 

2 . Jeetings. 20 meetings were held during 1092, against 18 in 1091. The average atten 
cance of the members rose from 5 - 9 to 6 . The attendance of the members leaves room for 
improvement. No meetings had to be adjourned for want of quorum . 

3 . Rubbisit . The street sweepings were removed by departmental agency and sold for 
Rs. 10, against Rs. 2 in 1091. There was no demand for night-soil. 

4 . House-sewwenging. The total number of houses and institutions brought under the 
system of private scavenging was 383. against 365 during the previous year. The demand , 
inclu ling the arrears of the previous year , was Rs. 2,351, of which a sum of Rs. 2 ,329 was 
collecteil and Rs. 5 written off the accounts as irrecoverable, leaving a balance of Rs. 17 pending 
collection when the year closed . This balance is reported to have been since collected . Night 
soil is now rm ved to a depot in the outskirts of the town . The trench system is in practice. 
Steps are l eing taken to enforce compulsory scavenging in certain parts of the town where, 

congestion of nopulation or comparative ignorance , the inhabitants do not keep 
their premises in a sanitary condition. The main difficulty of the Committee lies in the sandly 
nature of the surface of the approaches to these quarters, which precludes the possibility of 
night-soil carts being taken over them . Government are prepared to consider any specific pro 
posals that may bemade by the Committee with a view to minimise the difficulty. Orders will 
be issued to the Chief Engineer to carry out the sanctioned extension of the road system in the 
town as early as practicable . 

5. Hencse.tour. This tux is calculated at 2 per cent on the annual rental value of the 
buildings assessed , dedacting ore- sixth of the rental for up -keep . 89 new houses were assessed 
during the year, while 8 hoursalready under assessment were dismantled . The total number 
of houses assessed to tax at the close of 1092 was 2 ,830 . The demand under this head , includ . 
ing the arrears of the previous year , was Rs. 4, 143. of which a sum of Rs. 4 ,319 was collecteil 
and Rs. 11 written off the accounts as irrecoverable, leaving a balance of Rs. 83 pending realisa 
tion at tine close of 1092. Almost the whole of this balance is reported to have been since 
realised . The Committee bal recourse to the attachment and sale of movables belonging to the 
defaulters in two cases, as there was no other means of recovering the amounts clue from them . 

6 . Licenses . Offensive and dangerons trades under Section 53 of the Towns Conservancy 
and Improvement Regulation , the slaughter of animals and sale of meat under Section 55, the 
holding of private markets unler Section GQ, and the temporary occupation of streets under 
Section 33 , were permitted in the town only under licensen is tout by the Committee, and fees 
were chirged for all licenses excepting those for the slaughter of animals and the sile of meat. 
Thot tal number of licenses issued during 1092 was 768 and the amount of fees realised 
Rs. 5 , 943. avainst 666 licenses and Rs. 4 ,808 in 1091. 

7 . Procutims. 310 prosecutions were instituted in 1092. Including the one case 
rpored punding at the close of 1091, there were 341 cares for disposal, of which 116 were 
Huisance cases under the Police Regulation , und 225 , cases under the Towns Conservancy and 
Improvement Regulation . 123 cases ended in conviction, 201 were compounded by the Com 
mitee and the remuining 14 cases were pending dist. og The amount realised by way of 
sinos, pelukies and composition fees was ks. 275 , against Rs) 231 iu 1691. 
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8. Public health . The Committee report that every endeavour wasmade to keep the town 
clean and tidy. Four attacks of small-pox were reported : but none of them proved fatal. 
Promptmesures were taken for disinfecting the premises occupied by the patients and prevent 
ing the spread of the disease . There was no out break of cholera . The health of the town was 
on the whole , satisfactory . 113 arrivals from plagne-infected areaswere observed by the local 

der the Committee. A sum of Rs. 1.47 was spent during 1092 for the medical 
inspection of vessels arriving at the port of Alleppey from plague-infected ports . 

9 . Vaccination . Vaccination was compulsory in the town. In addition to the one Vac 
cinntor under the Corcmittee, it temporary Vaccinator was also working during 1092 . The 
number of vaccinations performed during the year was 3,470, agninst 1,972 in 1091, of which 
3, 329 w . re primary vaccinations and 142 re-vaccinations. The Committee state that, if the 
period during which the Vaccinators were on l-avo were excluded, the average number of cases 
vaccinated by each Vaccinator would be above the minimum of 150 coses per mensem prescribed 
by the Government. The success rate attained in primary vaccinations was 90 per cent. The 
number of cases, according to the register of unprotected persons not vaccinatelat the close of 
1092, was only 33 . The number of primary Vaccinations performed on intants under one year 
during 1092 was 731, against 176 in 1091. No case of non -compliance with the provisions of 
the rules relating to vaccination arose during the year . 

10. Vital Statistics . 863 birllis and 697 deaths were registereil in the town during 1092, 
against 876 births and 631 deaths in 1091. Of the births, 415 were males and 418 females, and 
of the deaths 883 weremales and 314 females. Ten prosecutions had to be started for failure 
to furnish the Committee with information regardling vital statistics, wine of which were com 
pounded and the remaining one was pending disposal when the year closed . 

11. Markets. Government placed at the disposal of the Committee il sito for opening a 
public market in the town . As that site, in the opinion of the Committee , is not wide enough 
for opening inmarket to meet the requirements of the town, they are taking steps to acquire an 
adjoining piece of land to be added to the market premises. In the meanwhile , the site at the 
disposal of the Comunittee was let out for trude in butubros, and a sum of Rs. 236 W i8 received 
as rent during the year . There were two private markets in the town conducted under licenses 
issued by the Committee, wis ., the Darragh market and the Adam market. A sum of Rs. 71 
was realised as license fees on account of these markets . 

12 . Cullle pound . There is only one cattle pound in the town. The receipts an I expen 
ditnre under this head amomuted to Rs. 63 and Re. 1 , aguiust Rs. 58 and Rs. 8 , respectively in 
1091. 

13 . " Street lighting. Till the beginning of Edavam 1092, the Committee maintained 37 
incandescent lamps and 82 kerosine oil lamps. But, owing to the scarcity and the abnormal 
rise in th price of p -trol and other accessories consequent on the war , the use of incandescent 
lights was suspended , and eighty additional kerosine lamps were supplied towards the close of 
the year. The expenditure on account of street lighting was Rs. 1, 196, against Rs. 2.590 in 
1091. 

14 . "Publie tandes. The Mullaklal tank was drained , repaired and improved during the 
year by the Public Works Department at the instanco of the Com uittre. 

15. Finance. The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 6 .141. The receipts of 
the Committee by way of license ikes , house tax, & c , amount to Rs. 12,861, against Rs. 12,326 
in 1091. Including the Government grant of Rs. 2 ,500 , the amount available for expenditure 
was Rs. 21,502. The expenditure of the Committee during the year was Rs. 15,321, nguinst 
Rs. 12, 438 during the previous year. The closing balance of 1092 was Rs. 6 , 181. 

16 General. The administration of the town under its non -otlicial President was very 
satisfactory .

Constitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Parur was formed in Dhanu 1088. 
During the year under review , the Committeu underwent no change in its constitution. As in 
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1091, it consisted of two oflicial and seven non - official members, besides the President. The 
rate-payers of the town were given the privilege of electing four out of the seven non -official 
members, the town being divided into 4 wards for the purposes of election . The Head Master 
of the local lligher Grade Secondary Schoolcontinued as the co-officio President of the Com 
mittee. 

2. Meetings. Twenty - two ordinary and 7 special meetings were held during the year, 
against 20 and 6 respectively in 1091. The average attendance of the members fell from 6 -3 to 
55. This drop in attendance is a matter for regret. 

3 . Rubbish . A sum of Rs. 10 was realised by the sale of streat-sweepings,against Rs. 12 
in J091. 

4 . House sertrenging . The Committee state that the system of house scavenging has 
not yet been introduced into the town for want of a suitable night- soil cepot. The President 
will report what steps were taken towards the acquisition of a site for the depot in 1092 . 

5 . House tar. Rules for the introduction of house tax were sanctioned by the Govern 
ment ; but the tax itself could notbe introduced in 1099 on account of certain technical objec 
tions. These objections have been sinco removed. The Committee should make arrangements 
for the levy of the tax without further delay. . 

6 . Licenses . 278 licenses were issued by the Committee and a sum of Rs. 557 was collect 
ed , against 221 licenses and Rs. 529 in 1091. Of these, 9 were under Section 33. 78 under 
Section 31 A , 176 under Section 53, 11 under Section 55 and 4 under Section 70 A of the Towns 
Conservancy and Improvement Regulation . 

7. Prosecutions. 135 prosecutions were ordered by the Committee , against 94 in 1091. 
of these , 2 ended in conviction and 132 were compounded , leaving one case for disposal when 
the year closed . 

S . Public health . The health of the town is reported to lave been satisfactory. The 
Comunittee have brought to notice the urgent need for certain public works in the town. The 
President will submit a detailed report on the subject. The Committee have not given any 
information regarding the number of passport holders kept under observation by the local 
authority under the Committee. This information should be now supplied. 

9. Vaccination . The total number of vaccinations performed during the year was 1,031, 
against 1,007 in 1091. Of these 657 were primary vaccinations and 374 re- vaccinations. 97- 2 
per cent of the primary vaccinations and 44: 1 per cent of the re- vaccinations are reported to 
have been successful. 17 children under one year were vaccinated, against 37 in 1091. The 
Committee have not secured the minimum of vaccination work prescribed by the Government. 
Better results should be shown in future. 

10. Vital Statistics. 315 births and 189 deaths were registered , against 371 and 187 
respectively in the previous year. Of the births, 182 were males and 163 females , and of the 
deaths, 113 were males and 76 females . 25 cases of failure to give information to the Registrar 
of Births and Deaths were noticed by the Committee. It is not stated how these cases were 
disposed of. This information should be supplied at once. 

11 . Markets . There are two public markets in the town, a general market and a fish 
market. A site was acquired for the fish market during the year at a cost of Rs. 1 , 063. The 
construction of three stalls commenced in 1091 was completed in 1092. The total cost on 
account of these stalls was Rs. 2 ,336 , of which a sum of Rs. 1,311 was spent in 1092. The 
receipts from the twomarkets amounted to ks. 3,248, against Rs. 3 ,054 in 1091. 

12. Cattle pound . The receipts and expenditure on account of the cattle pound amounted 
to Rs. 88 and Rs. 20 respectively , against Rs. 78 and Rs. 33 in 1091. 

13 . Street lighting . The number of street lights maintained by the Committee rose from 
60 in 1091 to 70 during the year under review . The expenditure under this head amounted to 
Rs. 826. against Rs. 761 in 1091. 

14 . Finance. The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 4 ,957. The collections 
of the Committee during the year amounted to Rs. 4 ,174, against Rs. 3,500 in 1091. Including 
tlze Governinent grant of Rs. 500 , the amount available for expenditure was Rs. 9 ,631. During 
the year, the expenditure of the Committee amounted to Rs. 5 ,510 , against Rs. 3 ,851 in 1091. 
Of this expeniture however, a sum of Rs. 2,373 was under non - recurring items. The closing 
balance of the Comunittee was Rs. 4 , 121. 

15 . General. The designation of tho Conservancy Overseer was changed into Sanitary 
Inspector and he was invested with the powers of a Police Oflicer and a Proverthicar.

ORDER THEREON No. G . 9275 ,DATED, TRIVANDRUM , 19TH DECEMBER 1917. 

( onstitution . The Town Improvement Committee of Vaikom was formed in Kanni 
1087. During the year under review , the Committee underwent no change in its constitution . 
As in 1091, it consisted of two official and seven non -official tubers, besides the President, 
all nominated by the Government. The Medical Officer, District Hospital, Vaikoin , continued 
as the ex-officio President of the Committee. 

2 . Meetings. Twenty -three meetings were held during the year, against 22 in 1091. The 
average attendance of the members further fell from 5 5 to 5 , while the numbor of meetings 
which had to be adjourned for want of quorum rose from 9 to 4 . These figures show that the 
members of the Committee do not take sufficient interest in its working . The President will 
forward , for the information of Government, a list showing the attendance of the members, 
both official and non -official, at each of themeetings in 1092. The Committee also point out that 
the Public Works Department Section Officer , who is one of the ofhcial members, did not attend 
the meetings of the Committee for about 8 months in the year. The President will explain 
why this fact was not brought to the notice of the Government under the provisions of Section 
11 of the Towns Conservancy and Improvement Regulation . The Chief Engineer will 
and forward to the Government the explanation of the officer concerned for his continged 
absence from the meetings of the Committee. 

3. Rubbish . The receipts from the sale of rabbish rose from Rs. 5 to Rs. 7. The low 
revenue under this head is attributed to the want of a suitable rubbish depo !. The Committee 


is highly objectionable as the locality is densely populated . The Committee should take 
immediate steps to acquire an unobjectionable site for a rubbish depot. 

4 . House scavenging. The Committee report that the houses in the town are not situated 
close to each other and have extensive backyards and that the need for private scavenging is not 
keenly felt. It is further stated that the system is bound to work at a loss owing to the scarcity 
of scavengers in the town . The Committee have therefore resolved that the question may lie 
over until the finances of the Committee improve . It bas to be distinctly understood that the 

ivate scavenging, if introduced , should pay its way, and that no portion of the Town 
Fund should be diverted for the purpose . At the same time, it is a matter for consideration 
whether themore congested parts of the town should not be brought under the system , at least 
as an optional measure . The Committee will forward a detailrd report on the subject and state 
how many public latrines have been provided for the town and in what localities. 

5 . House- tar. Though the preliminary steps connected with the introduction of house 
tax in the town were completed , the imposition of the tax was ordered to be deferred for the 
whole year, on the representations of the inhabitants. The tax has been imposed from the 
beginning of the current year. 

6 . Licenses. The Committe have not stated the number of licenses issued by them under 
the different Sections of the Towns Conservancy and improvement Regulation . The total 
number of licenses issued was 101 and the amount of license foos realised Rs. 353, against 99 
licenses and Rs. 332 in 1091 

7. Prosecutions. Twenty -six prosecutions were instituted by the Committee during the 
year, of which 2 ended in conviction and 4 in acquittal, 2 were withdrawn and 15 compounded 
by the Counmittee. The remaining 3 cases were pending disposal when the year closed . 


was reported : but it did not prove fatal. The prevalence of dysentery and diarrhoea is attribut 
ed to the bad drinking water available . The Committee propose to sink a few tute wells in 
suitable localities . Government approve the scheme and await definite proposals. Pamphlets 
in Malayalam on the nature, causation and prevention of dysentery were printed and freely 
distributed for the benefit of the town-folk .. 

9 . Vacination . The number of vaccinations performed during the year was 889, against 
778 in 1091, of which 708 were primary Vaccinations and 181 re-vaccinations. The success 
under each head is not stated : but the Committee admit that the rates attained by them were 
below the minimum . The President will explain why and through whose fault it was not 
possible for the Committee to secure the minimum . The town is reported to be rips for com 
pulsory vaccination . The proposals of the Committee in the matter are awaited . 

10. Vital Statistics . Tbree hundred and seventy four births and 217 deaths were register 
ed during the year, aguinst 417 birthsand 278 death in 1091. The Committee huve not given 
a sexwar distribution of the births and deaths. They have not also stated whether they had to 
take any action for failure to furnish information regarding rital statistics. 

11. Jarkets. There is one public market in the town, the " SriMulam Market " . The 
receipts from this Jaarket amounted to Rs. 342, against Rs. 294 in 1091. 
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12 . Cattle pounds. The receipts and expenditure under this head amounted to Rs. 88 
and Rs. 41, against Rs. 80 and Rs. 33, respectively, in 1091. 

13 . Street lighting. The Committee have not stated whether any street lights are main 
tained by them and, if so, what expenditure they have incurred under that head . This omission 
should be supplied at once. 

14 . Finance. The opening balance of the Town Fund was Rs. 1,620 . The receipts of the 
Committee by way of license fees, market receipts , & c., amounted to Rs. 1,335 , against Rs. 1 ,373. 
during the previous year. Including the Government grant of Rs. 500 , the amountavailable 
for expenditure was Rs. 3 ,455. The Coinmittee spent Rs. 2 ,515 , against Rs. 4 , 676 in 1091. 
The closing balance of 1092 was Rs. 940 . Government consider that the balance at the disposa 
of the Committee is poor . The Committee should take prompt steps to improve their finances 

15 . General. In view to the iniprovement of the sanitation of the town , the Committee 
recommend the deepening of the Perunchilayil canal from the eastern gate of the local temple to 
the Puthen thodu . The opinion of the Chief Engineer will be invited on this recommendation

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NOTIFICATION . 
In view to the recruitment of the Indian Army on an effective basis at the present stage 
of the Wor, His Excellency the Viceroy has appointed a Central Recruiting Board at Simla , and 
at the instance of that Board , a Provincial Recruiting Board has been constituted by the Madras 
Government to co -ordinate all recruitment in the Madras Presidency . His Excellency the 
Viceroy having requested the co -operation of His Highness the Maha Raja , His Highness has 
undertaken to afford to the Madras Government every assistance in his power towards securing 
recruits from Travancore . Col. R . Del Faunce, Commandant of the Nayar Brigade, has been 
appointed as the Darbar s representative on the Provincial Recruiting Board. The details re 
garding the arrangements for recruiting in the Presidency, may be learnt from Madras G . 0 . 
3454, dated the 2nd November 1917, which is repnblished for general inforination as Appendix 
I to this Notification . It will be seen from this G . O . that the Madias Presidency is divided 
into eight Recruiting Circles , each in charge of an Assistant Recruiting Officer . The Assistant 
Recruiting Officer in charge of Circle II will have jurisdiction over the whole of Travancore, 
except Alleppey which will be within the jurisdiction of the Assistant Recruiting Officer in 
charge of Circle I. Besides the Assistant Recruiting Officer, the above G . O . provides for the 
appointment of a District Assistant Recrniting Officer for each District, who s 
the Assistant Recruiting Officer of the Circle concerned . Mr. O . M . Cheriyan , Inspector of 
Elementary Schools, Northern Range, has been appointed as the District Assistant Recruiting 
Officer for the whole of Travancore including Alleppey, and he will work under the Assistant 
Officers of Circles I and II . His Highness the Maba Raja hopes that the appeal hereby made 
to the loyalty and patriotism of the pouple oi Travancore will evoke adequate response and that 
it will be possible for the Darbar to secure a large body of recruits for the Indian Army from 
Travancore, both in the combatant and non -combatant branches of the service. The Division 
Peish kars , Heads of Departments, and all Officers of the State are requested to render the 
Recruiting Officers every facility and assistance.

Issuing instructions in regard to the arrangements for --in this Presidency . 


ORDER - No. 3454, Revenue, dated 2nd November 1917. 
Arrangements have been made in consultation with the Government of India under 

which a large part of the responsibility for recruitment both for the 
Misellaneous 

combatant and non -combatant branches of the Army will in future be 
undertaken by the Madras Government aided by the advice and assis 

tance of the Provincial Racruiting Board which has recently been con 
stituted . The new scheme of organization which has been drawn up with the concurrence of 
tho Adjutant-General is described in the following paragraphs. 

2 . The Presidency will be divided into eight recruiting circles, is shown in Appendix , A 
each in charge of an Assistant Recruiting Officer. These will be nominated hy Government 
and will be chiefly officers of the civil department, but each of them will told military rank in 
the Indian Army Reserve of Officers. In each civil district with the exception of the Nilgiris 
and Anjengu a civil officer will be appointed and designated District Assistant Recruiting 
Officer. These officers will be selected by the Collector in consultation with the Assistant 
Recruiting Officer 

3 . At the head of the recruiting organization will be the Divisional Recruiting Officer, 
Bangalore. He will work under the orders of the Aljutant-General bat will keep in close touch 
with the Government and the Provincial Recrui ing Board . 

4 . The pay of the Assistant Recruiting Ollicers will be regulated by the general rules 
governing the pay of officers of the Indian Army Reserve of Officers. District Assistant Re 
cruiting Officers will receive the salary of their civil appointments with a deputation allowance 
of 20 per cent of their salaries. They will be entitled to travelling and other allowances under 
the Civil Service Regulations, being treated as officers of the Recond class as defined in article 
1002 of the Civil Service Regulations. The pay and allowances of all civil officers detached 
under the scheme for work in connection with recruiting will be disbursed through the civil 
department. 

5 . The funds required by Assistant Recruiting Officers for the payment of bringing in 
money, subsistence allowance , bonus, advances, etc., will be supplied by the Divisional Recruit 
ing Officer in the form of cheques on the Bank of Malras. It has been arranged with the 
railway administrations that such cheques may be cashed atany railway station . 
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6 . The arrangement for providing funds for the District Assistant Recruiting Officers will 
be as follows : 

For purposes connected with the recruitmentiof combatants , the District Assistant Recruit 
ing officer will be kept in funds by the Assistant Recruiting Officer. For non -combatant re 
cruiting he is authorized to indent on the Collector of the district to wbich he is attached for 
such fnnds as he may require. His indent will be sent in duplicate and will state ( a ) the 
amount of money which be has at the time in hand , (6 ) the amcunt which he requires, and (c ) 
the treasury or treasnries in the district from which he wishes to be able to diaw the money 
asked for . The total of ( a ) and (1 ) above must not at any time exceed Rs. 1 ,CCO. When orders 
are issued cocplying with the indent a copy of them will be endorsed on the duplicate of the 
indentand the latter will be forwarded at once by the Treasury Deputy Collector to the Assis 
tant Recruiting Officer. The disbursement will be treated as an advance under article 137 ( a ) 
of the Civil Account Code and will not be finally adjusted until a regular bill, countersigned by 
the Assistant Recruiting Officer , has been submitted . 

7 . Assistant Recruiting Officers and District Assistant Recruiting Officers are granted an 
Office allowance of Rs. 70 and Rs. 50 a month , respectively, to provide establishment, stationery. 
etc . Initial grants of Rs. 100 and Rs. 75 , respectively , can also be made for the purchase of office 
furniture , if necessary . In the case of the District Assistant Recruiting Officers, however , this 
Jatter provision shruld rarely be required as it should be possible for Collectors to arrange for 
office accommodation and provide such furniture as may be necessary. 

8 . The actual arrangements for recruiting vary according as recruitment is being made for 
the combatant or non - combatant branches of the service. The principal agency for carrying on 
combatant recrniting will consist of sepoys drawn from the regiments or corps for which recruits 
are required . Hitherto regimental recruiting parties have been sent out by the various units 
and have worked independently of each other. In future each Assistant Recruiting oflicer will 
be furnished by the Divisional Recruiting officer with a combined party representing various 
units. It will be at the discretion of the Assistant Recruiting officer to concentrate or distribute 
the men composing this party as he thinks best. If he requires more recruiters, or has more 
men than he needs, he will notify the Divisional Recrniting officer who will arrange &.ccor 
dingly. 

9 . In the case of non - combatant recruiting beyond the staff of four permanent recruiters 
for each district , who will be attached to the District Assistant Recruitirg officer , no regular 
establishment is at present sanctioned . A sum of Rs. 3 is allowed is bringing in money for 
each recruit and it will be for the District Assistant Recruiting officer with the help of the dis 
trict officials of all departments , village oflicers, etc. (as well as persons who may undertake to 
work either from patriotic motive or with a view to remanerating tbemselves from the 
G . O . 610 , Publie, 21st May 1917. , bringing in money ); to arrange as best he can for ob 

taining recruits. There is no objection to subordinate 
officers of the various departments accepting as reward the Rs. 3 granted as bringing in money 
for each recruit. 

10 . A military recruiting party , when detailed to a district will report itself to 
the District Assistant Recruiting oſticer , who after satisfying himself that each member 
of the party is provided with recruiters certificate (Appendix I) will furnish each , if 
necessary, with a railway ticket receipt form (Appendix V ). He will also , if necessary, issue 
railway warrants to the recruiters . He will then give them a date , time and place for the 
inspection of their recruits together with any special orders as to the particular locality in which 
they are to work . When the recruiting party reports itself on the date fixed or when recruits 
are specially brought in or come in by themselves the District Assistant Recruiting officer will 
proceed as follows : 

(a ) collect all railway ticket receipt formsfrom recruiters : 

(1 ) unter on a rough roll (Appendix VII ) each recruiter s rank , name, unit or address 
and all particulars regarding tho recruit. This rough roll will afterwards be filed as an office 
record . If any recruits are obviously unfit, he will erase their names from the rough roll, 
stating briefly in the column of remarks the reason for doing so : 

( c ) see that the measurements and apparent age of approved recruits are according to 
the prescribed standard , and that they are of a caste or tribe suitable for the unit for which in . 
tended . Every endeavour must be made to verify that recruits are of the caste claimed and the 
recruiter should be warned of his responsibility in this matter ; 

d ) prepare the enrolment forms of recruits from the rough rolls and arrange for the 
recruits to be taken to the Medical officer for examination : 

( ) note that he is responsible for the measurements, apparent age , intelligence and 
mental suitability of recruits selected by him , while the Medical officer is responsible for the 
physical fitness and promise of development and identification marks : 

see that recruits who are unfit for enrolment as combatants are given an opportunity 
of engaging for one of the non - combatant services. 

11 . The . District Assistant Recruiting officer will not ordinarily himself enrol 
combatant recruits , but will produce them before the Assistant Recruiting officer at 
his next visit. Assistant Recruiting officers will make out from time to time regular 
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programmes of their tours. It will ordinarily be desirable that the date fired by the District 
Assistant Recruiting oflicer for the reception of recruits should be not more than a day or two 
before the expected arrival of the Assistant Recruiting officer. On the latter s arrival, the en 
rolment forms partially filled up, and with the Medical officer s certificate completed, will be 
placed before the Assistant Recruiting officer wbo will proceed with the enrolment. 

12 . In the case of non -combatant recruits the enrolment may be completed by the District 
Assistant Recruiting officer himself. The following paragraphs, adopted from the general regti 
lations in regard to recruiting, describe in detail the procedure to be followed . 

After recruits have been medically texamined the District Assistant Recruiting officer 
will 

(a ) enrol all fit recruits, taking care that they thoroughly understand the terms of en 
rolment, and obtain each recruit s signature or thumb impression on the enrolment form : 

(6 ) see that recruits ara , if possible , enrolled in the unit they prefer in no case can 
they be sent to a unit against their wish ) ; 

(©) enter the number, rank, name and unit or address of the recruiter on the top of the 
enrolment form ; 

(d ) pay to special recruiters, if desired by them , their rail fares and the railway fares 
and subsistence of their recruits ; 

( ) pay to recruiters the amount of bringing in money due to them and enter on the 
top of the enrolment form in red . Bringing in money paid or Bringing in money not paid as 
the case inay be and initial; 

U make advances of pay to such recruits as require them in accordance with the ord 
ers which may from time to time be issued regarding advancesand pay any advances required by 
recruiters for recruiting expenses. Advances of jay should only be given to recruits when and 
to the extent necessary , and must in no caso exceed Rs. 5 . 

(a ) Issue radhari certificates (Appendix VIII ) to all parties of recruits proceeding to 
join their units; 

(1 ) issue railway warrants to enrolled recruits, and if necessary to recruiters proceeding 
on recruiting duty or to their homes ; 

i despatch accepted recruits to the depot to which they are assigned ; and settle up 
with and give railway warrants to their homes and road allowance at As. 2 per 15 miles to re 
jected recruits ; 
. 9 ) isque railway ticket receipt formsto recruiters proceeding on recruiting duty : 

Vo) intimate the next dates for inspection of recruits to recruiters proceeding aguin 
on recruiting duty , entering these in the nominal roll: 

( ) complete no-warrant certificates (Appendix VI) retaining a duplicate copy: 

(m ) complete and sign the enrolment formsand forward them without delay direct to 
units and depots concerned along with any no -warrant certiticates and the necessary forwarding 
memorandum (Appendix IX ). Pages 3 and 4 of the enrolment forms of special recruiters 
recruits and their no-warrant certificates should be retained ; 

13 . It should be observed that while recruits rejected for the combatant branches should 
be given an opportunity of joining the non - combatant service, no pressure must be put on non 
combatant recruits to transfer to the combatant branch . . 1 change from non - combatant to com 
batant service after a recruit has left his village is likely to prejudice non -combatant recruiting 
by shaking the confidence of the villagers . Combatant recruits should be made clearly to under 
stand for what corps they are enrolled and the place at which the corps or its depot is station 
ed . 

14. The physical standard laid down for recruits is printed as Appendix C . 

15 . The rates of pay and other conditions of service of all classes of recruits are shown in 
Appendix B . 

It has been arranged by the military authorities that recruits of the same class will be 
posted to separate platoons or companies, so that they may live and mess together and so that 
there may be minimum of interference with their enste practices. 

16 . All combatantand non -combatant recruits receive subsistance allowance at the rate of 
four annas per diem from the date when they signify their intention of enlisting until the dato 
of approval or rejection . It approved , their regular pay begins from the date of approval ; if 
rejected , they receive subsistence allowance up to and including the date of rejection . 
: 17 . All recruits are entitled to free conveyance by railway from the place of their joining 
x recruiting party to the recruiting or medical examination station . No expense should be ad 
initted on account of roal journeys. Rejected recruits except those obviously unfit for enlist 
iment will be granted return passago by railway to the place where they were recruited or to 
their home, if they actually proceeded therefrom orto any other place not involving extra expense . 
For road journeys on return to their home, they may be given an allowance of two annas per 
15 miles. 
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18 . Instructions regarding books, forins and returns will be issued by the Divisional Re 
cruiting officer . 

19 . General. - It is hoped that individualmembers of the Provincial Recruiting Board 
may be abletin their respective districts to reuder valuable personal assistance in recruiting and 
to this end each member has been provided with a letter referring to the fact that he is a mem 
ber of the Board and asking that every facility should be given to any effort that he makes to 
obtain recruits. Assistant Recruiting oflicers and District Assistant Recruiting oflicers should 
as far as possible keep themselves in touch with themembers of the Recruiting Board residing 
in their areas. Collectors of districts are authorized , if they think it desirable, to forin District 
Recruiting committees which will render to them the sameadvice and assistance as the Provin 


officers should keep in the closest touch with the Collectors of district in their circles , whil 
District Assistant Recruiting officers who will usually have been taken from the district staff 
will be expected to seek advice and instructions from the Collector as frequently as possible, and 
to keop him regularly acqnainted with all that concerns recruiting in his district. 

20 . The success of the arrangement forrecruitingas now organized will depend to a large 
extent on the co -operation of the officers of the various civil departments in the districts . 
Officers of all departments will be expected to render the recruiting staff every possible assis 
tance and facility. Odlice buildings should be freely placed at their disposal for occupation 
during their visits of inspection , and every encouragement should be given to Government ser 
vants of all classes to assist by directing to the recruiting office all persms whom they ma 
the course of their tours find interested in the movement and incline.l to enlist. 

21. The Divisional Recruiting officer will be requested to be so good as to arrange to fur 
nish the Provincial Recruiting Board and Collectors with fortnightly statistics of the progress 
of recruiting in the Presidency and in their districts respectively .

PHYSICAL STANDARD OF RECRUITS. . 
Combatant recruits should be between 18 and 25 years of age, except in the case of men 
who have taken their discharge and are found suitable for re- enlistinent. Recruits over 25 
years of age may , however , be enlisted at the discretion of the Divisional or Assistant Recruitine 
Officers. 

2 . The height for cavalry recruits is left to theOcer Commanding and will be intimated 
by the Divisional Recruiting Officer, whenever such recruits are needed . 

3 . For the dismounted services the minimum height is 5 4 " (und for gunners in the 
artillery 5 8"). 

4. The minimum mean chest measurement for combatant recruits not over 5 7 " in beight 
is 32 " . There should be a proportionate increase of at least for every 1 " in height for those 
over 5 7 ". There should be a difference of at least 2 " between the measurementof the chest 
when emptied of all air and when fully expanded . 

5 . Armourers, artificers, clerks, engine drivers, furriers and other followers may be 
enrolled without regard to conditions of class or measurement, if able-bodied men . 

6 . Transport recruits should not be over 35 years of age and not below 5 2 " in height 
and 30 " mean chest measurement. 

7 . Army Bearer Corps recruits must be between 18 and 25 years of age and 5 1 to 3 gu 
in height. Their chest measurement must be at least 18 to 21 years) 32" (21 to 25 years) 33 . 

Suitable men under 25 years of age who have previously served may be re-enlisted . . 

8 . Army Hospital Corps recruits should be between 18 and 25 years of age and physically 
fit for the duties of the corps. 

9. Recruits for non-military labmır should be between 20 and 35 years of age and physi 
cally fit for their duties . 

10 . Detailed instructions regarding the physical test to be applied by medical officers have . 
been issued in Official Memorandum No. 1730- C / 17- 2 , dated 26th September 1917 . ,

TAE DEFENCE REGULATIONS, No. 8 OF 1917, ISSUED BY THE GOVERNOR AND 

COMMANDER - IN -CHIEF OF THE GAMBIA . 
Regulations made by the Governor by virtue of the powers in him vested by a Procla 

mation , dated 5th March 1917 bringing into operation certain orders of the Sove 
reign - in -Council for the purpose of making provisions for securing the public safety 
and for the defence and security in times of emergency of the Colony and Protec 

torate . 
1. These Regulationsmay be cited as The Defence Regulations, 1917. 

2 . (1 ) A person coming from or intending to proceed to any place out of the Colony and 
Protectorate as a passenger shall not, without the special permission of the Governor , land or 
embark at any port in the Colony or Protectorate unless he has in his possession and has sub . 
mitted for the inspection of the officer appointed by the Governor for that purpose a valid 
pagsport issued to him not more than two years previously , by or on behalf of the Government 
of the country of which he is a subject or a citizen , or in the case of a person coming from a 
place outside the Colony and Protectorate, either such a passport or some other document 
satisfactorily establishing his nationality and identity and bearing the visa cf a Diplomatic or 
Consular oflicer of His Majesty authorizing such person to proceed to the Colony or Protec 
torate. 

To every such passport and document as aforesaid there must be attached a photograph 
of the person to whom it relates. 

( 2 ) The Master of any ship or the Agent of any Shipping Company shall not permit or 
assist to embark as a passenger on any ship any person who has not in his possession a passport 
or special permission as herein provided . 

For the purpose of this regulation the expression passenger includes any person 
carried on a ship other than the master and persons employed in the work or service of the 


ship . 


( 3 ) If any person lands or embarks in contravention of this regulation , or if, where any 
such qpecial permission to land has been granted by the Governor subject to any conditions, the 
person to whom it was granted fails to comply with any such condition , he shall be guilty of a 
summary offence against these regulations. 

3 . A British subject shall not embark at any port of the Colony or Protectorate, or attempt 
to leave the Colony or Protectorate, as a member of the crew of an outward bound neutral ship 
unless he came to the Colony or Protectorate as a member of the crew of that ship , or unless he 
has in his possession and has submitted for the inspection of the officer appointed by the Gov . 
erpor for that purpose a valid passport or has obtained the written permission of the Governor , 
and if he does so, or if , where any such written permission has been granted subject to any 
conditions, he fails to comply with any such condition , he shall be guilty of a summary offence 
against these regulations. 
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4 . In addition to the other requirements prescribed in these regulations a person other 
tban a British subject who proposes to undertake missionary or educationalwork in the Colony 
or Protectorate shall not without the special permission of the Governor land at any port in the 
Colony or Protectorate , unless he has first obtained permission to enter the Colony or Protecto 
rate and engage in such work from His Majesty s Diplomatic representative in the country in 
which he resides. 

3 . A person convicted of an oflence against these regulations by a court of summary juris 
diction shall be liable to be sentenced to imprisonment with or without hard labour for a term 
not exceeding six months or to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds or to both such impri 
sonment and fine. 

. In addition , and without preiudice . to any powers which a court may possess to order the 
exclusion of the public from any proceedings , if. in the course of proceedings against any per 
son for an offence against these regulations, application is made by the prosecution , in the public 
interest, that all or any portion of the public shall be excluded during any part of the hearing 
the Court may make an order to that effect, but the passing of sentence shall in any case take 
place in public.

SPECIFICATION . 


1. An improved method and apparatus for sluicing and separating the lighter 
minerals like quartz , felspar, calcite, garnet, etc., from monazite and other mineral 
sands and for cleansing the residualheavyminerals like gold , silver, diamond , ilmenite, 
monazite, thorite, thorianite, uraninite, pitchblende, cornotite, topaz, zircon , magnetite, 
samarskite, wolframite, tungsten , etc., free from all earthy and all saline matter and 
for concentrating them before passing them through electro -magnetic separators. 


2 . Hopkin and Willinms (Travancore) Limited , a Company, incorporated under 
the English Companies Acts 1862 to 1900 and having its registered office situated 
at 16 Cross Street, Hatton Garden , London E . C . 

3. Apparatus.-- This consists of two parts --a flume and a sluice . 

The flume or water trough marked J. - This may be of any material and of 
any shape rectangular or circular in section , into which water is conducted by means 
of pipes. Water may be pumped up by centrifugal, rotary , or any other pumps or 
conducted from a river stream or reservoir by any other means. The flume may 
be of any convenient length . 

The Sluice. This may be made of strong wood or any strong metal. It is 
essentially an open box with a long narrow channel attached , The box ABCEFGH 
is broad nt AB and BC and tapers towards EFGH . Thence to KLMN the sides are 
parallel. From the top end ABCD in a line OP to GI is a wooden ormetal board 
the angle at which it is placed varies according to the nature of the material to be 
operated upon. QRST is a sliding plank moving vertically in grooves, so is WVYX . 

Process. The sand to be operated upon is placed on the inclined board 
OPFG beyond the sliding punel QRST . Water is let in through a pipe to which is 
fitted a cock on the other side of the panel which is regulated to allow a narrow 
passage only at the bottom of the panel QRST so that the flow of water may be 
evenly distributed . Coolies when the water flows spread out the sand and otherwise 
expose it to the action of the water current. Consequently all the dirt, dust, & c., is 
carried away. The lighter particles like quartz, felepar, garnet, & c., are also carried 
away and are usually deposited at the end of the narrow channel. These are con 
veniently assisted along the channel to the overflow at ML with a small bevelled 
board of wood and rejected . The heavier residues consisting of monazite, zircon . 
gold , & c., are not carried away but are concentrated a little beyond EFGH . The 
process is repeated again and again till the undesirable elements are removed and 
the desired concentration is reached . The panel VWXY is to prevent too fast an 
overflow and consequent loss of material. The material is then dried ready for 
passing throngh electro magnetic separators of any type. 
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We claim to be adjudged to have the sole and absolute right for the use of 
this apparatus and we also claim to be entitled to protection under the Travancore 
Patents Regulation X of 1090 against the infringement of our Patent right by any 
one.

ORDER THEREON No. G . 9839, DATED, TRIVANDRUM, STH DECEMBER 1917 . 
1 . Personnel. Dr. H . Campbell Perkins, Acting Durbar Physician , continued to be in 

[edical Department during the year under review . Mr. Parameswaran Moothatu 
continued as the Superintendent of Vaidyasalas till the end of the year , when he was allowed 
to retire, after a service of 34 years. The Dental and X -Ray sections in the General Hospital 
were worked by Deputy Surgeon A . A . Noreira . 

2. Sirkar Institutions. Twenty -seven Hospitals and 29 Dispensaries were maintained during 
the year, exclusive of theLeper and Lunatic Asylumns and the Contagious Diseases Hospital, against 
27 Hospitals and 26 Dispensaries in 1091. The increase in the number of Dispensaries is 
due to the opening of three new Dispensaries at Kumaragom , Mallapalli and Koni during the 
year under review . Three new Assistant Surgeons were appointed to fill up the vacancies 
caused by the death of a Sub -Assistant Surgeon and the retirement of a Sub .Assistant Surgeon 
and an Apothecary. The number of Assistant Surgeons thus rose from 29 to 32. The number 
of Hospital Assistants was also raiseil from 41 to 45. The number of in -juatients in all the 
Government institutions together, both general and special, was 18,083, against 19, 130, and that 
of outpatients 8 ,65,834, against 8,50 ,133, in the previous year . There were 1.606 beils, ainst 
1,575 in 1091. This increase is due to the provision of additional beds in the Ophthalmic 
Hospital and the District Hospitals at Movelikara and Padmanabhapuram . Of the outpatients . 
the officers on itinerant duty treated 5 , 155, against 6 ,889 in 1091. Of the in -patients treated in 
all the institutions, over 62 % were cnrel, 21 % were relieved , 7 % discharged otherwise, 
and 4 % died . Of the total number of patients, 1,000 ,990 were men , 2,51,59 wemen and 
2,31, 107 cbikiren . The cost of dieting the in - patients, excluding the inmates of the 
Leper and Lunatic Asylums, rose from Rs. 2 and cash 3 to Rs. 2 , clackerms 13 and cash l , 
and , including the inmates of the two Asylums, from Rs. 3 , clackrams 10, cash 15 to Rs 3 . 
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chackrams 21 and cash 12. 38, 297 surgical operations were performed during the year , against 
38, 267 in 1091. Three Deputy Surgeons, two Assistant Surgeons andnine Hospital Assistants 
were engaged on special duty. 

3 . Post-mortem examinations. 311 post-mortem examinations were conducted during 
the year, of which 284 were medico-legaland 97 pathological cases . 

4. Plague. There were no cases of plague during the year . 

3 . Vidrives. Forty -seven midwives were at work during the year, against 49 in 1091, 
3,663 cases of labour were attended to by them , against 3,751 cases in 1091, giving an average 
of 78 cases per midwife , aguinst 77 in the previous year. 

6 . St. John s Ambulance Class . Three of the students, who were under instruction in 
the class opened at Haripad in 1091, passed their final examination and were given First -Aid 
Certificates. 

7. General Huspital. The number of in -patients in this Hospital rose from 3 ,409 to 
3 ,434, and of out-patients from 44, 774 to 48 ,067. The number of surgical operations performed 
rose from 2 ,107 to 2,399 . The percentage ofmortality among in patients was 2.59 and among 
those operated on 08. In the X - Ray Department 22 cases were admitted , of which 9 were 
cured , 7 relieved and 6 discharged . The total number of exposures was 404. 

8 . Women & Children s Hospital. There were 55 admissions in the paying wards arid a 
sum of Rs. 1 ,020 was realised as fee . The number of in -patients felt from 2,260 to 1,841. 
waile that of out-patients rose from 18,627 to 25 ,887. The number of surgical operations rose 
from 649 to 1 ,229. The percentage of mortality among in patients was 1. 1 . 

9 . Ophthalmic Hospital. This Hospital was removed from the rented building on the 
main road and located in a portion of the old Women and Children s Hospital. The number of 
in -patients rose from 330 to 189, while that of out-patients fell from 8 , 106 to 6 , 907. The number 
of operations rose from 264 to 331. 

10 . The Leper Asylumn . There were 164 lepers at the beginning of the year. Seventy 
seven were newly admitted and 73 re-admitted , making a total of 214 , of whom 267 were males 
and 47 females. Of these, 142 were discharged , 32 died and 140 remained at the close of the 
year. 

11. Lunatic Asylum . There were 161 inmates at the beginning of the year. Twenty 
three were newly admitted and 2 re-admitted , making a total of 186 , of whom 132 were males 
and 54 females. Of these, 11 were discharged, 21 died and 154 remained when the year closed. 

12. Buildings . A portion of the old Women and Children s Hospital was converted into 
1 paving wards and added to the General Hospital. A now surgical block was opened in the 
Mavelikara Hospital and a well sunk within the premises of the Alleppey Hospital. The Pulaya 
ward attached to the Neyyattinkara Hospital was tiled and a side-room was added to one of the 
Servants quarters in the Devicolam Hospital. 

13. Grant- in -aid Institutions. The number of grant-in -aid institutions was 12 . the same 
as in the previous year. The number of patients treated in them was 1,10 ,234, against 1.21,592 
in 1091. 

14. Inspertion . The Acting Durbar Physician inspected all the institntions at henil- quart 
ers and the institutions in the mofussil, with the exception of the District Hospitals at Koxhen 
chery and Shencottab , the District Dispensaries at Kulasekharom , Kothamangalam , Konni and 
Thodupuzba and the Grant- in -aid Dispensaries at Arnakal, Asbamboo, Kalthurity and Nedum 
golam . 

15 . Vaidiyasalas. During the year under review , two new Vaidyasalas were opened at 
Kottan gara and Perumbalam , while the one at Ennakad was abolished . Thus, there were 73 
Vaidyasalas during the year, against 72 in 1091. Of these , 67 were maintained for the treatmen 
of general diseases, while the remaining 6 , known as Vishavaidyasalas were exclusively devoted 
to the treatment of snake-bite , & c . 1,40,045 patients were treated by the Vaidyang during the 
year, against 1,43,505 in the previous year. Of theso, about 86 per cent were cured , 7 per cent 
relieved and 7 per cent died . The Government purchased medicine for the treatment of snake 
bite , & c., to the value of Rs. 750 and distributed it among the Vaidyasalas . 

16 . Finance. The following statement compares the expenditure on medical relief in the 
State during the years 1091 and 1092.

Personnel. Mr. S . Krishnamurthi Aiyar was in charge of the Department during the year. 
except for a period of 3 monthsand nineteen days, when he was on leave and Mr. B . Kesivi 
Row , Health Ollicer under the Town Improvement Committee, Trivandrum , acted for him . 

2 . Birllis and Deaths. The total number of births registered during the year was 71, 991 
and the total number of deaths 48,211, against 70 , 101 and 46 ,707, respectively, in 1091. 
birth and death rates were 21-9 and 14 . per mille respectively , against 20 -5 and 13 6 in the pre 

The 
ceding year . The number of infantile deaths registered during the year was 6 ,756 , giving a 
ratio of 90 - 1 per mille of registered births, against 6 -152 and 87 per mille during 1091. IL 19 
gratifying to note that in the registration of births, deaths and infantile mortality , all the agen 
cies have shownonsiderable improvement and inade a nearer approach to the standard rates . 

The Sunitary Commissioner has again brought to the notice of Government the very poor 
out- turn of vitalstatistics work in the Padmanabhapuram . Division . This state of matters can 
not be tolerated any longer. The Dewan Peishkar, Southern Division , should impose exempla 

ry punishment on the subordinates at fault and submit a specialreport to Government explaining 
• the steps he proposes to take in order to secure accurate returns. 

3. Public health . 

Cholera . 25 deaths from cholera occurred during the year, giving a ratio of 1 per 
mille of population , against 215 deaths and a ratio of 100 per mille in 1091. 

Small-yar. The number of deaths due to this disease was 89 , giving a ratio of .02 per 
mille of population, against 130 and 03 per mille in the previous year. 

Revers . 14,366 deaths or 4 .18 per inille of population were registered under this head 
during the year, against 13 ,894 or 4-05 per mille in 1091 . 

Dysentery and Diarrhoea . These diseases accounted for 6 ,816 deaths, giving a ratio of 
1 .98 per mille of population , against 6 , 700 aud 1.95 per mille the year before . 

Injuries. Under this head, 861 deaths giving a ratio of 25 per mille of population were 
registered during the year, against 930 and 27 per mille in 1091. 

Other causes . Under causes other than those detailed above, 26,084 deaths giving a 
ratio of 7 .66 per mille of population were registered , against 24,838 deaths and 72 per mille 
in 1091. 

Plague. There were no cases of plagne during the year. 
4. Vaccination . . 

The total number of vaccinations performed during the year was 2,06 ,852. against 
2 ,03,034 in 1091. Of these . 1,88,660 were primary vaccinations and 18 :192 re - vaccinations. 
The number of infantile vaccinations fell from 13,027 to 12, 752, and the insertion success rate 
fell from 83.72 to 8149. At the same time the percentage of absent cases came down from 
6 -91 in 1091 to 6 -37 during the year under review . Vaccination was compulsory in 13 out of 
the 19 municipal towns. The minimum of vaccination work now prescribed for the Vaccina 
tors in the several Town Improvement Committees is not uniform . The Sanitary Commissioner 
has suggested the desirability of prescribing a uniform rate for all the Town Improvement 
Committees . He will submit a detailed report on the subjectmaking specific recommendations. 
The number of cases verified by the inspecting ollicers was 61,315 , against 60, 357 
in the previons year. All the Sanitary Officers, except District Sanitary Oficer Mr. A Manuel, 
have verified the minimum number of cases prescribed . Mr. A . Manuel has verified 112 cases 
less than the minimum prescribed . The Sanitary Commissioner will obtain and forward the 
explanation of Mr. Manuel for this low out-turn of work . Glycerine was, as usual, the vicci 
nifer for the lymph prepared in the Vaccine Depot and the rate of success obtained with it was 
95- 47 in primary vaccinations and 13 :35 in ro -vaccinations, against 996 and 1 :32, respectively 
in 1091. The cost of each successful case of Vaccination was Chs, 6 and Cash 1, against Chs. 6 
and Cash 4 in 1091. 1,66,807 grains of vaccine were manufactured. During the year under 
review , the vaccine prepared in the Government Vaccine Depot, Trivandrum , was bacteriologi 
cally tested in the King Institute of Preventive Medicino, Guindy, and was certified to be 
" quite good " . 

5 . Conservancy stations. 

The number of Conservancy stationsmaintained during the year was 25 , the same as in 
1091. The revenue derived from the sale of street sweepings, which were, as usual, collected 
and sold by auction was Rs. 106 , against Rs. 1 -14 in 1091. Government expect the department 
to show better receipts under this head in future. The Sanitary Commissioner reports that 
steps are being talen for attaching a rubbish depot to every Conservancy station and that sites 
for the purpose have been already purchased for several stations. He will report how many 
stations have been now provided with depots and for how many stations such provision remains 
to be made. 

6 . vairs festivuls. 

Special sanitary arrangements in connection with 15 festivals were made by the depart 
ment during the year, the sameas in the previous year. Special sanitary arrangements were 
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also made at Muvattupuzha in connection with the Agricultural Exhibition held there , and at 
Warkala , Ponmudi, Cape Comorin and Thiruppathisaram , in connection with the visits of His 
Highness the Maha Raja to those places. 

7. Itinerantmedical relief . 

The Sanitary Officers medically treated $61 cases during the yeur, against 667 in 
1091. 

Sanitary works. Under the scheme sanctioned for the provision of protected water 
supply to rural areas, the Chief Engineer was requested to sink 7 new wells and repair 2 
existing wells. The sinking of 9 wells recommerded in previous years was in progressandtwo 
wells were newly supk during the year. 

8. Inspection . 

The permanent and Ag, Sanitary Commissioner together were on inspection duty for 122 
days and inspected 90 Vaccination Ranges, all the Conservancy Stations and all the 12 Offices 
of the Sanitary Officers including the Government Vaccine Depot. Mr. Krishnamurthi Aiyar 
also visited the Peermade taluk during the year in connection with the out-break of small-pox 
there. 

9. Fi 1016 . The expenditure on account of the Department was Rs. 73.698 , against 
Rs. 71,540 in 1091. 

10 . General Government expret that, in the course of his itinerancy , the Sanitary 
Commissioner will visit the towns under the Towns Conservancy and Improvement Regula 
tion , and submit to Government reports from time to time on the methoil of sanitation adopted , 
and the defects, if any, to be remedier .

The Staff Mr. A . H . Bastow was in charge of the Department throughout 
the year except for about 4 weeks from the 16th Kumbhom 1092 to the 14th 
Mecnom 1092, when Mr. F . J . Jacob , Deputy Chief Engineer , held charge. 
Mr J . Jacob , Deputy Chief Engineer , proceedel on combined leave for 1 year and 
29 days from the 29th Meenom 1092 . Of the four European Assistant Engineers 
who had joined the Indian Army Reserve of Officers , three are still at the front and 
ove. Mr. A . W . Thomas, was killed in action in February 1917 . Executive 
Engineer Mr. L . H . Jacob took up munition work in England and will probably not . 
return to duty till the end of the war. Mr. P . G . Venkatasubba lyer , Supervisor, 
I Grade, died in September 1916. There was no change in the extent of the 
Divisions but for the Special Division created for four months of the year from 
Thye to Chittarai in connection with the building up of the under sluices of the 
Patchipara dam . The number of Sub Divisions remained the samebut it was found 
necessary in the interest ofmore efficient supervision to make some re-arrangement 
of Sub Divisions in the Muvattupuzha Division . The number of Sections at the 
close of the year was 56 . 


II. Budget grant and Ecpenditure. 


The crant sanctioned as per the Budget for 1092 was Rs. 22,33.930 inclusive 
of the funds transferred for Forest works from the Forest Budget. This grant was 
raised in the Revised Budget to Rs. 23 ,53, 961. The actual expenditure amounted 
to Rs. 23, 17 ,111.

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The demand for road extension is great and development is being retarded for 
want of minor ronds. The ryots are continually offering to cut these if Government 
will give the land, and in some cases , even the land has been forthcoming Every 
thing possible has been done to encourage self-help of this kind and one or two small 
roads have been partially opened , but experience has shown that however willing the 
people are, they cannot, with all the help given them by the P . W . D ., make a cart 
able road in ordinary country . In the most favourable cases , the cost of the minor 
supervision far exceeds the value of the work done by the ryots. From this, it is 
obvious that this method of roadmaking does not pay. Mr. Bastow has submitted a 
scheme for Taluk Road Boards, which is now under the consideration of Govern 
ment. 

The construction of a deviation line between Anakulam and Munnar was in 
progress and the first 5 miles were fully completed, the outlay during the year being 
Rs. 34 , 179 which raised the total expenditure on the work to the end of 1092 to 
Rs. 1,39,044 . The works that remained in connection with the wideniny of the 
High Range Road, 8 to 35th mile , between Kunjiar and Perumbankuttu were taken 
up and nearly all completed , the expenditure during the year being Rs. 6 ,290, and 
the total cost to the end of 1092 Rs. 72,024 against the sanctioned estimate of 
Rs. 75 , 100. The work of improving the Northern Outlet rond was in progress and 
a sum of Rs. 30 , 308 was spent on the same during the year, thus 
raising the total outlay on the work to Rs. 85 ,655 to the end of 1092. The metal 
ling of the worst portions of the Northern Outlet road was completed, the 
outlay during the year being Rs. 7,257 and the total expenditure to the end of 1092 
Rs. 14,993. The work of constracting a road from Thodupuzha to Arakulam as 
far as Malankara Estate was taken up during the year and made good progress. 
The work of extension of the road system in Alleppey along the bank of the Shora 
nur Canal, No . 2 , was completed and the road opened for traffic, the outlay during 
the year being Rs. 7, 946 and the total expenditure to the end of 1092 , Rs. 70 ,383. 
A sum of Rs. 12,651 was spent in converting the second section of the Thiruvellah 
Kozhencherry trace into a cart road . The work of improving and metalling the 
Kottayam -Kumili rond , iniles 30 to 33, was fully completed during the year at a total 
cost of Rs. 14,773. The work of improving and metalling this road, miles 53 to 60 
made steady progress, the outlay during the year being Rs. 17 ,806 and the total cost 
tillthe end of 1092 Rs. 23, 717 against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 60 ,450 . The portion 
of this road from the 61st to the 70th mile was also improved and metalled during 
the year at a cost of Rs. 20 , 980, which raised the total expenditure on the work till 
the end of 1092 to Rs. 70,052. Metalling in miles 61 to 64 was completed and the 
construction of culverts in the 61st and the 62nd miles was in progress . A sum of 
Rs. 5,041 was spent during the year in metalling the last 4 miles of the Trivandrum 
Shencotta rond . The widening and metalling of the bad portions of the Adur. 
Punalur road , miles 27 to 35 , absorbed Rs. 6 ,925 during the year, and the improve 
ments to the Cape roud to make it into a good motor road Rs. 5 ,472 . The work of 
metalling the Main Road , Trivandrum , from the Vettimuricha Fort Gate to Vella 
yambalam , was completed , the expenditure during the year being Rs. 24 ,678 and the 
total expenditure to the end of 1092 Rs . 25,714 . A sum of Rs . 5 ,007 was spent in 
metalling the li olachel-Rajakamangalam road , miles 12 to 15 , during the year. The 
outlay during the year on the conversion of the foot path passing by the side of 
Chadayamkulam , Alvankulam etc ., into a cart road was Rs. 5 ,293. Earth -work and 
sectioning have been completed as well as the masonry works. Metalling was done 
for about half a mile and metal collected for the remaining length . The work of 
improving the Neendakara - Kamankulangara Section of the Alleppey - Quilon Road 
was fully completed during the year, as also that of special repairs to the Kallércode 
Section of the same road . 

The construction of the Vadayar bridge on the 15th mile, Ettumanoor 
Vaikom road , was completed during the year at a total cost of Rs. 29, 160, the out 
lay during the year being Rs. 7 ,742 and the bridge was opened for traffic. The 
construction of the bridge on the Ist mile of the Muvattupuzna - Thodupuzha road 
was practically finished and the bridge was opened to trafic ; the expenditure on 
this work during the year was Rs. 22,437 and the total to the end of 1092 , Rs.69,663 
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against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 68,830. Certain additional works to the ap : 
proaches of the Muvattupuzhn bridge absorbed Rs. 8 .244 during the year, the total 
expenditure till the end of 1092 being Rs. 37,365. A sum of Rs. 8 ,010 was spent 
on the constriction of the 1st inile bridge on the Munnar - Devicolam road . Do 
the abutments and wings were raised about 12 ft. above the bed . The construction 
of a bridge over the Manimalni river, 78th mile , M . C . Road , was completed during 
the year at a total cost of Rs. 52 ,139, the year s outlay being Rs. 144,954 and the 
bridge was openel for traffic. A sum of Rs. 25,600 was spent during the year on 
materials for constructing a bridge over the Rani river at Chengannur, for which in 
estimate has been sanctioned for Rs. 1,90 ,000. The construction of a bridge over 
the Kodayar river at Kaliyal was started during the year and the abutments and 
wings brought up to 13 and 12 ft.respectively, above the bed . A sum of Rs. 14 ,112 
was spent during the year towards the land compensation adjustments in connection 
with the opening of a canal from Alleppey to Shertallay which work has been held in 
abeyance . The total expenditure on this work till the end of 1092 was Rs. 2 ,81,259. 
The inprovements to the second section of the Commercial Canal, Alleppey , absorbed 
Rs. 25,708 and the total expenditure on the work till the end of 1092 was 
Rs. 1 ,87,937. The western half of the Mullakal landing ghat R . C . Walling and 
laterite masonry retaining wall of the north bank were completed . The work of 
improvement to the 3rd Section of the Canal was started during the year . A sum 
of Rs. 12 ,106 was spentduring the year on the construction of the Thottapally lock 
and bridge combined , which raised the totalexpenditure on the work till the end of 
the year to Rs. 94,900 against the sanctioned estimate, for Rs. 1,08 ,000. The R . C . 
foot bridges over the lock and floodgate chamber had its platform laid over brick piers 
and the inain water -way of the lock opened for traffic. The deviation roadway was 
also proceeded with . 

IV. Buildings. 
The outlay on maintenance " was Rs. 1, 12,470. 

The expenditure on " original works " which included also " Special Repairs " 
*was Rs . 3,50 , 945. 

The coustruction of a new Taluk Cutcherry at Peermade was started during 
the year and made good progress, the superstructure and most of the roofing of the 
main building having been completed before the end of the year. The outlay on the 
work during the yenr was Rs. 13 ,020, against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 15 ,870 . 
The expenditure on the construction of quarters for certain Officers and peons at 
Devicolam during the year was Rs. 9 ,360, which raised the total expenditure to the 
end of the year to Rs. 20,583 against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 68,360 ; a block 
for 5 peons and four more buildings for clerks were started and all but one clerk s 
quarters were practically completel. A sum of Rs. 21,151 was spent on the con 
struction of a District Court at Kottayam . The outlay incurred in comection with 
water supply to the Central Prison , Trivandrum , was Rs. 8 ,558 during the year . 
The construction of a Distillery at Nagercoil was almost completed , with the ex 
ception of some finishing works, the outlay during the year was Rs. 28 ,360 und 
the total cost to the end of 1092 Rs. 1,42,117 . A sum of Rs. 6 ,484 was spent 
during the year on the construction of a H . G . E . School for Girls at Edapally, the 
total cost on the work till the end of the year being Rs. 20 ,196 ; the building was 
fully completed and handed over . The construction of a H . G . E . School for 
boys at Adur absorbed during the year Rs. 6 ,533 and the total cost till the 
end of the year was Rs. 20 ,083. The outlay on the construction of the II . G . E . 
School for Girls at Chavarai during the year was Rs. 8,496 and the total cost till the 
end of 1092 , Rs. 16 ,76 t against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 23, 170 ; the main 
building was completed and handed over , and the enclosure wall and out-houses are 
in progress. An expenditure of Rs. 60,027 was incurred on the construction of the 
H . G . S . School for boys at Vanchiyur, thus raising the total cost to the end of 1092 
to Rs. 2,51,068 ; the reinforced concrete floors except over the Assembly Hall were 
completed and the roofing was nearly completed . A sum of Rs. 11,176 was spent on 
the construction of a new Hospital with out-houses at Parur and the total expenditure 
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till the end of 1092 was Rs. 29, 959 against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 54 ,060 . 
The dispensary building , the kitchen and the surgical wards for males and females 
were practically completed before the close of the year . The construction of quar 
ters for thesubordinates attached to the Women and Children s Hospital, Trivandrum , 
the Septic Ward , the kitchen for paying wards and other miscellaneous works in 
connection with the Hospital absorbed Rs. 16 ,467. Additional land for the Ophthal. 
mic Hospital was acquired at a cost of Rs. 12,645 during the year. The expenditure 
during the year on improvements and special repairs to the Chengannur temple was 
Rs. 9,315, which raised the total outlay on the work to the end of 1092 to Rs. 28,871. 
A sum of Rs. 5 ,771. was spent on the construction of a Camp Shed with out-houses 
at Chengannur during the year, against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 10 , 950 . The 
improvements and repairs to the maligai and kulapura at Trivandrum used by the 

Tharunanallur Namburipad, were coinpleted at a total cost of Rs. 9 ,592, 
the outlay during the year being Rs. 5, 944. The reconstruction of the 
Upper Sanitarium Bungalow at Ponmudi absorbed Rs. 6 ,090 during the 
year and the total outlay on the work till the end of the year was 
Rs. 24 ,848. A sum of Rs. 5 ,234 was spent on special works in connection 
with His Highness the Maha Raja s trip to Ponmudi in 1092. 

V . Irrigation 
The expenditure on Irrigation amounted to Rs. 2 ,33 ,516 , of which Rs. 38 ,339 
was spent on minor works and Rs. 1,95, 177 on the Kodavar Works. Out of this 
sum of Rs. 1,95 , 177, the outlny on the Capital Account of the Project was Rs. 70 ,388. 
and the working expenses or Revenue Account amounted to Rs. 1,24,789. 

(1) Minor Works.- The repairs to the tanks in the Aramboly Group, un 
affected by the Kodayar, were in progress during the year. The construction of the 
diversion channel from Erappayar to the Poiga basin was completed and the 
restoration of the Poiga Kaland the experimental lift irrigation were pushed on . The 
outlay on these works during the year was Rs. 5 , 148 and the total expenditure till 
the end of the year Rs. 28 ,780 , against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 44,240. The 
expenditure on the Tank Restoration works at Shencottah amounted to Rs. 17, 133 
during the year which raised the total outlay till the end of 1092 to Rs. 1 ,18 ,337. 
The Tank Restoration Scheme works, incomplete as they are , bave already had a very 
beneficial effect on the cultivation of the taluk. Many single crop lands are now 
growing two crops and large areas are being reconverted into wet lands. Conditions 
will necessarily still further improve, as the estimates are worked out. A sum of 
Rs. 2, 282 was spent during the year in closing and opening the Anthakarazhi bar. 

(2 ) Kodayar Project. The total capital outlay on the Project during the. 
year was Rs. 89,740, inclusive of the Establishment and Tools and Plan charges ad 
justed to the Project. Against this, a sum of Rs. 91, 069 was realised from the sale 
of tank beds. Thus the net Capital outlay was - Rs. 1,329. The total expenditure 
till the end of 1092 was Rs. 80, 00 ,182. The gross realisations during the 
year under Revenue Account of the Project amounted to Rs. 1,73 ,383 - Rs. 3 ,698 
being the Direct Receipts and Rs. 1,69, 745 the cess due to Irrigation and Savings 
on remission . Theworking expenses of the Project amounted to Rs. 1, 27 ,699 inclusive 
of establishment and tools and plant charges and savings on the maintenance of old 
irrigation channels rendered unnecessary by the Project . 

The total area irrigated for which water cess was levied was 53,544 
acres. 

A . Building up the under sluice and Right Bank Head Slice of the Main Dam 
at Patchipara . This was an interesting work carried out in the dry season . The iron 
sluicegates were removed and the tunnels bricked up. As it involved the unwatering 
of the reservoir and had to be carried to completion between the Irrigation seasons, 
very careful arrangements had to be made and it is to the credit of Mr. Everard . 
the Special Officer entrusted with the work , that he carried it through without hitch 
and well within time. The cost was Rs. 23 ,777 against an estimate of 
Rs. 21 ,500. 
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B . Improvements to the P . P . Channel. O to 17 miles . 
miles and 400 has been fully improved .

The second reach , 6 to 10 miles, was 
almost finished and some work was done in the third . 11 to 17 miles. 
is now practically up to requirements.

Rs. 24 ,387, and the total cost till the end of the year was Rs. 2,53 ,359 against the 
sanctioned estimate for Rs. 2 ,67 ,600. 

C . Improvements to the Maycode duct and aqueduct. This work was held 
over , as it was thought necessary that the newly formed bank should settle for 
another year . 
• D . Constructing an Irrigation Channel from the left bank of the Aruvikara 
Dam . The flume in the second mile was completed and the lands required for the 
3rd mile have been acquired and paid for. 

E . Improving and remodelling the N . P . Channel. This has been completed. 
The outlay during the year was Rs. 9,341 and the total expenditure till the end of 
the year Rs. 24 , 439 against the sanctioned estimate for Rs. 39,400 . 

F . The expenditure on account of special and periodical repairs chargeable to 
the Revenue Account of the Project was Rs. 1,24 ,789. Many important works 
were carried out under this head , some of which are as follows :

VI. Miscellaneous Public Improvements. 
Under this head , the outlay during the year was Rs. 68, 979. 

The improvements to the market landing at Changanacherry made steady 
progress, the outlay during the year being Rs. 11,131 which raised the total 
expenditure on the work till the end of the year to Rs. 42,943 . A sum of 
Rs. 4, 809 was spent in constructing a landing stage on the western side of the 
Kodimatha bridge at Kottayam , the total expenditure till the end of the year being 
Rs. 14 ,454 : the retaining wall was fully completed and the landing rised and metal 
ling has also been done. The construction of a protective wall around the Arind 
Munro light cost Rs. 2 ,090 during the year. A sum of Rs. 2, 704 was spent in 
improving the drains in the Puthen Street, Manakad , Trivandrum ; the total cost til 
the end of the year was Rs. 4,263 against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 5 ,780.

VIII. Establishment.

This increase in the 
ratio of charges on account of Establishment is due to the reduction in the total 
amount sanctioned for the Department in the year under review . The following 
table gives the percentage that Establishment and Tools and Plant bore to the net 
outlay ou works.

NOTIFICATION. . 
Under Sections 6 , 9, 10 , 11, 12 and 13 of the rules for the management of small.pox 
epidemnic in areas under Town Improvement Committee prescribed by Government under 
Section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Regulation Il of 1073. under date the Gth December 1917 . 
the following precautionary measures are enjoined and hereby notified for the information of 
the public residing in or resorting to this town : 

( 1 ) The bodies of personsdying froin small-pox shall be buried ouly in the following 
places : 

(a ) Thiruvallaram beach in the case of Brahmins. 

(6 ) The Kundukulangara and Cantonment burial grounds in the case of Non -Brali 
mins. 

( c) Burial grounds of the Christians and Mahoinedan communities in cases in 
which according to custom burial is desired in such places. 

The burial of bodies in places other than those specified above is prohibited . . . 

(2) The pits for burial should be not less than 7 feet long 6 feet deep and 3 fect 
broad . 

( 3 ) Persons attending the funeral in such cases shall bathe in the beach at Thiruval 
laram , the tank near the Cantonment burial ground , or the backwater near Kidukulangara as 
the case may be, and not in any other public tank , canal or well. 

( 1 ) The corpses shall be cover with disinfected cloth immediately after death and 
shall be removed to the burial ground only between 10 P . M . and 4 A . M . The necessary dis . 
infectants can be obtained from the Sanitary Inspector of the town. Whenever a ceath takes 
place , intimation shall be given to the Sanitary Inspector within 2 hours. 

(5 ) ( a ) A dhohi shall not knowingly take soiled clothes from a house where there is 
small-pox epidemic nor shall the owner or any occapier of such house knowingly give cloths to 
a dhobi to be washed until after the suid clothes have been disinfected to the satisfaction of the 
Sanitary Inspector or the Medical Oficer under the Committee . 

( 1 ) Adbobishall cease from carrying on his profession on the occurrence of small 
pox epidemie in his premises, and he shall not resumehis profession till after tbe premises havo 
been declared by the Sanitary Inspector or the Medical Officer under the Committee to be free 
froin infection . 

(c) On the occurrence of small-pox epidemic in his premises a dhobi shall retain all 
clothes in his possession till the written permission of the Sanitary Inspector or the Medical 
Officer under the Committee has been obtained to return them to their owners. 

(6 ) Barbers are prohibited from shaving persons when under infection . 

( 7 ) No article of food or drink preparel in any house where there is an attuck of 
small-pox shall be sold or exhibited for sale to the public, nor shall any article of food or drink 
be sold by any person in whoso house there is an attack of small .pox . 

(8 ) Persons who have recently recovered from small-pox, but are still in an infections 
state are prohibitelfrom making or gettin or coming in Guntact with any food or etables 
until th - aro declared free fruin infection by the Sanitary Inspector or the Moclical Officer 
under the Committee. 

(9 ) Persons who have recently recovered from small- pox are prohibited from going to 
temples, markets and other places of public resort until they are certified to be free from 
infection by the Sanitary Inspector of the Medical Oilicet ler the Committee , which shall not 
be less than 10 clavs from the date of bit . The cate of batii sball be immediately communi. 
cated to the Sanitary Inspector of the town.

Before the business of the meeting was taken up. Mr. R . Chandrabhanu Lala welcomed 
the President, on behalf of the members , who took the chair for the first time after assumption 
of charge of the District. The President, in thanking the members for their expression of 
cordial feelings, replied that he looked forward to vigorousMunicipal administration tending to 
greater comfort and convenience of the Townsmen with the co-operation of the gentlemen on 
the Committee.
